To the Maryland Historical Society: 
GENTLEMEN: 


We have the honor to submit the Thirty-Ninth Volume of the Archives of 
Maryland, consisting of the Acts and Proceedings of the General Assembly of 
the Province, during the Sessions held from 1 732/3 to 1736. 

The Session Laws of 1732/3 and those of 1734/5 are printed from 
photostatic copies of the printed Session Laws of those years made for us, 
through the courtesy of the Library of Congress. The Proceedings of the 
Upper House in 1734/5 and 1735/6 are printed from the Calvert Papers. The 
remainder of the text is taken from the manuscript Journals in the Maryland 
Archives. (The Calvert Papers also contain the Upper House Journal for the 
session of 1733.) The Appendix contains certain papers which were omitted 
in printing the Council volumes for this period. It also contains three acts 
which, by a regrettable oversight, were not copied for Volume 28,NIZ > 712, 
chapter 12, for killing squirrels, 1713, chapter 14, for paying the public charge; 
and 1723, chapter 7, for the relief of John Mackenzy. With these, it is believed 
that the printing of early Maryland statutes is now complete. As to Maryland, 
I believe the statement is true made, by Professor E. B. Greene in “ Provincial 
America, 1690-1740,” in regard to the Colonies in general, (p. 67) “ The 
policy of the colonial assemblies, at its worst, expressed a narrow and particu- 
laristic spirit, disregarding sound considerations or imperial policy ; at its best, 
it stood for the vital principle of local self-government, and for the protection 
of legitimate American interests against a narrow British policy.” 

The Proceedings of the Lower House are found in printed form in the 
New York Public Library for the Session of 1732/3. No other printed 
Proceedings have been located. In 2 Opinions Attorney General of Maryland 
245 (May 1, 1917), will be found an opinion by Attorney General Albert C. 
Ritchie, in reference to the deposit of Liber B. L. C. (1731-1752) of Laws in 
the Library of the Society. For the Session of 1732/3, we find many of the 
original messages from the Lower to the Upper House, written on small scraps 
of paper, still preserved in the manuscript Archives. 

The Black Books also contain the following manuscripts of this period: 
No. 3, p. 126, Amendments to the Bill for the support of the Governor, April ro, 
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1733; No. 5, pp. 26-35, Letters to the Commissioners for Emitting Bills of 
Credit, 1733-1739; No. 6, p. 14, Levin Gale’s bond as Naval Officer of the 
Pocomoke, April 12, 1733; No. 8, p. 105, Letter from G. Chenney to Ogle, 
August 2, 1732, stating that Mr. Brown, Surveyor of Customs at Potomac, not 
returning from Philadelphia, where he now resides, was suspended for neglect of 
duty in leaving his station unguarded, and Joseph Boswell was appointed in his 
place. Boswell qualified before the Proprietary, January 10, 1732/3; No. 8, 
p. 106, a bill for gunpowder brought on ‘“‘ The Henrietta,” by Captain Briggs, 
April 1, 1734. 

Lord Baltimore opened the Session in person in March 1732/3. He had 
come to Maryland with his consort, upon the ill-starred business of the 
Pennsylvania boundary. Shortly afterwards, he returned to England, and no 
Proprietary ever again visited the Province. Samuel Ogle resumed the 
Governorship, when Baltimore departed, and held it throughout the period 
covered by this volume. He was a popular man, who had considerable influence 
with the Assembly. John Hall continued as President of the Upper House. 

Charles, Fifth Lord Baltimore and Fourth Lord Proprietary, lived for some 
eighteen years after his return to England. The chief information we have 
concerning him during these later years of his life, is drawn from Horace 
Walpole’s letters. On October 22, 1741, he writes (vol. I, Toynbee’s edition, 
p. 111). “At Mrs. Boothby’s Lady Townshend was coquetting with Lord 
Baltimore of the Prince of Wales party.” On March 10, 1742, he speaks 
of Lord Baltimore as in the admiralty (I, 197), and on July 29, 1742, we learn 
(I, 262), that Lord Baltimore was sent from Carlton House to say that the 
Prince would not see Sir Robert Walpole, as he had no Drawing Room. On 
January 14, 1745, Walpole wrote that Lord Baltimore would not come into the 
admiralty. (It will be remembered that he was an enthusiastic yachtsman), as 
in the new commission, Lord Vere Beauclerk is given precedence (II, 71). 
Lord Baltimore is recorded (II, 116), on July 13, 1745, as saying to the Prince: 
“Sir, your Royal Highness’s marriage will be an era in English History.” 
Walpole wrote on January 27, 1747 (II, 260), that Lord Baltimore took the 
lead in the Prince’s opposition party. ‘‘ He is the best and honestest man in 
the world, with a good deal of jumbled knowledge, but not capable of conducting 
a party.” To reward him and punish Lord Archibald Hamilton, who voted 
with the ministry, the Prince made Baltimore his Cofferer, and would no 
longer give him the trouble of waiting as Lord of the Bedchamber. Baltimore 
continued as the prince’s chief adviser for a considerable time; for, on March 4, 
1749, Walpole wrote again that the Prince’s “ ministry has at the head of it, 
poor Lord Baltimore, a very goodnatured, weak, honest, man.” (It 262:) 
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This period has received careful study by Professor St. G. L. Sioussat, of 
Brown University, whose monograph in The Johns Hopkins University Studies 
for 1903 (vol. 21) entitled “ Economics and Politics in Maryland 1720-1750, 
and the Public Services of Daniel Dulany the Elder,” should be read by every 
student of the period. 

Our purpose in preparing this volume has been that described by Wordsworth, 
when writing to Scott (Lockhart’s Life of Scott, II 218): “A correct text 
is the first object of an editor, then such notes as explain difficult or obscure 
passages ; and, lastly, which is much less important, notes pointing out authors 
to whom the writer has been indebted,—not in the fiddling way of phrase here 
and phrase there (which is detestable as a general ee but where he has 
had essential obligations, either as to matter or manner.” 

We have held before us, as an example, the diligence of James Boswell, who 
wrote, in his enthusiasm for truth: “I have sometimes been obliged, to run 
half over London, in order to fix a date correctly: which, when I had 
accomplished, I well knew would obtain me no praise, though a failure would 
have been to my discredit.” (Hill’s Boswell’s Johnson I, Pz) 

In Volume 38, at page 288, the naturalization act of Gustavus Hesselius 
was printed. He was too distinguished a person to have been passed over 
without a word in the preface. Born in Sweden in 1682, he came to the United 
States in 1711, and was the earliest organ-builder and painter of repute in 
British North America. (Sketches of him will be found in 29 Pa. Mag. 130 
and 26 N. E. Mag. 30.) In 1719, he removed to Prince George’s County. In 
1720, the vestry of St. Barnabas’ Parish in that country engaged him to paint 
the church, and to paint an altar piece and communion table, and to write such 
sentences of Scripture as shall be thought proper thereon. Rev. Jacob 
Henderson was the Rector. On September 5, 1721, the vestry gave him 
what has been termed the “ first commission on record for a work of art for a 
public building in America,” viz: to “ draw the History of our Blessed Saviour 
and the Twelve Apostles at the last supper, the institution of the Blessed 
Sacrament of His body and blood, proportioned to the space over the altar 
piece, to find the cloth and all other necessaries for the same (the frame and 
gold leaf excepted, which Mr. Henderson engages to procure and bestow on the 
Church).”’ Mr. Hesselius to paint the frame, for all which the vestry is to 
pay him when finished, £17 current money, and Mr. Henderson further engages 
to have it fixed up over the Altar at his own cost. “ This painting was made, 
and, four years later, Mr. Hesselius painted the “altar and the rails of the 
Communion Table.” Charles Henry Hart wrote “ that more than seven years, 
prior to the arrival in this country of John Smibert, who is commonly regarded. 
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as the father of painting in the Colonies, an elaborate altar piece of the Last 
Supper—with thirteen figures—Christ, and the twelve disciples—should have 
been commissioned to be drawn by a resident artist for a public building, 
surely marks an epoch to receive more than passing consideration.” Hesselius 
returned to Philadelphia in 1735, and died there. When St. Barnabas’ Church 
was repaired many years afterwards, the painting was removed, and was long 
thought to be lost, but about eight years ago, the editor saw in the possession 
of Mrs. Gassaway of Rockville, a painting, corresponding to the missing one, 
which her father had bought at Georgetown, D. C., about the middle of the 
Nineteenth Century. Mr. Hart afterwards viewed the painting, and pronounced 
the opinion that it was the one which had formerly adorned St. Barnabas’ 
Church. 

Additional information as to “Old Masters in Virginia and Maryland” 
will be found in Miss Kate Mason Rowland’s articles in 1 Oracle 55 & 142, 
and in F. B. Mayer’s “Historic Portraits in Maryland,” in I Maryland 
Historical Magazine, 330. 

In his address delivered to the General Assembly, on March 13, 1732/3, 
the Lord Proprietary referred to the “bad State of our Trade.” In connection 
with this, the rumor, reported in the Gentleman’s Magazine for June, 1732, 
is of interest, that the planters had destroyed 70 tobacco plantations in Maryland, 
and were resolved not to leave a plant of tobacco standing in the country, 
saying that it was not worth sending to England, whereupon the Governor 
had assembled the militia to stop them. 

The early hours of the Assembly’s sessions show us the survival of old 
customs, in the English Parliament, for Clarendon writes, in the History of 
the Great Rebellion (I, p. 187), that the House of Commons “ met always at 
8 of the clock and rose at 12, which were the old Parliament hours, that the 
Committees, upon whom the greatest burden of business lay, might have the 
afternoons for their preparation and dispatch.” 

As this session was not the first one of the Assembly, no committees were 
appointed. In Dr. J. F. Jameson’s article in the Political Science Quarterly 
(IX, p. 247), upon the “Origin of the Standing Committee System in 
American Legislative Bodies,” (at pages 262 and 264), he discusses the 
Committees of the Provincial Lower House, finding that “ the system of 
standing committees, borrowed from England, was developed in the colonial 
assemblies of the middle and southern colonies, but earliest in Virginia and 
Maryland.” He traces the beginning of the Committees in the Province to 
the Session of 1678, and notes that the Maryland plan differed from the 
Virginia one, in that the committees were reconstructed at each session in 
Virginia, while they continued throughout an entire Assembly in Maryland. 
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J. M. Leake, in his recently published scholarly monograph upon the 
“ Virginia Committee System,” advocates the thesis that the Committee of that 
Province’s Assembly which corresponded with the Provincial Agent in London, 
was the precedent followed in establishing Committees of Correspondence 
between the Colonies immediately prior to the American Revolution. Ghas ti ee 
Studies in Historical and Political Science, 1917, number 1.) Maryland had 
such an agent, while a Royal Province, in Nathaniel Blackistone; but, after 
the Proprietary Government was restored, the agency lapsed (see E. P. Turner 
on “ Colonial Agencies in England” in 16 Pol. Sci. Quar. 24), although an 
attempt to restore it was made while Benedict Leonard Calvert was Governor 
(see Archives, vol. XXXVI). 

In the Preface to volume 37, a conjectural division of the Lower House into 
Proprietary and Country Parties, was made as follows: Proprietary Party; 
St. Mary’s, Hopewell; Kent, Blackiston, Willson, Howard, Hall; Calvert, 
Benjamin Mackall; Dorchester, Hooper, Woolford, Taylor, Brannock; 
Baltimore, Scott; Annapolis, Gordon; Anne Arundel, Dulany; Talbot, 
Goldsborough, Hooper, Edmondson, Needles; Cecil, Ward; Queen Anne’s, 
Wright, Hemsley, Clayton, Elliott, (22); Country Party; St. Mary’s, 
Waughop, Read, Jordan; Anne Arundel, Beale, Hammond, Warfield; Charles, 
Courts, Middleton, Hanson, Hawkins; Cecil, Herman, Wood, George; Prince 
George’s, Magruder, Crabb, Belt, Sprigg ; Calvert, Smith, Skinner ; Somerset, 
Gale, Allen, Dashiell, Caldwell; Baltimore, Matthews, Hamilton, Sheredine ; 
Annapolis, Cumming (27). The Speaker, John Mackall, of Calvert County, 
was assigned to no party. 

The full membership of the Lower House was 50, composed of 4 Delegates 
from each of the 12 counties, and 2 from the City of Annapolis. There were 15 
divisions of the House, at the session of 1732/3. The highest number of votes 
cast was 47, and the lowest, 43. The divisions may be thus classified: 
(1) On the bill for emitting bills of credit, the most important legislation of the 
session, there were four divisions as follows: On March 30, should officers be 
left out? Yes, 24, no, 22; on April 2, should the amount to be issued be 
increased by £18,000? Yes, 29, no, 17; on April 3, should salaries of 
Commissioners and clerks be £80, or £60? For the former, 25, for the latter 
22; on April 5, shall the bill pass? Yes, 32, no 15. Calvert County had the 
only solid delegation in this last vote, and no vote seems to have had a 
political significance. (2) On the bill for the relief of insolvent debtors, there 
were two divisions of no probable political significance: On March 21, 27 
members voted that the amount of relief be £100, while 19 voted to reduce it 
to £50, and on March 23, 30 voted yea, and 14 nay on the proposition that 
handicraftmen make restitution by way of service. (3) On March 26, 27 
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voted for the bill to continue process in the courts, and 16 against it. (4) On 
April 3, 21 voted to continue the Revenue Bill, and 26 against such continuance. 
(5) On April 4, on a motion for the previous question on an Address to the 
Proprietary, 31 voted aye, and 15 no, and on the putting the question as to 
whether the address be signed, 33 voted aye, and 14 no. (6) On April 4, 
22 voted to lay a duty on New England spirits and 24 against such a duty. (7) 
On April 5, 20 voted to agree to the Upper House Amendment to the Ordinary 
Bill, and 25 not to doso. (8) On April 9, there were 35 votes against a duty 
on arms, and only 9 for one. The affirmative votes seem to have been those 
of the extreme Proprietary Party, viz: Hopewell, Blackiston, Dulany, Beale, 
Ward, Scott, Gale, Dashiell, and Gordon. (9) On April 10, by a vote of 17 to 
30, the Lower House decided not to cut the Assemblyman’s allowance in half, 
but to do away with any allowance whatever, and then, by a sudden overturn, 
voting 29 to 17, postponed the whole subject to the next session. The negative 
votes in the second division were, for the most part, those who had voted for 
the diminution to one half, though four men changed on each side. It is 
noteworthy that, although some divisions were close, the Speaker never had to 
break a tie by his vote. 

In addition to the long and important act for omitting bills of credit, an 
important militia act was placed on the Statute book, insolvent debtors received 
relief; money was appropriated for building a dwelling for the Governor, and 
for his salary, and other acts provided for laying out Princess Anne Town. 
Janssen Town at Elkridge Landing, and Benedict Leonardtown, and for 
improving the upper Patuxent River. 

The Session of 1733/4 was short, for, after six days, Governor Ogle 
peremptorily dissolved the General Assembly, because the Lower House, by a 
vote of 37 to 4, expelled Dulany and Beale, as delegates from Anne Arundel, 
Gale from Somerset, and Gordon from Annapolis, because they had accepted 
office from the Proprietary. The 4 negative votes were cast by Hopewell of 
St. Mary’s, Hooper of Dorchester, Ward of Cecil, and Dashiell of Somerset, 
the last of whom I had classed with the Country party. (Upon the right of the 
Proprietary to appoint to office under the charter, see opinion of Attorney 
General Willes in 1736, in Chalmers’ Opinions, p. 179. See also Baltimore’s 
Letter to Ogle in the Appendix. ) 

This Addled Parliament was succeeded in March 1734/5 by a new Assembly, 
(the 43rd since the first settlement of the Province, if I count aright.) There 
was not a great change in the membership. Hopewell of St. Mary’s had been 
succeeded by Key; Blackiston and Howard of Kent, by Harris and Kennard: 
Beale of Anne Arundel, by Denton; Caldwell and Allen of Somerset, by 
Stoughton and King; Benson of Talbot by Tench Francis; Brannock 
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and Taylor of Dorchester, by Trippe and Brown; Ward of Cecil, by 
Thomas Johnson; father of the first State Governor; Scott of Baltimore by 
Moale. (See article by J. Hall Pleasants in 25 Va. Hist. Mag. pp. 438-445. 
Colonel John Moale’s son, John, married in 1758, Ellin, daughter of Robert 
North and Frances Todd, and the first child born in Baltimore Town) ; Crabb 
of Prince George’s (who had died), by Stoddert; Cumming of Annapolis, by 
Richard Francis; and Clayton of Queen Anne’s by Tilghman. Fourteen of 
the fifty members were new, showing no considerable overturn. Of the four 
who voted not to expel the members, two, Ward and Hopewell, were not 
re-elected, although the former soon came back through a bye election caused 
by the death of Herman. Three of the four expelled members were returned 
again, Beale not being a member of the new Lower House. Of the nine others 
who failed of election, I had assigned Blackiston, Howard, Benson, Brannock, 
Scott and Clayton—or six of them to the Proprietary party. So, clearly, 
there was no Proprietary victory at the polls, yet a curious thing happened. 
Without a dissenting voice, the Lower House chose Dulany as Speaker, and 
when he declined, Harris, a new member, was chosen to that office. Col. John 
Mackall, the former Speaker, was absent from the early days of the Session, 
either from chagrin or illness, and took but little part after his arrival in 
Annapolis. 

The three contested elections rested upon quite different principles. In 
Annapolis, the question debated was the residence of certain men who had 
voted ; in St. Mary’s, the Undersheriffs had presided at the polls in the Sheriff’s 
absence; in Dorchester, John Brannock, who had sat in the last Assembly, 
disputed his defeat in the returns. 

Mr. Thomas Waughop voted on April 4, and was reported to have died 
before April 15. His kinsman, Mr. James Waughop, was elected to succeed 
him, but did not sit at the session. 

The Proceedings were marked by no sharp dissensions, although there were 
many recorded divisions. Considering the fact that two years had elapsed since 
the last session, the volume of legislation was not large. A general 
naturalization law was passed, under which, by the way, the editor’s ancestor, 
Jacob Steiner, became a citizen of the Province in 1740. The importation of 
negroes, liquors, and Irish Papists was restricted, and the act concerning 
ordinaries was revised. Pedlars were to be licensed. A duty was laid, the 
proceeds of which should be spent for arms and ammunition. Four committees 
were appointed, with a membership of 27, a little over half of that of the entire 
body, and Colonel Robert King, a new member, was made chairman of the 
Committee of Accounts. He was a member of two committees, as were 
Messrs. Hammond and George, so that only 24 members of the Lower House 
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held committee places. There were 25 divisions, at which the vote varied from 
45 to 39. These divisions may thus be classified: (1) Elections. (a) On 
March 22, the House decided by a vote of Ig to 21, that an election before 
an under sheriff, when the sheriff was absent, was illegal. (b) On March 31, 
by a vote of 35 to 10, it was decided that, in the contested Annapolis election, 
the testimony might include matters not set forth particularly in the petition 
but, by a vote of 6 to 38, that the testimony should not include what was not 
set forth generally ; and, by a vote of 13 to 31, that'three men were not residents 
of Annapolis and entitled to vote. The House then decided that Mr. Richard 
Francis had not been legally elected, and ordered a new election, at which he 
was again returned. (2) On March 25, by a vote of 16 to 2 5, It was voted 
not to prevent striking of fish by night. There seemed no sectional or party 
division here, or in most of this session’s controversies, and one notes, through- 
out the whole time, the solidarity of certain delegations, for example 
those from St. Mary’s, Calvert, Charles, Somerset, Baltimore, and Prince 
George’s. (3) On March 26, the Somerset delegation voted alone against 
41 other members, and against accepting payment for tobacco hogsheads in 
coin, instead of tobacco. (4) On March 26, it was determined not to prevent 
the importation of horses, by a vote of 14 to 30. (5) On March 27, it was 
determined, by a vote of 6 to 39, (the Somerset delegation contributing four 
votes of the minority), that the punishment of the second offence of criminals 
should not be ascertained ; and by a vote of 18 to 27 (the Somerset delegation 
now dividing equally), that criminals should not be cropped on conviction for 
the second offence. (6) On April 4, the Lower House refused by a vote of 
16 to 28, to free masters from fees due on account of servants who had been 
executed for crime. (7) On April 10, the question was ordered put by a vote 
of 26 to 12, that officer’s fees be paid in current money, and, by a vote of 26 to 
13, that a bill for that purpose should be brought in. (8) On April 10 also 
the decision was made by a vote of 10 to 29, not to accept the Upper House 
amendment to the ordinary act, and by a vote of 1 5 to 24, not to make that act 
a law for a longer period than three years. (9g) On April 14, by a vote of 
26 to 17, the House voted that the proposed tax of three pence per hogshead of 
tobacco exported be expended by the Governor and Assembly, for the purchase 
of arms and ammunition. This was seemingly a more or less political matter 
in which the minority represented the Proprietary party. (10) On April 18, 
by a vote of 26 to 17, the Upper House Amendments to this bill were agreed to, 
and by a vote of 16 to 27 (the groups being quite differently composed), not 
to include the money raised from September 1732 to September 1 733, for this 
purpose. (11) On April 14, 13 voted aye, and 30 no, when asked to allow the 
Secretary’s fees according to Baltimore’s Proclamation, and refused on the 
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next day to reconsider the vote by a majority of 37 to 7, even Dulany voting 
with the majority. It was then voted, by 22 to 21, to put the question as to the 
continuation of the fees, in accordance with that proclamation, but no yeas 
and nays were called, when the main question was put. (12) On the question 
of applying to Lord Baltimore for a composition for his quit rents, and 
proposing to charge tobacco with a further duty therefor, on April 15, the 
House voted 21 ayes and 23 noes. The tobacco raising Southern Maryland 
section and Baltimore County gave all the majority votes. It was on the next 
day asked whether a duty should be raised on tobacco to support the paper 
money, and, by a nonsectional vote of 11 to 32, the House refused to do so. 
(13) On April 12, by a vote of 18 to 27, the House voted to reduce the 
allowance to members, and (14) on April 23, the tobacco bill was defeated 
by a vote of 15 to 25. Jordan of St. Mary’s was the only Southern Maryland 
member to vote against it, and Moale of Baltimore, the only one not from 
that section, to vote for it. 

In 1735/6, there was held a second “addled” meeting of the Assembly. 
The two Houses fell out with each other over the question of allowances to 
the Councillors. The gathering is called a Convention, not a Session, and 
after a prorogation of 10 days, the Assembly reconvened, and, in a short time 
accomplished a considerable amount of legislation. 

The letter from Parliament to King Charles I, dated March 9, 1643/4, and 
printed in Clarendon’s “ History of the Rebellion,” (III, p. 315), shows a 
similar use of the word, “ Convention,” to that used in regard to this Assembly 
meeting. “This present Parliament” sitting at London, was in effect, by 
Charles I decreed not to be a parliament in a letter written by him “ to make 
provision how all the members, as is pretended, of both houses, may securely 
meet in a full and free convention of Parliament.” 

During the Convention, there were 11 divisions, in which the vote ranged 
from 46 to 41: (1) On March 26, it was decided (17 to 28), not to pass a 
bill for the destruction of trashy tobacco, though the tobacco counties (with 
the exception of James Waughop, a new member from St. Mary’s and the 
Calvert County delegation), voted for the measure. (2) On March 26, the 
House voted (23 to 21) that fees might be paid 10 per cent in coin, and on 
March 29 (24 to 20), that fees might be paid in current money. On April 5, 
by a vote of 29 to 15, the report of the Conference Committee with the Upper 
House upon the improving the credit of the paper currency, was accepted. 
(3) On March 31, 21 voted to extend the time of shipping tobacco this year, 
and 25 against the plan. There is no sectional division in the vote. On April 6, 
upon the same question, the House voted affirmatively, 28 to 15, and on April 8, 
reaffirmed this decision by a vote of 24 to 19. Here again we find no section-

alism. (4) On April 3, by a vote of 23 to 18, without sectionalism, the House 
voted to prevent false packing of tobacco, and on April 8, tle House defeated 
a tobacco inspection bill, by a non-sectional vote of 19 to 23. (5) On April 2, 
a bill for the more effectual punishment of negroes failed, by a vote of 20 to 24; 
and (6) On April 8, 33 members voted to prepare an address to the Lord 
Proprietary, upon the Quitrents, while 10 voted not to do so. 

It will be noted that the roll was called, not alphabetically, but according 
to the seniority of the counties, as is still done, and within each county the 
members were arranged according to seniority of service. Messages and 
bills were sent from one house to the other, not by officers, but by members. 
The Upper House.usually sent two, and in case of a local measure, both from 
the county concerned. Important messages were carried up by an increased 
number, rising even to 13. In addition to the Standing Committees, which 
appear to have been selected by the House, and not by the Speaker, special 
committees, to draft a bill or consider a subject, were occasionally appointed. 

In the Convention and Session of 1736, the Pennsylvania Boundary dispute 
became an important question. In addition to the volume on Mason’s and 
Dixon’s Line, prepared by the Maryland Geological Survey, attention may be 
called to the following references upon this subject.

Messrs. Benjamin Mackall and Kennard were absent throughout the 
Convention. Mr. Dulany was away much of the time, and Colonel Gale went 
home before prorogation. John Rousby, an older member of the Council, was 
present for the first time in some years. 

When the Assembly came together again, after a few days interval, the 
members were in better temper, and were inclined to follow Ogle’s 
recommendation to keep on friendly terms. As a new Session had been called, 
all the bills had to be reintroduced, but as many of them had been pretty 
thoroughly debated, they were passed without much delay. On the vexed 
question of the Councillors’ allowances, it was decided, by a compromise, to 
pay these for the future, but not to grant any amount claimed as arrears. It 
was at last determined to remedy the evil conditions of the Annapolis jail 
by building a new one, and the erection of a prison in Somerset County, was 
also authorized. Authority was granted to build new churches in King and 
Queen and in Durham parishes, and to build a new courthouse in Leonardtown. 
An important report was made in regard to the condition of the records, in the 
Counties. Towns were erected in Cecil and Kent Counties on the Sassafras 
(Georgetown and Fredericktown, bearing the names of the sovereign and the 
heir apparent). Several acts dealt with the growing, inspection, and sale of 
tobacco. Poor debtors were relieved, individually, and collectively. The 
adventurers in Iron Works were encouraged, the navigation of the Patuxent 
received attention. 

The early iron manufacture of Maryland was an important one to the 
colonists and the Principio Company in Cecil County has been studied by Henry 
Whitely in 11 Pa. Mag. of Hist. pp. 63, 190, 288. (See Swank’s Manufacture 
of Iron in All Ages, and British Museum Add. Mss. 29600.) The attempt of 
the Patuxent Company to secure better roads reminds one of the remark of 
J. B. Perkins in France under Richelieu and Mazarin (II, 369) that 
“impovements in the condition of any country consist largely in improving 
the means of communication.. Modern like Roman civilization is a civilization 
of roads.” The entail was cut off as to two tracts in Dorchester County, the ill 
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practices of sheriffs reprobated, and the procedure in the Courts somewhat 
altered. 

The record of the divisions in the Lower House is as follows: There were 
only 11 votes recorded, a small number due to the special circumstances. The 
two Annapolis members voted on different sides in six divisions. The Talbot 
County delegation was absent during the Session, except that Francis voted 
in the last three divisions and Goldsborough is reported present on one day, 
but did not vote. At the first division on April 22, only 34 members voted, and 
the largest votes (42) are the last three on May 4 and 5. Mr. Benjamin 
Mackall was absent throughout the entire Session, and Colonel John Mackall 
was present only for a short time. 

(1) On April 22, the House voted, 14 to 20, not to allow the payment of 
County and Provincial Allowances in current money instead of tobacco. The 
affirmative votes came from Kent, Cecil and Baltimore—non-tobacco growing 
counties, and from Prince George’s, the upper part of which—the later Western 
Maryland—grew no tobacco. The affirmative also included Denton from Anne 
Arundel and Gordon from Annapolis. The sectionalism of the vote was also 
clearly evident in the division taken on April 29, upon a law concerning the 
making of seconds. The proposition was approved by a vote of 24 to 16, the 
minority being composed of delegates from Kent, Somerset, Dorchester, and 
Baltimore and Smith from Calvert—the only one from a tobacco county. 

(2) Ona bill to restrain the evil practices of sheriffs, the affirmative won on 
April 26, by a vote of 21 to 18. On the next day, the same vote was taken 
again, and resulted in the same way, but by 21 to 20. Apparently, there 
was no motion to reconsider and no one changed his vote, but Dulany and 
Sprigg who had been absent on the preceding day, were present and voted in the 
negative. Delegations separated on the issue, and I cannot discern the 
significance of the votes. © 

(3) On the proposal to give the Proprietary a grant in lieu of his quit-rents, 
on April 29, 27 voted aye, and 12 no. The negative votes were cast by men 
formerly classed as members of the Country party and by Key of St. Mary’s, 
Stoddert of Prince George’s and Francis of Annapolis. A vote was then taken 
as to whether the compensation exceed 2/6 per hogshead of tobacco exported, 
and this proposition was carried by a vote of 26 to 13. Waughop changed 
to the negative, and Hammond and Denton to the affirmative. Brown appeared 
and voted yes. The Prince George’s delegation voted no, the other three 
changing to Stoddert’s side. Courts was absent, and Sheredine changed to 
the negative. A third division was had as to whether the allowance should 
take the form of a 3/ duty, which proposition was lost by a vote of 13 to 26. 
Three members of the Somerset delegation who had been supposed to have been 
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of the Country party, voted aye, as did George of Cecil. On the goth, the 
Country party made an attempt to have the duty again reduced to 2/6, and 
succeeded by a vote of 17 to 22. From the first division, Waughop had changed 
his vote to favor the smaller sum, Dulany: was absent, Woolford had arrived, 
and voted with the other three Dorchester delegates, who changed their votes 
for the 2/6, the three Somerset men also changed their votes. The fourth 
member of the Cecil delegation had come, and the delegation voted 2 to 2, 
instead of casting three votes for the larger amount. Hemsley of Queen Anne’s 
was absent. Prince George’s voted unanimously for the smaller amount, and 
two from Baltimore as well as three from Charles, changed their votes from 
the larger amount. 

(4) On May 4, there were two divisions as to payment of Councillors. It 
was first decided, by a vote of 19 to 23, to pay them nothing for 1733. In the 
affirmative were Key, Read and Waughop of St. Mary’s, who had been of 
Country party leanings, while the Kent County delegation, presumably 
favoring the Proprietary, voted no. Colonel Mackall voted no. The three 
Somerset men voted yes. Francis of Talbot voted no, as did Brown of 
Dorchester, while Trippe and Harper voted aye. George, Wood, and Ward of 
Cecil voted aye, while Elliott and Hemsley of Queen Anne’s voted nay. 
The two Annapolitans voted aye, as did all the delegates from Charles, except 
Hawkins. The compromise allowing Councillors’ allowances for the present, 
was carried by the Speaker’s casting vote in the affirmative—the first one 
recorded in Maryland—after the House divided 21 to 21. Hall of Kent, and 
Brown of Dorchester changed their votes to the affirmative. The rest voted 
as before. On May 5, it was voted, 22 to 20, to send a message to the Upper 
House embodying this compromise. Hamilton changed his vote to the 
affirmative, so no action was needed by the Speaker. 

The instruction of August 10, 1734, that Nanticoke Manor be sold, reminds 
us that this tract was originally laid out for the use of the tribe of Indians 
of that name. (Bozman I, 110-115, 172.) About the beginning of the 19th 
Century, it was thought that there might be two or three of the tribe remaining 
in Maryland, though these were supposed to have part negro blood. 
Marylanders lost sight of the fact that in Delaware a considerable band of 
Nanticokes has continued to exist until the present, and is well described in 
a pamphlet by Frank G. Speck, published as Volume II no. 4, of the 
Contributions from the Museum of the American Indian Heye Foundation.

At a Session of Assembly, begun and held at the City of An- ss 
napolis, in Maryland, the Thirteenth Day of March, 1732, the 5 ees 
following Laws were Enacted. 


An Act to continue the Process and Proceedings in the Provincial Chap. XII 
Court, and County Courts; and for Tryal of Capital Offences, 
at the next Provincial Court, to be held the Third Tuesday of 
May next. 


Whereas the several of the Attorneys practising in the said 
Courts, are Members of the Assembly, and obliged to attend their 
Duty therein: 

Be it Enacted, by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Upper and Lower 
Houses of Assembly, and the Authority of the same, That the 
several Causes, Actions, Pleas, and Proceedings, now depending 
in the Provincial Court, shall be continued; and are hereby Declared 
and Enacted to be continued, to such, and so many Provincial 
Courts, as the Justices of the said Provincial Court shall think fit, 
not exceeding Two Provincial Courts, after the making this Act, 
any of which said Two Provincial Courts shall not be reckoned any 
of the Four Courts for Limitation of Actions; any Act to the con- 
trary, notwithstanding. 

And be it likewise Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, That the 
several Causes, Actions, and Proceedings, now depending in the 
County Courts, shall be continued; and are hereby Declared to be 
continued One Court, which shall not be reckoned any of the Four 
Courts for Limitation of Actions; any Act to the contrary, not- 
withstanding. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, That no 
Assizes shall be held in April next, in any of the Counties of this 
Province: And that all Issues tryable next April Assizes, shall and 
may be tryed at the Assizes to be held next September, in the respec- 
tive Counties of this Province; any Act to the contrary, notwith- 
standing. And to prevent People accused of Offences, not tryable 
in the County Courts, from being long detained in Prison; and to 
the End, their Tryal be not delayed, 

Be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, That it shall 
and may be lawful for the Justices of the Provincial Court, at the 
next Provincial Court, to order the Sheriff of Anne-Arundel 
County, immediately to summon a competent and sufficient Number 
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Session of good and lawful Men, de Circumstantibus, or of the nearest In- 
4WS habitants, to serve as Grand Jurors then; and return a Pannel of 
them, for the finding of Bills of Indictments, for all Treasons, Mur- 
thers, and other Capital Offences: And that the said Sheriff shall and 
may, by Order of the said Justices of the Provincial Court, then im- 
mediately summon a competent.and sufficient Number of good and 
lawful Men, de Circumstantibus, or of the nearest Inhabitants, to 
serve as Petit Jurors; and return as a Pannel of them, for the Tryal 
of any Issue, to be had and tryed upon any such Indictment, before 
the said Justices of the said Provincial Courts; any Act to the con- 
trary, notwithstanding. 

Provided always, and be it further Enacted, That no Person or 
Persons, who hath or have given Notice of any Tryal to be had at 
next April Assizes, shall be burthened with any Costs, for not 
coming then to Tryal; any Law or Statute to the contrary, not- 
withstanding. 

And be it further Enacted, That any Witness or Witnesses, who 
is or are bound, by any Recognizance or Recognizances, to appear at 
the Assizes, to testify against any Person charged with any Offence 
not tryable in the County Courts, shall appear to testify, and give his, 
her, or their Evidence, in the Provincial Court, to be held the Third 
Tuesday in May next; any Law, Usage, or Custom to the contrary, 
notwithstanding. 


Chap. VI An Act for Emitting and Making Current, Ninety Thousand 
P- 5 Pounds, Current Money of Maryland, in Bills of Credit. 


Whereas Tobacco, the only Staple of this Province, and the 
principal Dependance of its Inhabitants, hath for several Years past 
produced so little, that several of the People, not able to get the 
Neccesaries of Life, by the Fruits of their Labour, have been obliged 
to desert their Habitations; and many more must follow their Ex- 
ample, or be constrained to attempt some other Way of living, less 
advantageous to the Trade of Great-Britain, their Mother-Country, 
than making Tobacco, unless some Expedient can be found, to 
remove the Difficulties under which they have long laboured : 

And whereas, the most probable Means to enable the People to 
discharge their Taxes, and other Engagements now payable in 
Tobacco, otherwise, and to destroy such ordinary and unmer- 
chantable Tobaccos, which serve only to clog the Markets, and to 
depreciate the best Sorts of that Commodity, as well as to put the 
People in a Condition to carry on the Tobacco Trade, to the Ad- 
vantage of Great-Britain, and this Province, is to establish a Paper 
Currency, or Bills of Credit, upon a sinking Fund: Wherefore it 
is prayed, that it may be Enacted: 

And be it Enacted, by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprie- 
tary, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Upper and Lower 
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Houses of Assembly, and the Authority of the same, That Bills of Session 
Credit, to the Value of Ninety Thousand Pounds, current Money Hawa 
of America, according to an Act of Parliament, made in the Sixth 
Year of the Reign of the late Queen Anne, For Ascertaining the 
Rates of Foreign Coins in the Plantations, to circulate for Thirty 
One Years, from the Commencement of this Act, shall be printed and 
struck, in Manner and Form following: 

This Indented Bill of shall pass Current, for the 
Sum therein mentioned, in all Payments, according to the Directions 
of an Act of Assembly of Maryland. Dated in Annapolis, the 

Day of Anno Dom. 

Which Bills shall be of the different Valuations hereafter men- 
tioned ; (to wit,) Thirty Thousand Bills of Twenty Shillings Value 
each; Thirty Thousand Bills of Fifteen Shillings Value each; Thirty 
Thousand Bills of Ten Shillings Value each; Forty Thousand Bills 
of Five Shillings Value each; Forty Thousand Bills of Two Shil- 
lings.and Six Pence Value each; Sixty Thousand Bills of One Shil- 
ling and Six Pence Value each; Sixty Thousand Bills of One Shil- 
ling Value each. 

Which Bills of Credit shall be signed and numbred by the Com- 
missioners or Trustees appointed to put this Act in Execution; 
and the Sum of Money that each and every of the said Bills is to 
pass for, be printed at the Top of each Bill, in Words at Length, 
with His Lordship’s Arms, and the Commissioners Names, on the 
other Side thereof. And that the Bills of Credit, so signed, shall 
be kept and deposited in One strong Iron Chest, with Three strong, 
substantial, and different Locks; and that each Commissioner or 
Trustee, shall keep a Key; to the End that no Bills of Credit, which 
shall be signed, be taken out, or disposed of, but by or in the Pres- 
ence of all the Commissioners or Trustees. And that Counter-Parts 
of the said Bills of Credit, together with all other Books and Papers 
relating to the said Office, shall be kept and deposited in One other 
strong Iron Chest, with so many Locks as the Commissioners or 
Trustees shall think proper. Which Chests shall be lodged and 
deposited in the Repository already built for the Publick Records, 
until some other secure Place can be provided for that Purpose. 
Which Repository shall be entirely in the Possession of the said 
Commissioners or Trustees, for the Uses aforesaid, until such other 
secure Place can be provided. 

Be it Enacted, by the Authority, Advice, and Consent aforesaid, 
That One Office shall be erected at Annapolis, under the Manage- 
ment of Three Commissioners or Trustees, to be nominated and 
appointed by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary, or the 
Governor or Commander in Chief of this Province, for the Time 
being, to put this Act in Execution; and to remove any of them, 
in Case of Misbehaviour, or Unfitness to act, when and as often 
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as it shall appear to His Lordship, the Governor or Commander 
in Chief, that the Welfare of this Province shall require such 
Removal; who shall be called and stiled Commissioners or Trustees, 
for Emitting the Bills of Credit established by Act of Assembly ; 
and by that Name and Stile, shall have Continuance and Succession, 
during the Continuance of this Act, for issuing the said Bills of 
Credit, and taking Securities for so much of them as shall be lent, 
according to the Directions of this Act, and for directing, managing, 
and performing all other Matters and Things hereby enjoined and 
required to be done and transacted by them, in and relating to the 
said Bills of Credit, according to the Directions and true Meaning 
of this Act: And if any of the said Trustees shall happen to die, or 
be removed by Misfeazance, Incapacity, Unfitness, or for not acting, 
it shall and may be lawful for the Right Honourable the Lord Pro- 
rietary, the Governor or Commander in Chief, for the Time being, 
from Time to Time, during the Continuance of this Act, to appoint 
some other fit Person or Persons, in the Place or Places of such 
Commissioner or Commissioners, Trustee or Trustees, so dying, 
misbehaving, becoming incapable, unfit, or refusing, as aforesaid; 
which said Commissioners or Trustees shall be able and capable in 
Law, to receive, take, hold, enjoy, and retain to them, and their 
Successors, in the said Trust, all such Lands, Tenements, Rents, 
and Hereditaments, and all other Real or Personal Securities, of 
what Nature or Quality foever, as shall be granted them in Mort- 
gage, or given for securing the Repayment of such Sums of Money, 
as they shall from Time to Time lend and issue, in the said Bills of 
Credit, and the Interest thereof; and also to sell, grant, alien, and 
dispose of the same, in Default of Payment, as in and by this Act 
is provided and directed in those Cases; and by the same Name, to 
sue and implead, be sued and impleaded, and answer, and be an- 
swered, in all Cases relating to the said Trust, in all Courts, and 
other Places whatsoever; and by the Name aforesaid, to do and 
execute all other Matters and Things that to them shall or may 
appertain to do and perform, pursuant to this Act; subject to the 
Provisoes, Restrictions, and Limitations herein expressed: And 
that the said Commissioners or Trustees, for the Time being, shall 
duly attend at the said Office, every Wednesday in every Week, or 
oftner if requisite, until all Demands for emitting, paying, or bor- 
rowing Money in the said Office, be answered; and afterwards, at 
such Times as their Trust, and the Service of the Publick, may 
require them, during the Continuance of this Act. And such of the 
said Commissioners or Trustees as shall undertake and execute the 
said Trust, shall be allowed for their Service and Trouble therein, 
after the Rate of One Hundred Pounds each, for the first Year, 
and for every Year after, Eighty Pounds each, as Commissioners 
or Trustees for emitting the said Ninety Thousand Pounds, during 
the Continuance of this Act, out of the said Bills of Credit: But 
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the said Commissioners or Trustees, before they enter upon the 
Execution of their said Trust, each of them shall enter into Bond, 
with sufficient Sureties, to One of the Provincial Treasurers, for the 
Time being, in the Penalty of One Thousand Pounds each, Sterling, 
payable to the Lord Proprietary, conditioned for the Observance 
of the Trust hereby reposed in them; and shall also take an Oath, 
before any One Provincial Justice, who is hereby impowered and 
required to administer the same, in these Words; (to wit,) 

I A. B. do swear, That I will, according to the best of my Skill 
and Knowledge, faithfully, impartially, and truly demean my self, in 
Discharge of the Trust committed to me, by an Act of General As- 
sembly of this Province, intituled, An Act for Emitting and Mak- 
ing current Ninety Thousand Pounds Current Money of Maryland, 
in Bills of Credit, according to the Purport and Tenor of the said 
Act, so as none may be prejudiced by my Consent, Privity, or Pro- 
curement. So help me God. 

And be it further Enacted, That the said Commissioners or Trus- 
tees, after they are so qualified, shall proceed to sign and number the 
said Bills of Credit, and number Counter-Parts of them, and keep 
true Accounts, as well of the said Bills which they shall sign and 
issue out, as also of the Money and Bills which they shall actually 
receive and pay, pursuant to this Act; which several Accounts, a 
Committee of both Houses of Assembly shall be appointed, every 
Session, to inspect and examine; which Committee shall also inspect 
and examine the Proceedings of the said Commissioners or Trus- 
tees, who are hereby required and enjoined to lay a full and fair 
State of their Proceedings before such Committee; to the End, they 
may be satisfied, that the Sums for which Bills may be issued, 
pursuant to this Act, is not exceeded; and may be acquainted, from 
Time to Time, with the State of the whole Transactions and Affairs 
relating to the said Office, and of the Management and Behaviour 
of the said Commissioners or Trustees: Which Committee shall, 
every Session, report to the Assembly, the State and Condition 
of the said Office, and the Conduct and Behaviour of the said Com- 
missioners or Trustees; to the End, that any Corruption or Mis- 
management may be timely guarded against, and prevented. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, That the 
said Bills of Credit shall pass in Payment, Satisfaction, and Dis- 
charge of all Contracts to be made from and after the Publication of 
this Act, within this Province, for Current Money; and that all, 
or any of the Inhabitants of this Province, may and are by this Act 
enabled to discharge all Lawyers Fees and Levies (the Forty per 
Poll, and all Tobacco directed by any Act of Assembly of this Prov- 
ince to be levied and applied to the building or repairing any Church 
or Churches, herein excepted) in the said Bills of Credit, or Gold 
or Silver, rating Tobacco at Ten Shillings per Cent. in the said 
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Session Bills, or Gold or Silver, and all Bounties, Rewards, and Allowances 
Laws given and allowed by any Act of Assembly of this Province, in 
Tobacco; and also all Fines, Forfeitures, and Penalties, settled and 
established in Tobacco, by any Law of this Province, shall and may 
be paid, satisfied, and discharged, in the said Bills of Credit, or in 
Gold or Silver, rating Tobacco at Ten Shillings per Hundred, and 
in Proportion for a lesser Quantity: And all Rates, Duties, and 
Impositions, upon the Importation or Exportation of any Goods, 
Wares, or Merchandizes, Servants, and Slaves (the Duties on To- 
bacco per the Hogshead, Chest, or Case, and Tonnage on Ships or 
Vessels, and all other Money to become due, or payable to the Right 
Honourable the Lord Proprietary, not being for the Breach of any 
Penal Law, or Penalty for any Offence, excepted,) allowing the 
usual Allowance of Thirty Three Pounds, Six Shillings, and Eight 
Pence, per Hundred, between Sterling and Currency. 

Provided always, That no Person shall be obliged to pay the said 
Bills of Credit, or Gold or Silver, in Lieu of Tobacco; but that every 
Person shall be at Liberty to pay Tobacco for the said Levies, Fees, 
and Penalties, as if this Act had never been made. 

And be it further Enacted, That any Person tendering or offering 
the said Bills of Credit, in Discharge of any Debt, for current Money, 
to be contracted, as aforesaid; or the said Bills of Credit, or current 
Money, in Payment and Discharge of any Levies, (except as before 
excepted) or the said Fees, or Penalties, shall have and receive 
the same Benefit and Advantage, from and by such Tender, as if 
such Tender was made of Gold, or Silver, or Tobacco in Specie; 
any Law, Usage, or Custom, to the contrary, notwithstanding. 

Provided nevertheless, and be it Enacted, That every Person, 
who shall not tender or pay such Bills of Credit, or Gold or Silver, 
by the Tenth Day of April, Yearly, during the Continuance of this 
Act, shall be obliged to pay all Levies, and all Persons, who shall not 
tender the said Bills of Credit, or Gold or Silver, for any Lawyers 
Fees, when the Causes shall be ended, for any Fees from them justly 
due and owing, in Tobacco, as if this Act had never been made; 
any thing therein contained to the contrary, notwithstanding. 

And be it further Enacted, That if at any Time, pending any 
Action or Suit, on any Bond, or other Contract, for the Payment of 
current Money, payable by such Bond, or Contract, to be made 
after this Act shall take Effect, if the Defendant shall bring into 
Court, where the Action or Suit shall be depending, all the Principal 
Money and Interest due on such Bond, or other Contract, and effec- 
tually secure the Payment of all Tobacco Costs, which shall arise 
due on such Action or Suit, in the Judgment of the Court where such 
Action or Suit shall be depending, and shall tender the same Bills 
of Credit, or Gold or Silver; that upon such Tender, and giving 

p.9 Security for the Costs, as aforesaid, the Defendant, or Defendants, 
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in any such Action or Suit, shall be by the Court absolutely dis- 2 


charged therefrom. 


And to the End the said Bills of Credit may be the more useful 
to the Inhabitants of this Province, and the Circulation of them 
as speedy and diffusive as possible, 

Be it Enacted by the Authority, Advice, and Consent aforesaid, 
That there shall be Thirty Shillings, in the said Bills of Credit, 
issued, for every Taxable Person, in each respective County, within 
this Province; and also Ten Pounds, over and above the said Thirty 
Shillings, for each respective County, at the County Court to be held 
next after the said Bills of Credit shall be signed, and ready to be 
emitted, to the Justices of the several County Courts, to be dis- 
tributed and disposed of as followeth, viz. Thirty Shillings thereof 
to be paid to every Master or Mistress of a Family, or his or her 
Order, for such Master, and every Taxable Person to him belong- 
ing; and the like Sum for every Taxable Person belonging to any 
Mistress of a Family, or Mistress of any Servant or Servants, or 
Slave or Slaves, being a Taxable or Taxables; and also to every 
other Free Man, being a Taxable, or his Order, the like Sum of 
Thirty Shillings, in the said Bills of Credit; for which the several 
and respective County Clerks shall take Receipts, in a Paper Book 
for that Purpose, to be by them transmitted to the Commissioners 
or Trustees ; for which each respective Clerk shall have and receive 
Ten Pounds, in the said Bills of Credit. 

And be it Enacted by the Authority aforesaid, by and with the 
Advice and Consent aforesaid, That any Person, who shall claim 
and receive any of the said Bills, for more Taxables than he or 
she shall really have, or shall give in any Servant or Slave, or other 
Person, as a Taxable, who shall not then be really a Taxable, accord- 
ing to the Laws of this Province, shall, for every Servant, Slave, 
or other Person, so given in, or for whom the Bounty intended by 
this Act of Thirty Shillings per Taxable, shall be claimed, and 
received, shall forfeit Five Pounds current Money of Maryland; to 
be recovered by any Person who will sue for the same, by Action of 
Debt, Bill, Plaint, or Information; wherein no Essoyn, Protection, 
or Wager of Law, shall be allowed. 

And be it further Enacted, That a Sum in the said. Bills of Credit, 
not exceeding Three Thousand Pounds, shall be applyed to purchase 
convenient Ground for the Use of the Publick, and building a 
Dwelling House, and other Conveniencies thereon, for the Gov- 
ernor of this Province, for the Time being, to reside in: And Five 
Hundred Pounds, in each respective County within this Province, 
shall be laid out in building convenient Goals in the respective 
Counties, near and convenient to the several Court-Houses; under 
the Direction and Appointment of the several Representatives of the 
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Session Several Counties, for the Time being: And a Sum, in the said Bills 

Laws of Credit, not exceeding Five Hundred Pounds, to be applyed 

towards or in the Repairs of the Publick Buildings, according to the 
Directions of an Act to be passed this Session. 

And be it further Enacted by the Authority aforesaid, That what 
shall remain of the said Bills of Credit, and not by this Act par- 
ticularly applyed, shall and may be by the said Commissioners or 

p. 10 Trustees lent out upon Interest, in the Manner hereafter directed ; 
that is to say, any Sum or Sums, upon Mortgage of Messuages, 
Lands, Tenements, or Hereditaments, or Personal Security, at the 
Discretion of the said Commissioners or Trustees, to be taken 
according to the Directions of this Act. 

And be it further Enacted, That upon Application, during the Con- 
tinuance of this Act, to the Commissioners or Trustees in this Prov- 
ince, by any Person or Persons, having any Bill or Bills of Credit 
torn or defaced, which may be thought necessary to be renewed, it 
shall and may be lawful to and for the Commissioners or Trustees, 
and they are hereby required, without Fee or Reward, to sign and 
deliver a new Bill or Bills of Credit, to such Person or Persons, in 
Lieu of such torn or defaced Bill or Bills, for the same Value for 
which such torn or defaced Bills shall be intended to pass current, 
at such Time of bringing the same to the said Commissioners and 
Trustees ; and to cancel and vacate such torn Bills as shall be brought 
in; and also to make and keep Counter-Parts of the new Bills, to 
be so. delivered, as herein before directed. 

And for the better Discovery of Incumbrances, which may affect 
any Messuages, Lands, Tenements, or Hereditaments, to be so 
mortgaged, it shall and may be lawful for the said Commissioners 
or Trustees, and such as they shall appoint, from Time to Time, to 
make Searches in any Offices in this Province, and, if there be Oc- 
casion, take Copies or Transcripts of the Dockets, of Notes, of any 
Judgments, or of Mortgages and Entails, or other Incumbrances, 
kept in any of the said Offices, without paying any Fee or Reward 
for the same. And to the End the said Commissioners or Trustees 
may be the better enabled to perform their said Trust, they shall 
inform themselves, as well of the clear Value, as of the Titles, of all 
the Messuages, Lands, Tenements, or Hereditaments, which shall 
be proposed in Security for the said Bills; so as to be satisfied, that 
the said Lands, Tenements, or Hereditaments, are at least double 
the Value, and Messuages treble the Value, of the Sums requested 
to be lent; and then they shall receive and take the same in Mort- 
gage accordingly. 

Provided, Any Person proposing to mortgage Messuages, or 
Lands, with the Value whereof the Commissioners or Trustees are 
not acquainted, the next Justice of the Peace to such Messuages, or 
Lands, shall be obliged, by Virtue of this Act, to appoint Two 
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reputable Freeholders, upon Oath, to be to them administered by Session 
such Justice, to value such Messuages, or Lands, and to certify what ae 
they believe in their Consciences the true and real Value thereof to 

be: Which Certificate shall be produced to the said Commissioners 

or Trustees. 

Provided, That upon all the Loans hereby intended, the Com- 
missioners or Trustees shall take all possible Care, that the Bor- 
rower has an indefeasible Estate in Fee Simple, in the Messuages, 
Lands, Tenements, and Hereditaments, by him: or her proposed to 
be mortgaged; and that they are free from all former Sales, Gifts, 
Grants, Mortgages, Entails, and all other Incumbrances, except the 
Lord Proprietary’s Quit-Rents, or other Rents issuing out of the 
same, and expressly mentioned in the Deed or Deeds thereof. But 
before the Commissioners or Trustees shall accept of any Mortgage, 
upon Messuages, Lands, Tenements, or Hereditaments, subject to p. 11 
the Payment of such Quit-Rents, Ground-Rents, Rent-Charge, or 
other Annual Payments, they shall duly consider, and, according 
to the best of their Skill, find out the clear Value of such Messuages, 
not reckoning on the Rents thereof, at more than Twelve, nor less 
than Eight Years Purchase; and shall let out upon Loan to the 
Mortgager, One Third Part of the Value aforesaid, in Bills of 
Credit, at the Interest of Four per Cent. per Annum; and One Half 
the Value of Lands, Tenements, or Hereditaments; and for such 
Term as shall be agreed on, not exceeding Seven Years. And that 
the Person offering any of the said Messuages, Lands, Tenements, 
or Hereditaments, to mortgage for any of the said Bills, shall, at 
or before the Time of executing the Deed of Mortgage, declare 
upon Oath, or solemn Affirmation, in the usual F orm, if the Party 
be a Quaker, (which the Commissioners or Trustees, or any of 
them, are and is hereby impowered and required to administer) that 
he or she is really seised of the Premises in his or her own Right, 
and to his or her own Use; and that the same were not conveyed 
to him or her in Trust, for the Use of any other Person, nor with 
Intent to raise any Sum or Sums of Money upon the same, by way 
of Loan, or otherwise, for the Use of any other Person or Persons 
whatsoever ; and that the Messuages, Lands, Tenements, and Heredi- 
[ta]ments, mentioned in the Deed by him or her to be executed, are 
free and clear from any former or other Gift, Grant, Mortgage, or 
other Incumbrance, to his or her Knowledge, (excepting the Lord 
Proprietary’s Quit-Rents, or other Charges appearing in his or her 
Deeds then produced,) which Oath or Affirmation shall be indorsed 
on the Back of the Mortgage, with the Day and Year of the Caption 
thereof ; for which, the Clerk shall receive Six Pence, and no more. 

And be it Enacted, That any Person, knowingly swearing or 
affirming falsely, and being thereof convict by due Course of Law, 
shall suffer as in Case of corrupt and wilful Perjury. And for 
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securing the Payment of the Sums or Values to be lent, as directed 
by this Act, the said Commissioners or Trustees, or any Two of them, 
shall, in Pursuance of the Trust reposed in them, and as Com- 
missioners or Trustees as aforesaid, and not otherwise, take and 
receive Deeds of Mortgage in Fee Simple, or sufficient Personal 
Security, for what they lend; which being executed and acknowl- 
edged, or proved and delivered, as herein after directed, shall trans- 
fer the Possession of the Messuages, Lands, Tenements or Heredi- 
taments thereby granted to the said Commissioners or Trustees ; and 
vest the Inheritance thereof in them, and their Successors, for the 
Uses and Purposes aforesaid, as fully and effectually as Deeds of 
Feoffment with Livery and Seisin, or Deeds enrolled in any of the 
King’s Courts at Westminster, may or can do in England; in all 
which Deeds, the Words grant, bargain, and sell, shall amount to, 
and be construed and adjudged in all Courts of Judicature, to be 
express Covenants to the said Commissioners or Trustees, their 
Successors and Assigns, from the Bargainer or Mortgager, for him- 
self, his Heirs, Executors, and Administrators, that the Mortgager, 
notwithstanding any Act done by him or her, was, at the Time of 
the Execution of such Deed, seised of the Messuages, Lands, Tene- 
ments, or Hereditaments, and Premises thereby granted, of an in- 
defeasible Estate in Fee Simple, free from all Incumbrances (Rents 
due to the Lord Proprietary, with the other Rents and Reservation 
contained in their respective Deeds, only excepted,) and for quiet 
Enjoyment thereof, against the Mortgager, his or her Heirs and 
Assigns, and all claiming under him or her, or the former Owners 
thereof, and also for a further Assurance to be made by the Mort- 
gager, his or her Heirs, as the Case may require; so that the express 
Covenants are not to be set down at large in any of the Mortgages; 
but that the said Commissioners or Trustees, and their Successors, 
in the said Trust respectively, shall and may in any Action to be 
brought, assign Breaches thereupon, as they might do, in Case such 
Covenants were expressly inserted in such Deed. 

And be it Enacted, That the said Commissioners or Trustees, or 
any Two of them, may take Bonds or other Obligations, of able and 
sufficient Persons, for any of the said Bills of Credit, at the Interest 
of Four Pounds per Cent. per Annum, and so in Proportion for a 
greater or lesser Sum, payable at such Time as shall be agreed on; 
which Bonds or Obligations shall be payable to the said Com- 
missioners or Trustees, or their Successors, and shall be of the same 
Force and Effect, to all Intents and Purposes, as Statutes Merchant, 
or of the Staple; and shall and may be proceeded on, accordingly. 

Provided, That the said Commissioners or Trustees shall not lend 
any one Person above One Hundred Pounds, at any one Time, or 
within Six Months; and that all the said Mortgages, or defeasible 
Deeds being sealed and delivered to the said Commissioners or 
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Trustees, or some of them, in Presence of Two-or mare credible Session 
Witnesses, and proved or acknowledged before any Justice of the ate 
Peace in this Province, shall be fairly entred, at the Charge of 
the Mortgagers, in large Books to be for that Purpose provided-ard 
kept by the said Commissioners or Trustees, as herein after directed; _ 
an attested Copy of the said Deeds so entered and certified, under the 
Hands of the said Commissioners or Trustees, for the Time being, 
or any Two of them, shall be, and is hereby declared to be a Matter 
of Record, and shall be good Evidence to prove the Sale or Mort- 
gage thereby mentioned to be made: And the said Commissioners 
or Trustees shall, at the proper Cost and Charge of this Province, 
provide the said Books, of Royal or other large, good Paper, well 
bound and covered, wherein shall be recorded all the said Deeds of 
Mortgage, given in Security for the said Bills of Credit, to be lent 
out as aforesaid; and also all other Books, Paper, Parchment, Ink, 
Wax, and Wafers, printed Bills, Offices, either by hiring or build- 
ing, for the Benefit of the Publick, and this Trust, and other neces- 
sary Conveniencies, for putting this Act in Execution: And for the 
more regular Management of the Affairs relating to the said Trust, 
the Commissioners or Trustees are hereby impowered to chose and 
employ a fit and able Person, who shall give sufficient Security, in 
the Penalty of One Thousand Pounds Current Money of Maryland, 
payable to the Lord Proprietary, for the faithful Discharge of his 
Duty, to serve them as a Book-keeper and Clerk, to keep the Books 
of Account of all their Transactions, and as a Clerk of the said Com- 
missioners or Trustees, during their Pleasure; who shall have a 
Salary of One Hundred Pounds current Money, for the first Year, 
and Eighty Pounds afterwards per Annum, so long as he shall 
continue in his Office, and in Proportion for a less Time than a 
Year, to be paid in the said Bills of Credit; and shall have and re- 
ceive, for recording every one of the said Deeds, the Sum of Three 
Shillings; and for every attested Copy thereof, Three Shillings, 
and no more; and for every Mortgage Deed that he draws, the Sum 
of Four Shillings, and no more; which said Sums are to be paid by 
the Mortgager, his Heirs, Executors, or Administrators, in full 
Satisfaction of all Fees and Charges demandable by the said Clerk, p. 13 
for drawing, ingrossing, and recording the said Deeds; and the said 
Clerk shall also prepare a Bond, of double the Mortgage Money, 
for every Mortgager to execute, along with their respective Deeds 
of Mortgage, conditioned for the Payment of the Money borrowed, 
with the Interest, according to the Proviso or Condition contained 
in every such Deed of Mortgage; and shall also prepare a Warrant 
of Attorney, to be at the same Time signed and sealed by every 
Mortgager or Obligor, impowering such Person or Persons, as the 
Commissioners or Trustees shall nominate and appoint, to acknowl- 
edge or suffer Judgment; which they the said Commissioners or 
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Trustees are hereby required to cause their Attorney to enter, in 
due Forni of Law, in the County Court where the Mortgager or 
Obligér.shall reside, if such County Court can hold Plea thereof, if 
not;.in the Provincial Court, against such Mortgager or Obligor as 
shall make Default in the Payment of the Mortgage Money, or the 
Interest thereon due, or any Part thereof, according to the Direc- 
tions of this Act, and Times of Payment, specified in the Proviso 
contained in his or her Mortgage Deed, or in the Condition of any 
such Bond or Obligation, either in Actions of Ejectment, to gain 
the Possession of the mortgaged Premises, or in Actions of Debt, 
to be brought upon any of the said Bonds, for Non-performance of 
the Conditions thereof, or in such Actions of Debt as the said Com- 
missioners or Trustees are hereby required to bring, for the Value 
of the Bills of Credit which shall be received by the Mortgagers, 
whose Title to the Lands, Tenements, or Hereditaments, by them 
mortgaged, shall prove defective, together with the Interest hereby 
allowed upon such Loans, and Costs of Suit: And the said Clerk 
shall also insert a Release of Errors, in every of the said Warrants 
of Attorney; and for the said Bonds, Warrants of Attorney, and 
Release of Errors, the said Clerk shall have One Shilling, and no 
more. But before any Person, so chosen to be Clerk, shall enter 
upon the Execution of his said Office, he shall take an Oath before 
some Justice of the Peace of Maryland, who is hereby impowered 
and required to administer the same, in these Words: 

I A. B. do swear, That I will truly and faithfully perform and 
execute the Office and Duty that is directed and required of me, 
according to a Law of this Province, intituled, An Act for emitting 
and making current Ninety Thousand Pounds, in Bills of Credit; 
and that I will keep a just and true Account of the Names of all such 
Persons as shall apply to the said Office for Bills of Credit; and that 
I will keep a just and true Account of all the Bills of Credit, which 
shall be issued out of the said Office, and all other necessary Ac- 
counts relating to the said Bills of Credit; and true Entries make 
of all other Proceedings and Transactions of the Commissioners 
or Trustees appointed to put the said Act in Execution; and will 
prepare and record all Deeds of Mortgage, in the same Order of 
Time as their Applications shall be made, without any undue Pref- 
erence, unnecessary Delays, or fraudulent Practice whatsoever. So 
help me God. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, That the 
said Sums of Money to be so lent upon Mortgage, Bond, or other 
Security, shall be paid in again, with the Annual Interest, in the 
said Bills of Credit, or in current Money of America, that is to say, 
the Principal, at such Times, and in such Proportions, as the Com- 
missioners or Trustees, and the Borrower, shall agree, not exceed- 
ing the Time herein before limited, and the Interest of the whole 
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Sum to be borrowed, every Year: And the said Commissioners or Session 
‘Trustees shall indorse the Payment of the Principal and Interest on /WS 
every Mortgage that shall be discharged; which Indorsement shall, 
without any Reconveyance, reinvest the Mortgagor, or his Heirs, 
in his, or their former Estate. And for the better Security of 
Mortgagers, and Obligors, 

Be it Enacted, by the Authority, Advice, and Consent aforesaid, 
That when any Mortgager shall satisfy all the Money, in Bills of 
Credit, or Specie, for Principal and Interest, due from him or her, 
upon any Mortgage, the Mortgage Deed shall not only be delivered 
up, with a Discharge thereon, as herein before mentioned, but the 
said Commissioners or Trustees shall also enter a Vacate in the 
Margin of the Record of Such Mortgage, and cross the same: And 
that when and as often as any Money shall be paid, in Bills of Credit, 
or Specie, in Part of or towards the Payment and Satisfaction of 
any Money due upon any Mortgage or Bond, the Commissioners 
or Trustees shall indorse such Payment, and the Time when it shall 
be made, on such Mortgage or Bond; and make Entries or Notes 
thereof, in the Book or Books where such Mortgage shall be 
recorded. 

And be it further Enacted, that the said Commissioners or Trus- 
tees are hereby impowered and required, to lend any of the said 
Bills of Credit which shall be paid in by any Borrower or Borrowers, 
and which shall not be actually applyed in defraying the necessary 
Charges of emitting the said Bills of Credit, or otherwise, according 
to the Directions of this Act, upon Interest, as herein before ex- 
pressed ; to be repaid, with the Interest thereof, as herein directed. 

Provided always, That if any Part of the said Ninety Thousand 
Pounds be remaining in the said Office, at the End of One Year 
aiter this Act shall take Effect, more than shall be necessary to 
defray the Expences and Charges of the Office, and to answer the 
several Demands, Sums, and. Purposes, herein before mentioned, 
that then, and in such Case, it shall and may be lawful for the said 
Commissioners or Trustees, to purchase good Bills of Exchange 
with so much of the said Bills of Credit as shall not afterwards be 
taken out, or borrowed upon Interest, as herein before mentioned, 
allowing One Hundred and Thirty Three Pounds, Six Shillings, 
and Eight Pence, in the said Bills of Credit, for One Hundred 
Pounds Sterling, payable by Bills of Exchange; and proportionably 
for any other Sum: Which Bills of Exchange shall be remitted, by 
the said Commissioners or Trustees, to the Trustees in London, 
hereafter named, or other Persons there, who shall take upon them 
the Execution of the said Trust; to be negotiated in the same 
Manner, to the same Use and Purposes, and upon the same Terms, 
as the Duty on Tobacco, hereafter mentioned. 

Provided, always, and be it further Enacted, That until some 
Default shall be made, by the said respective Mortgagers, of or in 
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Session Payment of the Mortgage Money, or Interest, or some Part thereof, 
Laws it shall be lawful for them and their Heirs to hold and enjoy the 
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mortgaged Premises, with the Appurtenances; any thing in the 
Deeds of Mortgage, or in this Act contained, to the contrary, not- 
withstanding: But if Default shall be made, or suffered, by any of 
the said Mortgagers or Obligors, their Heirs, Executors or Ad- 
ministrators, of or in Payment of any of the said Yearly Payments 
or Sums, whether in Part of the Principal or Interest, which they or 
any of them should have paid, on the Days and Times, and in 
Manner and Form, as in and by their respective Deeds of Mortgage 
or Obligations shall be specified, it shall and may be lawful, to and 
for the said Trustees, for the Time being, at their Discretion, 
either to take their Remedy by Course of Law, as herein above 
directed; and proceed to take the mortgaged Lands and Heredita- 
ments in Execution, as herein before mentioned, within Two Months 
next after the Days whereon the same ought to be paid, according to 
the several Provisoes or Conditions in their Deeds or Obligations re- 
spectively contained, and to enter upon the Lands, Houses, Rents, 
and Hereditaments, in the same Deeds specified, and expose the same 
to a Publick Sale; and thereupon sell and convey the same Lands, 
Hereditaments, and Premises, to the best Purchaser; and out of the 
Money arising by such Sale, detain and keep the Monies to them due 
thereon, to the Uses and Purposes aforesaid, and all Costs and 
Charges relating thereto; returning the Overplus, if any be, to the 
Owners of such Lands and Hereditaments; and that then, and in 
such Case, the Owners of such Lands and Hereditaments shall stand 
absolutely foreclosed from all Equity of Redemption of the same; or 
to proceed on any such Obligation or Obligations, as upon a Statute- 
Merchant, or of the Staple; and that no Sale, which shall be made by 
Virtue of this Act, shall be extended to create any farther Estate to 
the Vendees, than the Lands or Hereditaments, so sold or delivered, 
shall appear to be mortgaged for, by the said respective Mortgages, 
or defeasible Deeds. 

Provided also, That it shall and may be lawful, to and for the 
said Commissioners or Trustees of the Office aforesaid, or any Two 
of them, to let out upon Loan, in such Manner as they shall think 
best, any Sum of the said Bills of Credit, upon Security of good 
Plate ; to be delivered to them, at the Value of Five Shillings current 
Money of America, per Ounce, and at the Interest of Four per Cent. 
per Annum; to be paid in again to the said Trustees, within the 
Space of Twelve Months; and in Case of Non-payment, to sell and 
dispose of the said Plate, for the most it will yield; returning the 
Overplus, if any be, to the Owner thereof, after Payment of the 
Principal and Interest, with the Charges. 

Provided always, That if any Person or Persons, who shall take 
up or borrow any of the said Bills of Credit, upon Mortgage or other 
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Security, shall at any Time, before the Sum so borrowed or taken Session 
up shall become due and payable, by such Mortgage or other }?”S 
Security, pay down the Principal Sum so borrowed, and all the 
Interest thereof, that then, and in every such Case, the Commis- 
sioners or Trustees shall receive the same; and deliver up and dis- 
charge such Mortgage, or other Security; and enter a Vacate 
thereof, and cross the same, as herein before directed; any thing in 
this Act to the contrary, notwithstanding. 

And, for the better supporting the Credit of the said Bills, Be it 
Enacted, by the Authority, Advice, and Consent aforesaid, That 
there shall be a Duty of One Shilling and Three Pence, Sterling, 
paid to the several Naval Officers, for every Hogshead of Tobacco, 
and upon every Four Hundred Pounds of Tobacco, be it in Chest p. 16 
or Case, which shall be exported out of this Province, from and after 
the Twenty Ninth Day of September next, by the several Masters 
of Ships, or other Vessels, exporting the same, in Bills of Exchange, 
for and during the Space of Thirty One Years, next ensuing the said 
Twenty Ninth Day of September: For the Payment whereof, the 
several Naval Officers shall be obliged to take good and sufficient 
Security, from all Persons exporting any Tobacco out of this Prov- 
ince, as in Case of any other Duty now payable; for which Duty, the 
Naval Officers, and their Sureties, already given or to be given, shall 
be answerable and chargeable; for which the said Naval Officers 
shall be allowed the usual Salary or Commission as they have, and 
by Law are allowed, for collecting other Duties; to be paid them 
in Bills of Credit, with the usual Difference between Sterling and 
Currency, of Thirty Three Pounds, Six Shillings, and Eight Pence, 
per Cent. which the said Naval Officers are hereby impowered to 
retain in their Hands, out of any other Duty which they shall receive 
in current Money, or Bills of Credit; and which shall be allowed 
them in their Accounts. 

Provided always, That in Case any Tobacco for which the said 
Duty shall be paid, shall be lost in the Exportation thereof, from 
this Province; that then, and in every such Case, the Proprietor or 
Person who shall have paid the aforesaid Duty for such Tobacco, 
shall and may export the like Quantity, Duty free; to be allowed by 
the Naval Officer who shall receive the Duty. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority, Advice and Consent 
aforesaid, That the Bills of Exchange to be received for the said 
Duty of One Shilling and Three Pence per Hogshead, or Case, or 
Chest, shall be remitted to the Persons hereafter nominated and ap- 
pointed ; to be by them negotiated and disposed of, according to the 
Directions of this Act. 

And be it Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, That the Duty 
of One Shilling and Three Pence per Hogshead, so to be collected 
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and levied, as aforesaid, by the several Naval Officers, shall be, with 
all possible Speed, after Receipt thereof, remitted to Mr. Samuel 
Hyde, Mr. William Hunt, and Mr. Robert Cruickshank, Merchants 
in London, or any Two of them, or other Persons, or the Majority of 
them, who shall be intrusted and appointed Trustees in London, ac- 
cording to the Directions of this Act, for receiving and laying out 
the same, in such Manner and for such Uses, Intents, and Purposes, 
as are herein after-mentioned and declared; and the said Naval 
Officers are hereby directed and enjoined, to produce and lay before 
the General Assembly of this Province, Yearly, and every Year, 
Accounts of their Receipts of the said Duty, and in what Manner 
they shall have remitted the same to London; which Accounts shall 
not be received, unless respectively proved upon Oath, to be just 
and true. 

And be it further Enacted, That the said Samuel Hyde, William 
Hunt, and Robert Cruickshank, the Trustees herein before- 
mentioned, or any Two of them, or any other Trustees, for the Time 
being, who shall be appointed by Virtue of this Act, or any Two of 
them, shall, and they are hereby authorized and directed, to lay out 
the Moneys so to them to be remitted by the said Naval Officers, as 
aforesaid, Yearly, and every Year, as soon as they receive the same, 
or as soon after as they conveniently can, in the Purchase of Bank 
Stock; which Purchase they shall declare to be, and they shall pro- 
cure the same to be entered in the Books of the Company, to be for 
the Use, and in Trust, for the Province of Maryland; and the said 
before-mentioned Trustees, are hereby also impowered and author- 
ized to receive the growing Interest or Dividends on the said so 
purchased Stock, Yearly, and every Year, as the same shall grow 
due and payable; which Interest and Dividends, so by them received, 
they shall immediately lay out in the Purchase of Bank Stock, and 
also receive the Interest and Dividends thereof; so as Interest upon 
Interest may be made, as much as may be, of the Principal Monies 
or Duties remitted from this Province, according to the true Intent 
and Meaning hereof. And the said Trustees are hereby directed and 
enjoined, to transmit their Accounts to the Commissioners or Trus- 
tees in this Province, Yearly, and every Year, of the Receipt of the 
Monies from the said Naval Officers; and in what Manner they shall 
have laid out the same; and how much Stock is Yearly purchased, 
for the Use, and in Trust, for this Province; with proper Testi- 
monials from the Bank, of such Entries and Transfers: Which 
Accounts and Testimonials shall be Yearly inspected, and laid be- 
fore both Houses of Assembly; in which Accounts, there shall be 
allowed to the said Trustees, for their Trouble and Commission in 
receiving the said Monies, and laying out the same, in Manner afore- 
said, Two Pounds per Cent. and no more. 
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And whereas, for the better Security of the Fund intended by Session 
this Act to be raised, and lodged in the Bank of England, as well as #¥S 
for the more effectual Execution of the Trusts reposed in the Trus- 
tees, who shall be from Time appointed and intrusted to manage 
and transact any Parts of the Trusts mentioned to be transacted in 
England, His Lordship, the Right Honourable the Lord Proprie- 
tary of this Province, hath been pleased, at the Desire and Applica- 
tion to His Lordship, of both Houses of Assembly, for that Pur- 
pose, to signify his Willingness and Condescention, to take upon 
himself the Trusts, and Care, of super-intending and directing the 
Conduct and Behaviour of such Trustees; and which Goodness in 
His Lordship is most gratefully acknowledged : 

Be it therefore Enacted, by the Authority, Advice, and Consent 
aforesaid, and it is hereby declared, That, as well in the purchasing 
the said Bank Stock, and in making all Entries or Transfers thereof, 
in the Bank Books, as in the Sale of the same, or any Part thereof, 
for the Benefit and Use of this Province, the said Trustees, and 
every of them, shall from Time to Time, consult with, and procure 
the said Approbation of the said Lord Proprietary, for such their 
intended Proceeding: And that no such Stock shall be sold until such 
Approbation had: And also, that the said Trustees, and every of 
them, shall be subject to the Control and Direction of His Lordship, 
in the Execution of the Trusts to them committed; and shall, from 
Time to Time, acquaint Him with any Proceeding or Transaction 
they intend, in the same Trusts. And further, it shall and may be 
lawful, to and for His said Lordship, from Time to Time, and as 
often as he shall think proper, to remove and displace any of the 
Trustees, in England, from the Execution of all or any Part of the 
Trusts to him or them committed; and nominate and appoint other 
Person or Persons, in his or their Places, or in the Place and Stead 
of any of the Trustees mentioned in this Act, in Case of Refusal, p. 18 
or Death: All which said Person or Persons, so to be nominated 
and appointed, shall be, and is and are, hereby declared to be vested 
and impowered with the same Authorities, in the Execution of all 
the Trusts in this Act, as the Person or Persons, in whose Room or 
Place he or they should succeed, were at any Time vested or impow- 
ered with, by Virtue of this Act: which said Removal, and Nomina- 
tion, shall continue, and be available, for the Execution of the Trusts 
committed to the Trustees in England, until the same shall be 
altered by the Assembly of this Province. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, That after 
the End of Fifteen Years, after the Twenty-Ninth Day of September 
next, to wit, the Twenty Ninth Day of September, which shall be 
in the Year of Our Lord, One Thousand, Seven Hundred, and Forty 
Eight, any Person or Persons, who shall have the Property in, or 
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the Possession of, any Number or Quantity of the said Bills of 
Credit, shall be hereby entituled, upon producing the same before the 
said Commissioners for emitting the said Bills of Credit, to have, 
demand, and receive, from the said Commissioners, the full Third 
Part of the Value of the said Bills so produced, as aforesaid, to be 
paid to the said Person or Persons so producing the same, in Bills of 
Exchange; to be drawn by the said Commissioners for emitting the 
said Bills of Credit, upon the said Trustees residing in London, in 
Manner and Form following; that is to say, Upon any Person or 
Persons producing to the said Commissioners for emitting the said 
Bills, any Number or Quantity of the said Bills, and demanding Pay- 
ment of the Third Part of the Value thereof, the said Commissioners 
are hereby directed, impowered, and authorized, to take the said 
Bills of Credit, so produced as aforesaid, and cancel, and vacate 
the same: And thereupon the said Commissioners are to sign and 
deliver to the Person or Persons aforesaid, new Bills of Credit, to 
the Amount and Value of Two Third Parts of the Bills of Credit 
so cancelled and vacated, as aforesaid: Which said new Bills of 
Credit, the Commissioners shall cause to be signed at the Top of 
each of the same, with the Words, New Bill; thereby to prevent any 
Fraud which may be intended to be practiced, by twice, or oftner 
producing and demanding Payment of One Third Part of the same 
Bills of Credit, contrary to the true Intent and Meaning of this Act. 
And the said Commissioners are hereby further directed, impowered, 
and authorized, to draw One or more Setts of Bills of Exchange, 
in the usual Manner or Form of Bills of Exchange, payable at Forty 
Days Sight, to any Person or Persons, or his or their Order, to the 
Value or Amount of the other Third Part of the said Bills of Credit, 
so cancelled, or vacated, as aforesaid: Which said Bills of Exchange 
shall be drawn upon the said Trustees, residing in London; and in 
the Body of each respective Bill of Exchange, it shall be directed, 
that the Monies to be paid, shall be placed to Account of the Prov- 
ince of Maryland. Which said Bills of Exchange, the said Com- 
missioners shall deliver to the Person or Persons so producing the 
said Bills of Credit, so cancelled, and vacated, as aforesaid, in full 
Satisfaction and Payment of the Other Third Part of the Value of 
the said Bills of Credit, so cancelled and vacated, as aforesaid. 
Provided nevertheless, That no Person or Persons, shall be entituled 
to the Payment of One Third of the Value of any Number or 
Quantity of the said Bills of Credit, in Manner and Form aforesaid, 
except he or they produce the same, and demand such Payment, at 
some or any Time, between the said Twenty Ninth Day of Sep- 
tember, which shall be in the Year One Thousand, Seven Hundred, 
and Forty Eight, and the Twenty Ninth Day of March, which shall 
be in the Year One Thousand, Seven Hundred, and Forty Nine; 
any thing herein before, to the contrary, notwithstanding. 
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And, for the sure Payment of the said Bills of Exchange, so Session 
drawn by the Commissioners for emitting the said Bills of Credit, ~*”° 
as aforesaid, in Manner and Form aforesaid, 

Be it Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, That the said Trus- 
tees, residing in London, shall, and they are hereby directed and 
enjoined, to accept, in the usual Form, all and every the said Bills 
of Exchange immediately upon the Tender and Presentment of the 
same: And, to enable the said Trustees to pay the said Bills of Ex- 
change, at the Time the same shall become due, they the said Trus- 
tees are hereby directed, impowered, and authorized, at any Time 
between the Acceptance of the said Bills of Exchange, and the Time 
of Payment thereof, to sell and dispose of any Quantity of the said 
Bank Stock, for the best Price that can be had for the same, thereby 
to raise Monies for the Payment of the said Bills of Exchange. 

And be it further Enacted, That all the Residue of the said Bills 
of Credit which shall remain uncancelled, and shall be produced to 
the said Commissioners or Trustees, at the End of the remaining 
Sixteen Years of the Thirty One Years, limited by this Act, for the 
Circulation of the said Bills of Credit, shall be cancelled and vacated ; 
and that the Possessors or Proprietors of such Bills of Credit shall 
be satisfied and paid for them, as herein before expressed; and that 
the Trustees in London, shall accept and discharge the Bills of 
Exchange to be drawn upon them for that Purpose, and raise the 
Money contained in such Bills, by sale of the Stock, in the same 
Manner as herein before-mentioned. 

And be it Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, That when the 
said Bills of Credit, amounting to Ninety Thousand Pounds Current 
Money of Maryland, shall be destroyed and cancelled, as aforesaid, 
and the said Sum shall be satisfied and paid, as herein before- 
mentioned. and the Trust herein before-mentioned be fully and 
faithfully executed; that then, and from thenceforth, the said Com- 
missioners or Trustees, their Heirs, Executors, and Administrators, 
and their Sureties, shall be, and for ever stand absolutely exonerated 
and discharged from all Troubles, Suits, Costs, Damages, and 
Charges whatsoever, as Commissioners or Trustees aforesaid, or 
as Bondsmen or Sureties for the said Commissioners or Trustees. 

Provided always, That no Commissioner or Trustee, or any of 
their Sureties, shall be liable, by any Bond to be taken by Virtue of 
this Act, for any other Fault or Miscarriage in the Execution of any 
of the Trusts committed to the Trustees or Commissioners in this 
Province, than such as shall happen in the Time or Times of the 
Continuance of the respective Trustee or Commissioner in such 
Trust. : 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, by and 
with the Advice and Consent aforesaid, That the Money which shall 
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remain in Bank, of the Fund established by this Act, for sinking the 
said Bills of Credit, and the Interest thereof, and the Money lent on 
Mortgages, Bond, or Securities, as aforesaid, and the Interest aris- 
ing by the Loan of any of the said Bills of Credit, after all the said 
Bills of Credit shall be sunk and discharged, shall be applied and 
disposed of in such Manner and Form, as the Assembly of this 
Province shall direct and appoint. And to prevent the said Bills of 
Credit being counterfeited, 

Be it Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, That any Person who 
shall counterfeit the said Bills of Credit, and his, her, or their Aiders 
or Abettors, and shall be thereof convicted, by due Course of Law, 
shall suffer Death, as a Felon or Felons, without Benefit of Clergy ; 
and also, that any Person who shall pass any such counterfeit Bill or 


_ Bills of Credit, knowing the same to be counterfeit, shall also suffer 


Death, as a Felon, without Benefit of Clergy: And, that all Magis- 
trates, and others, into whose Hands any counterfeited Bills may 
happen to come, shall forthwith deliver the same to One of the said 
Commissioners or Trustees, who shall cause the Names of those that 
delivered them, and of the Persons from whom they were taken, to 
be indorsed on the Back thereof ; which said Bills shall be safely kept 
in the said Office, and be forthcoming, when there may be Occasion 
to make Use of the same. 

And it is hereby Declared, and Enacted, by the Authority afore- 
said, That this present Act shall be taken and allowed in all Courts 
within this Province, as a Public Act; and all Judges, Justices, and 
other Persons concerned therein, are hereby required to take Notice 
thereof, as such, without pleading the same specially. 

And, the better to prevent the Exportation of trashy, ordinary, 
and unmerchantable Tobacco, Be it Enacted, by the Authority, Ad- 
vice, and Consent aforesaid, That every Master or Mistress of a 
Family, shall be, and is by this Act required, to burn, or cause to be 
burnt, in the Presence of such Person or Persons as shall be ap- 
pointed by Virtue of this Act for that Purpose, on or before the Last 
Day of July, which shall be in the Year of our Lord, Seventeen 
Hundred, Thirty and Four, the Quantity of One Hundred and Fifty 
Pounds of Tobacco, to be tied up into Bundles, dry enough to pack, 
of the most ordinary Sorts of Tobacco, for every such Master of a 
Family, or other Person, having any taxable Servant or Slave, and 
every taxable Person to him belonging ; and the like Quantity of One 
Hundred and Fifty Pounds of Tobacco for every taxable Person be- 
longing to any Woman, who shall be an House-keeper, or Mistress 
of any Servant or Slave, Servants or Slaves, being a Taxable or 
Taxables, and also for every House-keeper, or other Person, being 
a Taxable; and the like Quantity of One Hundred and Fifty Pounds 
of Tobacco, of the like Quality, on or before the Last Day of July, 
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Seventeen Hundred, Thirty and Five, for every taxable Person, as 
herein before-mentioned: And that every Person who shall fail to 
perform what is required by this Act, shall, for every One Hundred 
and Fifty Pounds of Tobacco thereby appointed to be burnt, and 
which shall not be so burnt, be fined Twenty Shillings current Money 
of Maryland; to be applied to defray the Charge of emitting and 
negotiating the said Bills of Credit. 

And be it Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, That the Justices 
of the several and respective County Courts, at their several Courts 
to be held in the Month of March next, shall appoint Two substan- 
tial and reputable Freeholders, not being Members of either House 
of Assembly, Clergymen, Sheriffs, or practicing Physicians, in 
every Hundred, in their respective Counties, who shall, by Virtue 
of their Office, and this Act, take Copies of the several Lists of 
Taxables, returned by the several Constables, in the County Courts, 
the preceeding Year ; which said Lists, the several County Clerks are 
hereby required to deliver unto them, within Twenty Days after such 
their Appointment; and that the Persons so to be appointed, shall 
take the following Oath, or Affirmation, if a Quaker. 

I A. B. do swear, or affirm, That I will well and truly execute 
the Powers and Authorities to me given, by an Act, intituled, An Act 
for Emitting and Making current Ninety Thousand Pounds Current 
Money of Maryland, in Bills of Credit, without Favour or Affection, 
Partiality or Corruption, to the utmost of my Power, Skill, and 
Knowledge. 

Provided always, That no Person who shall be so appointed, shall 
be deemed or taken to be an Officer, or subject to any Pains, 
Penalties, or Forfeitures, for not taking the Oaths to the Govern- 
ment, as a Qualification, to put this Act in Execution. 

And be it Enacted, That the Persons so to be appointed, shall, 
between the Last Day of May, and Last Day of July, in the respec- 
tive Years aforesaid, of Seventeen Hundred Thirty Four, and Seven- 
teen Hundred Thirty Five, either together, or one of them to one 
Part, and the other to the other Part of their Hundreds, at their Dis- 
cretion, repair to the Dwelling-house, or Place of Abode of every In- 
habitant, within their respective Hundreds, and require every such 
Person to produce the several Quantities of Tobacco herein before- 
mentioned ; which the said Persons, or either of them, shall cause to 
be burnt in his or their View: And that the respective Inhabitants 
shall be obliged to find and provide Fewel for that Purpose, and to 
burn, or cause such Tobacco to be burnt and destroyed, in the Pres- 
ence of the Person or Persons to be appointed, and aforesaid: And 
that such Person or Persons shall give a Certificate or Certificates of 
the Quantities of Tobacco to be so burnt; which Certificates may be 
compared with the Constables Lists of Taxables, in Order to discover 
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any Frauds, when there shall be any Suspicion of any Fraud being 
committed, contrary to the true Intent and Meaning of this Act. 
And that the said Person or Persons, so to be appointed to put this 
Act in Execution, shall return to their respective County Courts, a 
List or Lists of such Person or Persons as shall refuse or neglect to 
burn the Quantities of Tobacco herein before-mentioned ; which List 
to be so returned, shall, by such Person or Persons sworn, or 
affirmed, to be true, and deemed to be full Evidence, to prove a 
Breach of this Act, unless such Certificate shall be contradicted and 
falsified by the Testimony of Two legal and indifferent Witnesses, 
upon Oath, or Affirmation. 

And be it further Enacted, That the said Commissioners or Trus- 
tees, upon every Person so to be appointed, producing or sending to 
them, a Certificate of such Appointment, and a Testimonial from any 
one Justice of the Peace, or of Two honest and reputable Persons, 
of the same County with such Person, that he has honestly executed 
his Duty, according to the Tenor of this Act, shall pay to every such 
Person, or his Order, Six Pence, in Bills of Credit, for every Hun- 
dred and Fifty Pounds of Tobacco. 

And be it further Enacted, That any Person, who shall be ap- 
pointed, as aforesaid, and who shall refuse to act, not being disabled 
by Age, Sickness, or other Infirmity, to be proved to the Satisfaction 
of the Justices of the County Courts, shall forfeit and pay a Fine of 
Ten Pounds current Money of Maryland; to be applied, as aforesaid. 
And that in every such Case, or in Case of the Death, Disability, 
or Removal of any Person or Persons who shall be so appointed, 
and shall act, that then, in the Vacation, any One or Two Justice or 
Justices shall appoint another or other substantial and reputable 
Person or Persons, in the Stead of the Person or Persons so dead, 
disabled, refusing, or’removed: And that the Person or Persons, 
to be so appointed, shall be obliged to take the Oath, or Affirmation, 
herein before mentioned; and to execute and perform the same 
Duty, as if appointed by the Justices of the County Courts, in Court, 
under the same Fine and Penalty as herein before expressed; and 
shall be entituled to the same Reward.and Satisfaction, as if so 
appointed. 

Provided always, and it is the true Intent and Meaning of this 
Act, That if it shall be more convenient to any of the Inhabitants of 
this Province, to burn and destroy the Quantities of Tobacco, herein 
before mentioned, in some other Hundred than where such Inhabi- 
tant shall reside, it shall and may be lawful, in every such Case, that 
such Tobacco shall be burnt before, and in the View of, the Person or 
Persons appointed to put this Act in Execution, in such Hundred; 
who shall give a Certificate thereof to every such Inhabitant. 
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And provided also, That any Person, having several Plantations Session 
whereon Tobacco shall be made by Taxable Persons, shall not be L@¥S 
obliged to remove any Tobacco, in Order to be burnt, from such 
Plantation; but that the same may be burnt where it shall be made ; 
any thing in this Act to the contrary, notwithstanding. 


A Supplementary Act, to the Act for the Ordering and Regulating Chap. VII 
the Militia of this Province, for the better Defence and Security 
thereof. 


Whereas the Dominion of His Majesty, the Government of His 
Lordship, and the Properties of the Inhabitants of this Province, 
ought to be guarded with such ready Defence, as might be able to 
resist any sudden Invasion, or Hostile Attempt: And whereas the 
several Provisions hitherto intended by the Legislature of this 
Province, as well as the several Sums of Money laid out in the 
Purchase of Arms, and Ammunition, for those Purposes, have not 
had the desired Effects, in a proper Regulation of the Militia of this 
Province, by Reason of some Defects in the Laws already made: 

Be it therefore Enacted, by the Right Honourable the Lord Pro- 
prietary, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Upper and 
Lower Houses of Assembly, and the Authority of the same, That p. 23 
any Colonel, Lieutenant-Colonel, or Major, already commissioned, 
or hereafter to be commissioned, by the Governor or Commander in 
Chief, for the Time being, or any Two, or more of them, shall have 
the same Powers and Authorities, in the Execution of any Laws 
now in Force concerning the Militia, as the Colonel, Lieutenant- 
Colonel, or Major, intended by the said Laws, are invested with: 
Provided, the Number of such Officers, who shall at any Time act, 
or execute any Part of the same Laws, be the same as is directed for 
such Purposes, by the said Laws. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, That his 
Excellency the Governor or Commander in Chief, for the Time 
being, shall and may, at any Time or Times, as to him shall seem 
meet, cause or order to be delivered out of the Publick, or County 
Magazine or Store, such and so many Arms as to Him shall seem 
proper, to the Colonel of each County, and the Captain of every 
Company, within any Town or Corporation of this Province: For 
which said Arms, the said Colonel and Captain, shall give his and 
their Receipt and Receipts; which said Receipt and Receipts shall 
be recorded in the Council-Book of this Province; and the Record 
thereof allowed as good Evidence against such Colonel or Captain ; 
and shall account with and be answerable to the Governor or Com- 
mander in Chief, for the Time being, from Time to Time, for the 
same, or the Value thereof, or of so many as shall not be produced 
to His Excellency the Governor or Commander in Chief, for the 
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Time being, or to such Person or Persons as shall be appointed by 
the Governor or Commander in Chief, for the Time being, for such 
Purpose, when He or they shall demand the same, in as good Order 
and Condition as they ought to be: Which Condition and Value, 
shall and may be adjudged and determined by his Excellency the 
Governor, or Commander in Chief, for the Time being, or by such 
Person or Persons as shall be appointed by the Governor or Com- 
mander in Chief, for that Purpose: Which Value, being so deter- 
mined, such Colonel shall pay to his Excellency the Governor, or 
Commander in Chief, for the Time being, or to such Person or Per- 
sons as shall be appointed by the Governor or Commander in Chief, 
for that Purpose; to and for the Purchase of Arms, and Ammunition, 
for the Use of the Regiment or Regiments in the respective County 
to which the said Colonel belongs. And upon the Neglect or 
Refusal of such Colonel or Captain, to pay such Value, it shall and 
may be lawful, to and for His said Excellency, or Commander in 
Chief, or such Person or Persons as shall be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor or Commander in Chief, for that Purpose, to certify such 
Neglect, or Refusal, under his or their Hands, to the Clerk of the 
respective County, and require the same Clerk to issue an Execu- 
tion for such Value against the Body, Goods, or Chattels, of such 
Colonel or Captain: Upon which Certificate, such Clerk is hereby 
ordered, to issue an Execution accordingly, directed to the Sheriff 
of the said County, or Coroner thereof, if the said Colonel or Cap- 
tain should be the Sheriff thereof at that Time, to levy the Sum 
amounting to such Value, on the Body, Goods, or Chattels, of such 
Colonel or Captain; which said Execution, the Sheriff, or Coroner, 
of each respective County is hereby directed and required to serve 
and execute: And the Money which shall be paid to the said Sheriff, 
or Coroner thereon, he, the said Sheriff, or Coroner, shall deliver and 
pay, once in every Year, to his Excellency the Governor or Com- 
mander in Chief, for the Time being, for the Uses aforesaid. And 
if the said Sheriff, or Coroner, shall, by Virtue of such Execution, 
execute or seize any Goods of such Colonel or Captain, then the said 
Sheriff, or Coroner, shall forthwith cause the same to be appraised 
by Two Appraisers, to be sworn before one Justice of the Peace of 
the same County, to appraise the same, according to the best of their 
Knowledge; which said Goods shall, after such Appraisement, be 
sold by the said Sheriff, or Coroner, at a Publick Auction, to the best 
Bidder: And the Value, for which they were so taken in Execution, 
shall be paid, once in every Year, by the said Sheriff, or Coroner, to 
His Excellency the Governor or Commander in Chief, for the Time 
being, for the Uses aforesaid; and the Remainder (if any) returned 
to the Owner of such Goods. 

And, in Order that such Colonel who shall or may be obliged to 
be answerable, as aforesaid, may have a Recompence for Arms 
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spoilt or lost, as aforesaid, by the Fault or Negligence of any other Session 
than himself, ame 

Be it Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, That it shall and may 
be lawful, to and for every Colonel of a County to deliver, or 
cause to be delivered, to every Lieutenant-Colonel, Major, or Cap- 
tain, who may have a Troop or Company in his County, so many 
Arms as may be necessary and proper for such and so many Men 
as he shall think fit in his the said Colonels, Lieutenant-Colonels, 
Majors, or Captains Troop, or Company ; and shall take a Receipt 
from every Lieutenant-Colonel, Major, or Captain, for such Arms: 
And for which Arms, or any Part thereof, every respective .Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel, Major, or Captain, shall be accountable to the Value 
thereof ; to be set and rated by his Excellency the Governor or Com- 
mander in Chief, for the Time being, or by such Person or Persons, 
as shall or may be appointed by the Governor or Commander in 
Chief, for such Purposes, as aforesaid, to the Colonel of the said 
County ; in Case the said Arms, or any Part thereof, shall not be pro- 
duced in such Order or Condition as they ought to be, to the said 
Colonel, when the same shall be demanded and required: And which 
said Condition and Order, shall be determined by His Excellency 
the Governor, or Commander in Chief, for the Time being, or some 
Person authorized by him; and the Value thereof certified by the 
said Governor or Commander in Chief, or by such Person or Persons 
as shall be appointed by the Governor or Commander in Chief, for 
that Purpose, to the County Clerk as aforesaid, requiring him to 
issue such Execution, as aforesaid, and directed to the Coroner, 
(if the said Lieutenant-Colonel, Major, or Captain, should be 
Sheriff,) otherwise; to the Sheriff, as aforesaid, for the Use of such 
Colonel, against the Body, Goods, and Chattels of the Lieutenant- 
Colonel, Major, or Captain, who cannot produce such Arms, as 
aforesaid; which Execution shall issue, and be executed, as afore- 
said, and the Money arising thereby, shall be paid to the Colonel of 
the County, for his own Use. 

And, in Order that any Colonel, Lieutenant-Colonel, or Major, 
who may have a Troop or Company in the Regiment, and every Cap- 
tain either of a Troop or Horse, or a Company of Foot, may be in- 
demnified for what may happen in the Loss or Damage of the Arms, 
by Fault or Negligence of the Men in their respective Troop or 
Company, 

Be it Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, That it shall and may p. 25 
be lawful, to and for every Colonel, Lieutenant-Colonel, Major, and 
Captain, who may have a Troop, or Company, as aforesaid, to de- 
liver, or cause to be delivered, to such and so many Person and Per- 
sons, who are or shall be inlisted or inrolled in his or their Troop or 
Company, within this Province, such Arms as the respective Colonel,

Lieutenant-Colonel, Major, or Captain shall think proper, for such 
Person or Persons in his respective Troop or Company to have: 
And which Arms such Person or Persons are hereby obliged and 
directed to receive; and to give a Receipt for the same, to such 
Lieutenant-Colonel, Major, or Captain, under Penalty of Two Hun- 
dred Pounds of Tobacco; which said Penalty shall be recovered 
against such Person or Persons. 

And such Execution shall be issued by the Clerk of the respective 
County, on the Certificate of the respective Colonel, Lieutenant- 
Colonel, Major, or Captain, certifying the Refusal to accept, and 
give a Receipt for such Arms, as aforesaid, directed to the Sheriff, 
(or Coroner, if the Person refusing should be Sheriff :) And which 
Execution shall be served, and the aforesaid Sum of Two Hundred 
Pounds of Tobacco, levied by the Sheriff, or Coroner, of the respec- 
tive County, in Manner as before directed; and such Sum, when 
levied, shall be paid, once in every Year, to the Governor, or Com- 
mander in Chief, for the Time being, for the Uses afore-mentioned. 
And in Case such Person or Persons cannot produce such Arms 
so received, in as good Order and Condition as they ought to be, 
when he or they shall be required, by the respective Colonel, Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel, Major, or Captain, who may have a Troop or Com- 
pany, as aforesaid, then it shall and may be lawful, for His Excellency 
the Governor, or Commander in Chief, for the Time being, or some 
Person authorized by Him, upon Application to Him made, by such 
Colonel, Lieutenant-Colonel, Major, or Captain, to assess, and value 
such Arms, so not produced: Which Valuation shall be certified by 
His Excellency the Governor, or Commander in Chief, for the Time 
being, or such Person as shall be appointed by the Governor, or 
Commander in Chief, for that Purpose, to the Clerk of the respective 
County, directing him to issue an Execution for such Value, against — 
the Body, Goods, or Chattels, of such Person, or Persons, not pro- 
ducing the Arms, as aforesaid, to the Colonel, Lieutenant-Colonel, 
Major, or Captain: Which Execution shall be directed to the Sher- 
iff, or Coroner, if such Person shall be Sheriff, and shall be executed ; 
and the Value levied, and raised, in Manner afore directed, by the 
Sheriff, or Coroner, of the respective County ; and the same shall be 
paid to the proper Colonel, Lieutenant-Colonel, Major, or Captain, 
for his own Use and Benefit. 

And whereas there are, and may be, several Companies in Towns, 
independant of the Authority or Command of the Colonels of the 
respective County, or Counties, 

Be it Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, That the Captain, 
Lieutenants, and Ensign, or any Two of them, shall have the same 
Powers and Authorities, to execute this, or any other of the Laws 
now in Force within this Province, relating to the Militia thereof, 
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in and over their Company or Companies, in as full and ample Session 
Manner, as the Colonel, Lieutenant-Colonel, or Majors, or any Two re 
of them, can or may do, in and over their respective Regiments, 
Troops, or Companies, by Virtue of this or any other Law now in 

Force. 

And also, That the Captain or Captains of such Company or Com- 
panies, within such Town or Towns, shall receive proper Arms from, 
and be liable and accountable to, His Excellency the Governor, or 
Commander in Chief, for the Time being, for such Arms, in the same 
Manner as is before by this Act directed, with Regard to the Colonel : 
And the Value of the Arms not produced, as aforesaid, shall be set, 
proceeded for, levied and applied, in the same Method afore-men- 
tioned in Relation to the Colonel; and the respective Men shall be 
liable and accountable to such Captain for such Arms, not produced, 
as aforesaid, in the same Manner as directed by this Law with 
Regard to the Men in any Troop or Company in the County ; and the 
Value shall, in the like Manner, be set, proceeded for, and levied; 
but it shall be paid to the Captain, by the respective Sheriff, for his 
own Use and Benefit. 

And, to the End that every Person so inlisted or inrolled, at the 
Time of their Training Exercise, or other Duty in the Militia, may 
improve, and render themselves fit for Duty and Service, if Occasion 
should require, ‘ 

Be it Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, that every Person or 
Persons so inlisted or inrolled, shall, at the Time and Place of Train- 
ing, in the Performance of their Exercise, behave him or themselves 
decently, and in a Manner suitable to the Attention and Care req- 
uisite in such Exercise, under the Penalty of One Hundred Pounds 
of Tobacco, or Ten Shillings current Money, for every such Mis- 
behaviour ; which shall be determined by any Two Field Officers of 
the County, either upon their own View, or Representation of the 
Commanding Officer then present, and certified by such Field 
Officers, to the Clerk of the same County ; who shall, on such Certifi- 
cate, issue an Execution, directed to the Sheriff, (or Coroner, if the 
offending Person shall be then Sheriff,) to levy such Penalty on the 
Body, Goods, or Chattels, of such Person or Persons so offending: 
Which said Sheriff, or Coroner, shall proceed, as is afore-mentioned, 
and pay the Penalty so levied, to the Governor or Commander in 
Chief, for the Time being, once every Year, for the Uses afore- 
mentioned. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, by and 
with the Advice and Consent aforesaid, That it shall and may be 
lawful, to and for [the] Governor, or Commander in Chief, for the 
Time being, and he is hereby desired, to nominate and appoint some 
fit Person or Persons residing in each County, to execute, from Time 
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to Time, such Parts of this Act, as is directed to be executed by any 
Person or Persons appointed by the Governor, or Commander in 
Chief. 

And be it further Enacted, That no Servant or Servants shall 
from henceforth continue, or hereafter be inlisted or inrolled, in 
any Regiment, Company, or Troop, unless upon such an Emergency 
as may be judged necessary and proper by the Field Officers of the 
respective County, or the major Part of them, for the inlisting such 
Servant or Servants; any Act to the contrary, notwithstanding. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, That the 
Sheriff, or Coroner, shall have and receive Thirty Pounds of To- 
bacco, for every Execution he shall serve or execute, by Virtue of 
this Act, and the usual Imprisonment Fee, or Fees due on the Sale 
of Effects, in Case of an Imprisonment, or Sale; and the Clerk shall 
have and receive Six Pounds of Tobacco, for every Execution issued 
by him, in Pursuance of this Law; which said Fees so to be due to 
the said Sheriff, Coroner, or Clerk, shall be levied on the Body, 
Goods, or Chattels, of the Person against whom such Execution 
shall issue. 

And whereas, there are several Publick Arms now lodged in the 
several Counties in this Province, which may be in a Condition unfit 
for Use, Be it therefore Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, by and 
with the Advice and Consent aforesaid, That the Colonel of each 
respective County, shall, assoon as conveniently may be, after the 
Governor, or Commander in Chief, shall require the same, return to 
the Governor, or Commander in Chief, a List of such Arms which 
Colonel can find in his County, together with an Account of the 
Condition such Arms are in; and for the Reparation, Amendment, 
or Disposal thereof, the Governor, or Commander in Chief, is hereby 
desired to give such Directions, as he may judge most proper. And 
to prevent the Embezzlement of the Public Arms, 

Be it Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, by and with the Ad- 
vice and Consent aforesaid, That all the Public Arms shall be 
marked with such Marks, and in such Manner, as the Governor, or 
Commander in Chief, shall think most proper, to denote such Arms 
to belong to the Publick; after which Marks so made, no Person or 
Persons whatsoever, shall presume to sell or purchase such Arms 
so marked, or where the Mark appears to have been defaced, or 
knowing the same to be Publick Arms, under the Penalty of Forty 
Shillings ; to be recovered against the Seller; and the like Penalty of 
Forty Shillings, to be recovered against the Purchaser, for every 
Offence, before a single Magistrate, upon the Oath of One or more 
credible Witness or Witnesses: Which said Magistrate shall issue 
his Warrant to the Clerk of the County directing him to issue an 
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Execution for such Penalty ; which Execution he shall issue, and the Session 
Sheriff shall serve and levy the Penalty, in Manner aforesaid: Half L@ws 
of which Penalty shall be paid to the Informer, for his own Use; 
and the other Half to the Governor, or Commander in Chief, for the 
Uses aforesaid. 

And whereas, there is not any Exemption, by the Laws now in 
Force, of any Member of His Lordship’s Council, and of the Upper 
House of Assembly, Be it therefore Enacted, by the Authority afore- 
said, by and with the Advice and Consent aforesaid, That no such 
Member shall be obliged to serve in the Militia, or be inrolled or 
inlisted in any Regiment, Troop, or Company thereof; any Law to 
the contrary, notwithstanding. 

Provided always, That this Act, nor any thing herein contained, 
shall be construed to charge the Executors or Administrators of 
the Colonel, Lieutenant-Colonel, Major, or Captain, dying, for any 
of the Arms aforesaid, more than they shall have in their Possession, 
or shall have received Satisfaction for, from the several Persons, p. 28 
liable to such Colonel, Lieutenant-Colonel, Major, or Captain, so 
dying: Nor any Colonel, Lieutenant-Colonel, Major, or Captain, 
succeeding any deceased Colonel, Lieutenant-Colonel, Major, or 
Captain, shall receive or take in his or their Possession, or for more 
than he or they shall take Receipts for, as aforesaid; but such suc- 
ceeding Colonel, Lieutenant-Colonel, Major, or Captain, shall, on 
the Death of any Colonel, Lieutenant-Colonel, Major, or Captain, 
immediately warn the respective Regiment or Regiments, Companies 
and Troops, to a Muster, and then take Receipts for such Arms as 
shall then be produced in good Order: The Number thereof, to- 
gether with the Condition of such Arms as shall be lost, or spoiled, 
as aforesaid, shall by the respective Colonel, Lieutenant-Colonel, 
Major, or Captain, be certified to the Governor, or Commander in 
Chief, within Thirty Days after such Muster: After which Return 
of the Certificate aforesaid, every such Officer shall be liable to each 
other, and the Men to such Officer, as is before directed by this Act: 
Which Muster and Return, shall be made and had, as aforesaid, 
under the Penalty of the Officer neglecting the same, being liable for 
the Value of the Arms delivered to the deceased Officer, in whose 
Place he shall succeed; which Value shall be ascertained, levied, 
paid, and applied, in the Manner, and to the Use afore-mentioned. 

Provided also, That no Officer, nor his Executors or Adminis- 
trators, shall be liable, by Virtue of this, or any other Act, for such 
Arms as shall be delivered to any Person or Persons, which are or 
shall be inlisted or inrolled in any Troop or Company, and who shall, 
after such Receipt of the said Arms, and before any Satisfaction 
made to the proper Officer, for the Loss, Damage, or Embezzlement 
of such Arms, either prove insolvent, or run away, or die insolvent. 
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An Act for laying out and applying Three Thousand Five Hundred 
Pounds, Current Money of Maryland, to the Uses therein 
mentioned. 

Whereas, by an Act passed this Session of Assembly, entituled. 
An Act for emitting and making current Ninety Thousand Pounds, 
current Money of Maryland, in Bills of Credit, a Sum, not exceeding 
Three Thousand Pounds, in the said Bills of Credit, is directed to 
be applied to purchase convenient Ground, for the Use of the Pub- 
lick, and building a Dwelling-House, and other Conveniencies, for» 
the Governor of this Province, for the Time being, to reside in: 
And whereas a Sum, not exceeding Five Hundred Pounds, in the 
said Bills of Credit, is appointed to be applied towards or in the 
Repairs of the Publick Buildings, according to the Directions of an 
Act to be passed this Session of Assembly: 

Be it Enacted, by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Upper and Lower Houses 
of Assembly, and the Authority of the same, That the Honourable 
Samuel Ogle, Esq; shall be, and by Virtue of this Act is, impowered 
and authorized, to purchase convenient Ground, with Part of the 
said Sum of Three Thousand Pounds, for the Use of the Publick, 
in the City of Annapolis; and that the said Samuel Ogle, Esq; or the 
Governor of this Province, for the Time being, may, by Virtue of this 
Act, direct and appoint the building a Dwelling-House, Out-Houses, 
and other Conveniences, for the Residence of the Governor of this 
Province; and that the Commissioners or Trustees, who shall be 
appointed for emitting the Bills of Credit, established by Act of 
Assembly, shall and may issue and pay the said Sum of Three Thou- 
sand Pounds, in Bills of Credit, according to the Directions of the 
said Samuel Ogle, Esq; or the Governor of this Province, for the 
Time being, for the Purposes aforesaid. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, That the 
Honourable Charles Calvert, Esq; Benjamin Tasker, Esq; Edmund 
Jenings, Esq; John Beale, Esq; Ralph Crabb, and Philip Ham- 
mond, Gentlemen, or the major Part of them, shall and may, and by 
Virtue of this Act are authorized and impowered, to apply the said 
Five Hundred Pounds, in Bills of Credit, in and towards such 
Repairs of the Publick Buildings, Parade, and other Publick Uses, 
in Annapolis, as they shall think most advantageous and proper for 
the publick Service of this Province; and that the said Commis- 
sioners or Trustees, shall issue and pay the said Money, according 
of the Directions of the said Charles Calvert, Benjamin Tasker, 
Edmund Jenings, John Beale, Ralph Crabb, and Philip Hammond, 
or the major Part of them. 
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An Act to continue an Act, intituled, An Act for raising a Duty of 
Three Pence per Hogshead on all Tobacco exported out of this 
Province, for the Uses therein mentioned. 


Whereas, an Act of Assembly, made at Annapolis, at a Session of 
Assembly held there, the Eleventh Day of July, in the Year of Our 
Lord, Seventeen Hundred, and Thirty Two, entituled, An Act for 
raising a Duty of Three Pence per Hogshead on all Tobacco ex- 
ported out of this Province, for the Uses therein mentioned, was 
pass’d; which Act was to continue until the Twenty Ninth Day of 
September, in the Year of Our Lord, Seventeen Hundred, and 
Thirty Three: And whereas, this present General Assembly, as well 
to testify their Affection and Regard for the Honourable Samuel 
Ogle, Esq; late Governor of this Province, as their Gratitude for 
His just Administration, during His Government, are desirous to 
encourage Learning, and willing that it may be Enacted: 

And be it Enacted, by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprie- 
tary, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Upper and Lower 
Houses of Assembly, and the Authority of the same, That the said 
Act shall be continued from the said Twenty Ninth Day of Septem- 
ber, until the Twenty Ninth Day of September, which shall be in the 
Year of Our Lord, Seventeen Hundred, and Thirty Six. 

Provided nevertheless, That in Case the said Samuel Ogle, 
should dye, or be removed from being Governor, before the Twenty 
Ninth Day of September, One Thousand, Seven Hundred, and 
Thirty Six, that then, at the End of the next Session of Assembly 
which shall happen after such Death, or Removal, as aforesaid, this 
Act shall be void, to all Intents and Purposes; any thing herein before 
contained to the contrary, notwithstanding. 


An Act to impower the Inhabitants of Anne-Arundel, and Prince 
George Counties, to make the main Branch of the River Patux- 
ent navigable, above Queen-Anne Town, in Prince George County, 
aforesaid. 


Whereas, sundry of the Inhabitants of Anne-Arundel, and Prince 
George Counties, in this Province, bordering on the main Branch 
of Patuxent River, by their humble Petition to the Legislature of 
this Province, have set forth, that the said main Branch of Patuxent 
River may be made navigable; and that some Proposals are well 
received for effecting the same, by Subscription, for upwards of 
Twenty Miles above the said Town; and for that it appears to this 
General Assembly, that great Advantages may accrue thereby, to 
the Inhabitants of the said Counties, and also to others, trading or 
resorting thereto: It is therefore prayed, it may be Enacted, 
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And be it Enacted, by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprie- 
tary, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Upper and Lower 
Houses of Assembly, and the Authority of the same, That it shall 
not, nor maybe lawful, for any Person or Persons within this Prov- 
ince, from and after the End of this present Session of Assembly, 
to make any Hedge, Ware, or Fence, in or a-cross the said Branch; 
or to repair or amend any Hedge or Hedges, Wares, or Fences, 
already made, or which shall be hereafter made, in or across the said 
main Branch of Patuxent River, above Queen-Anne Town afore- 
said; or to fall, or cause to be fallen, any Tree or Trees, into the - 
said Branch, either for the Conveniency of Fishing, or for any other 
Matter or Thing whatsoever, whereby the Navigation up and down 
the said Branch my be any-ways obstructed, under the Penalty of 
Four Hundred Pounds of Tobacco for every such Offence; to be 
recovered by the Oath of the Informer, before any Justice of the 
County Court where such Offender shall reside; and to be aplied, 
One Half to the Use of the Informer, and the other Half to be paid, 
or accounted for, to the Country Justices, and by them applied for 
the Benefit of such Person or Persons as shall appear to them to have 
cleared, or to be concerned, at their own Expence, in clearing such 
River. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority, Advice and Con- 
sent aforesaid, That it shall and may be lawful, for any Person or 
Persons, whatsoever, to clear and keep the River aforesaid open and 
navigable, at their own proper Cost and Charges, without being ob- 
structed by any Person or Persons whatsoever. 

Provided, That if the Petitioners shall not begin to clear the said 
River, or cause the same to be begun, within Six Months from the 
End of this Session of Assembly, that this Act shall cease, determine, 
and become null and void. And Provided, That if the Clearing the 
said River shall be begun within Six Months after the End of this 
Session, and shall not be compleated, so as to render the said River 
navigable, according to the Intent of this Act, within Six Years 
after the End of the said Six Months; that then, and in such Case, 
this Act shall cease, determine, and become null and void; any thing 
therein contained to the contrary, notwithstanding. 

Saving to the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary, his Heirs 
and Successors, their several and respective Rights. 


An Act Reviving an Act of Assembly, intituled, An Act for the 
Speedy and effectual Publication of the Laws of this Province; 
and for the Encouragement of William Parks, of the City of 
Annapolis, Printer. 

Be it Enacted, by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Upper and Lower 
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Houses of Assembly, and the Authority of the same, That the Act, 
intituled, An Act for the speedy and effectual Publication of the © 
Laws of this Province; and for the Encouragement of William 
Parks, of the City of Pa apolist Printer, made at a Session of As- 
sembly, begun and held at the City of Annapolis, the Tenth Day of 
October, Anno Domini, One Thousand, Seven Hundred, and 
Twenty Seven, be and is hereby revived, and continued in full F orce, 
from,and after the End of this Session of Assembly, for and during 
the Term of Seven Years, and to the End of the next Session of 
Assembly, that shall happen after the said Seven Years. 


An Act for the Assessment of so much Tobacco on the Inhabitants 
of St. Stepen’s Parish, in Cecil County, as will build them a new 
Parish Church, and a Chapel of Ease, on Bohemia Manor, in the 
said Parish. 


Whereas, the Vestrymen, Churchwardens, and other the Inhabi- 
tants of St. Stephen’s Parish, in Cecil County, have, by their Peti- 
tion to this General Assembly, set forth, That their Parish Church 
is in such a ruinous Condition, that it is dangerous being therein; 
and have prayed, that an Act may pass, that so much Tobacco may 
be levied on the taxable Persons of the said Parish, as will enable 
them to build a new Church, at or near the Place where the old one 
now stands; and to build a Chapel of Ease, on Bohemia Manor, 

Be it therefore Enacted, by the Right Honourable the Lord Pro- 
prietary, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Upper and 
Lower Houses of Assembly, and the Authority of the same, That 
the Justices of Cecil County Court, shall and may, and they are 
hereby authorized and directed, on the Application of the Vestry- 
men and Churchwardens of the said Parish, to assess and levy on the 
taxable Inhabitants of the said Parish, any Quantity of Tobacco, not 
exceeding Sixty Thousand Pounds of Tobacco, to erect a new 
Church in the said Parish, at or near the Place where the old one 
now stands; and Fifty Thousand Pounds of Tobacco, to build a 
Chapel of Ease, on Bohemia Manor; which said Tobacco so to 
to be levied, shall be collected, in equal Dividends, in Three Years, 
by the Sheriff of Cecil County, for the Time being, who is hereby 
‘authorized and required to collect the same; and who shall have, 
for such Collection, at and after the Rate of Five per Cent. And 
the said Tobacco, when so collected, shall be paid to the Vestry and 
Churchwardens aforesaid, who are hereby authorized and required 
to apply the same to the building and finishing a new Church in the 
said Parish, at or near the Place where the old one now stands; and 
to build the Chapel of Ease aforesaid, as near as may be, to the 
Place where the old one now stands. 
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A Supplementary Act to the Act, intituled, An Act, for laying out 
anew Fifteen Acres of Land, part of the One Hundred Acres of 
Land, formerly erected into a Town, commonly called Benedict- 
Leonard Town, upon Patuxent River, in Charles County, besides 
the Lots which have been already taken up, pursuant to the 
Directions of former Laws; and to restrain the Inhabitants from 
keeping any Stock, except within their Inclosure, in the said 
Town. ' 

Whereas, by the said Act, the Owner or Owners of the said 
Fifteen Acres of Land, are to have his or their first Choice of One 
Lot; but no Time being limited therein, to make such Choice, 

Be it therefore Enacted, by the Right Honourable the Lord Pro- 
prietary, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Upper and 
Lower Houses of Assembly, and the Authority of the same, That 
the Owner or Owners of the said Fifteen Acres of Land, shall be 
obliged, within Ten Days after Notice is given to him or them, 
by one or more of the Commissioners, or by the Clerk of the Town, 
to make his or their Choice of One Lot; or upon Neglect or Refusal 
to make Choice thereof, any Person or Persons shall have Liberty 
to take up the said Lot or Lots, pursuant to the Directions of the said 
Law. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, That the 
Taker-up of any Lot or Lots within the said Town, shall be obliged 
to pay the Tobacco set and assessed upon the said Lot or Lots, to the 
Owner or Owners, either in the Hands of the Sheriff of Charles 
County, or to bring the Tobacco to such Owner or Owners Dwelling- 
House. é 

And whereas, it is thought prejudicial to the Inhabitants of the 
said Town, for any Person living there to keep any Creature or 
Creatures within the said Town, out of his Inclosure, 

Be it therefore Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, That no 
Person or Persons whatsoever, living, or to live, within the same 
Town, shall, after the End of this present General Assembly, under 
any Pretence whatsoever, keep, or support, within the same Town, 
or the Inclosure or Inclosures of Mr. Charles-Somerset Smith, any 
Hog or Hogs, Goose or Geese, Sheep, Horse or Horses, Cow or 
Cows, or other Cattle, belonging to themselves, or to any other 
Persons whatsoever; unless such Hog or Hogs, Goose or Geese, 
Sheep, Horse or Horses, Cow or Cows, or other Cattle, be kept 
within such Person or Persons Inclosure, so keeping or supporting 
them. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, That any 
Person or Persons, that shall be convicted before a single Magis- 
trate, on Confession, or Proof, of keeping and supporting within the 
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said Town, out of his, her, or their Inclosure, any Hog or Hogs, 
Goose or Geese, Sheep, Horse or Horses, Cow or Cows, or other 
Cattle, shall pay One Hundred Pounds of Tobacco, for each Trans- 
gression ; the same to be levied on the Body, Goods, or Chattels of 
the Offender, by Way of Execution, as in Case of small Debts ; and 
to be applied to the Use of the Free-School of the County aforesaid. 


An Act for Erecting a Town at and about the Landing, called, 
_ The Elk-Ridge Landing, near the Head of Potapsco River, in 
Anne-Arundel County. 


Whereas, the Inhabitants of the Upper Parts of Anne-Arundel 
County, have, by their Petition to this General Assembly, set forth, 
That the vast Body of rich Lands, and the Situation of the Neigh- 
bourhood in general, renders the Head of Potapsco River, at the 
Landing, called, The Elk-Ridge Landing, a very commodious Place 
for the Situation of a Town, and the most convenient for the West- 
ern Parts of Baltimore County, and all the back Land upon Patow- 
mack and Monockacy Rivers; and prayed, that an Act might pass, 
to erect the said Place into a Town: 

Be it therefore Enacted, by the Right Honourable the Lord Pro- 
prietary, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Upper and 
Lower Houses of Assembly, and the Authority of the same, That 
Mr. Philip Hammond, Capt. Benjamin Howard, Mr. Joshua Dorsey, 
Mr. John Dorsey, Son of Edward, Mr. John Howard, and Mr. John 
Hammond, Son of Charles, or any Three of them, shall be, and are 
hereby appointed Commissioners for Anne-Arundel County, afore- 
said ; and are hereby authorized and impowered, as well to agree for 
the Buying and Purchasing Thirty Acres of Land, at or about the 
Place aforesaid, and such Part as lies most convenient to the Water, 
as for Surveying and Laying out the same in the most convenient 
Manner, into Forty equal Lots, to be erected into a Town. 

And be it further Enacted, That the Commissioners aforesaid, 
herein before nominated and appointed, or the major Part of them, 
are hereby impowered, some Time before the Last Day of October 
next, to meet together, at the Place aforesaid, or some other con- 
venient Place, adjacent thereto; and shall then and there treat and 
agree with the Owner or Owners, or Persons interested in the said 
Thirty Acres of Land, for the same; and after Purchase thereof, 
shall cause the same to be surveyed, laid out, and divided, as near 
as may be, into Forty equal Lots, allowing such sufficient Space or 
Quantity thereof, for Streets, Lanes, and Allies, as to them shall 
seem meet; with Posts, or Stakes, towards every Street, Lane, or 
Alley: The said Lots to be numbered, One, Two, Three, and so on, 
to Forty, for the better and more sure distinguishing each Lot from 
the other: Of which Forty Lots, the Owner or Owners of the said 
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Land shall have his or their first Choice, for One Lot; provided he 
or they make their Choice in Ten Days: And after such Choice, the 
remaining Lots may be taken up by others; and that no Person shall 
presume to purchase more than One Lot within the said Thirty 
Acres, during the first Four Months after Laying out the same; and 
that the said Lots shall be purchased by the Inhabitants of the 
County aforesaid: And in Case the said Inhabitants shall not take 
up the said Lots within Six Months after such Laying out, as afore- 
said, it shall then be lawful for any Person or Persons whatsoever, 
to take up the said Lot or Lots, paying the Owner or Owners pro- 
portionable for the same. And in Case the Owner or Owners of the 
aforesaid Thirty Acres of Land shall wilfully refuse to make Sale 
of the same, or that thro’ Nonage, Coverture, or any other Disabil- 
ity, or Impediment whatsoever, are disabled to make such Sale, as 
aforesaid; that then the Commissioners aforesaid, or the major 
Part of them, shall and are, by Virtue of this Act, authorized, im- 
powered, and required, to issue their Warrants under their Hands 
and Seals, to the Sheriff of the said County; which said Sheriff is 
also hereby required and impowered, upon Receipt of such War- 
rants, to impannel and return a Jury of the most substantial Free- 
holders, Inhabitants within the said County, to be and appear before 
the said Commissioners, at a certain Day and Time by them to be 
limited: Which Jury upon their Oaths shall enquire to whom the 
said Land belongs, and assess and return what Damages and Recom- 
pence they shall think fit, to be awarded to the Owners of the said 
Thirty Acres of Land, and to all Persons interested therein, accord- 
ing to their several and respective Interests: And what Sum of 
Tobacco the said Jury shall adjudge the said Thirty Acres of Land 
to be worth, shall be paid to the Owner or Owners, so found by their 
Verdict, and to all Persons they find interested therein, by such 
Person or Persons as shall take up the said Lots, proportionably to 
their Lot or Lots; which shall give the said Purchaser or Purchasers, 
their Heirs and Assigns, an absolute Estate of Fee Simple in the said 
Lot or Lots, he or they complying with the Requisites in this Act 
mentioned. 

And be it further Enacted, That the Surveyor of Anne-Arundel 
County, for the Time being, shall have and receive, for Surveying 
and Laying out the Town aforesaid, the Sum of One Thousand 


_ Pounds of Tobacco, and no more; to be paid and allowed him in the 


County Levy; and that he return a Plat thereof to the County Clerk, 
to be by him kept amongst the County Records: And in Case the 
Taker-up of such Lot or Lots do not build, within Eighteen Months, 
an House that shall cover Four Hundred square Feet, that then it 
shall and may be lawful for any other Person or Persons whatsoever, 
to enter upon the said Lot or Lots so as aforesaid not built upon, 
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paying such Sum of Tobacco as shall be first set and assessed upon Session 
such Lot, to the Commissioners aforesaid, or such other Person as “@WS 
the said Commissioners, or the major Part of them, shall nominate 

and appoint to receive the same, for the Publick Use and Benefit 

of the said Town; and to be taken up a Second Time. 

Provided always, That such Taker-up or Purchaser, build and 
finish, within Eighteen Months after such his Entry made, such 
House as in this Act is before limited and appointed to be built by the 
first Taker-up: Which House so built, shall give and settle as good p. 35 
an Estate, to all Intents and Purposes, to such Second Taker-up and 
Builder, as aforesaid, his Heirs and Assigns, as is in and by this Act 
before limited and settled upon the first Taker-up and Builder. And 
in Case any of the said Lots shall be neglected to be taken up in the 
Town aforesaid, during the Term of Seven Years, next after the 
Publication of this Act; that then, and in such Case, the Owner, or 
Persons interested at first in such Land, shall, after such Time ex- 
pired, be possessed and interested in the said Lot or Lots, as in their 
first and former Estate; any thing in this Act to the contrary, 
notwithstanding. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, by and 
with the Advice and Consent aforesaid, That the Town aforesaid, 
be called by the Name of Janssen Town. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, by and 
with the Advice and Consent aforesaid, That the Commissioners 
aforesaid, or the major Part of them, employ some sufficient Person 
for their Clerk; and that they cause such Clerk to take an Oath, That 
he shall make true and impartial Entries of their Proceedings; and 
assess reasonable Fees for the said Clerk, to be paid him by the sev- 
eral Takers-up of the said Lots; which said Entries they shall cause 
to be made up in a well bound Book, and lodged with the Clerk of 
Anne-Arundel County Court, for the Inspection of any Person. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority, Advice, and Con- 
sent aforesaid, That every Person taking up, or being in Possession 
of any of the Lots taken up in the aforesaid Town, shall be charge- 
able with, and liable to, the Payment of One Penny Current Money 
of Maryland, per Annum, for each Lot, to the Right Honourable 
the Lord Proprietary, and his Heirs for ever; and that the Clerk of 
the said Commissioners do transmit to His Lordship’s Agent, an 
Account of all Lots taken up, pursuant to the Directions of this Act.

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An Act for the Erecting a Town near the Head of Monokin River, 
on the South Side thereof, in Somerset County; and for laying 
into Lots, Twenty Five Acres of Land. 


Whereas, several Inhabitants of Somerset County, have, by their 
Petition to this General Assembly, set forth, That there is a very 
convenient Place for a Town, near the Head of Monokin River, on 
the South Side thereof, by the Bridge, on a Tract of Land now in 
Possession of David Brown, and supposed to be the Right of the 
said David Brown: 

Be it therefore Enacted, by the Right Honourable the Lord Pro- 
prietary, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Upper and 
Lower Houses of Assembly, and the Authority of the same, That 
Col. Levin Gale, Capt. George Dashiels, Major Robert King, Capt. 


. Henry Ballard, and Mr. George Gale, or any Three of them, shall be, 


and are hereby appointed Commissioners for Somerset County afore- 
said; and are hereby authorized and impowered, as well to agree 
for the Buying and Purchasing Twenty Five Acres of Land out of 
the Tract aforesaid, and such Part, not exceeding Twenty Five 
Acres, as lies most convenient to the Water, as for Surveying and 
Laying out the same, in the most convenient Manner, into Thirty 
equal Lots, to be erected into a Town. 

And be it further Enacted, That the Commissioners aforesaid, 
herein before nominated and appointed, or the major Part of them, 
are hereby impowered, some Time before the Last Day of August, 
which shall be in the Year of our Lord God, One Thousand, Seven 
Hudred, and Thirty Three, to meet together, on the Tract of Land 
aforesaid, or some other convenient Place thereto ; and shall then and 
there treat and agree with the Owner or Owners, and the Persons 
interested in the said Twenty Five Acres of Land, for the same; 
and after Purchase thereof, shall cause the same to be surveyed, laid 
out, and divided, as near as may be, into Thirty equal Lots, allowing 
such sufficient Space or Quantity thereof, for Streets, Lanes, or 
Alleys, as to them shall seem meet, with Posts or Stakes towards 
every Street, Lane, or Alley; the said Lots to be numbered One, 
Two, Three, and so on, to Thirty, for the better and more sure dis- 
tinguishing each Lot from the other: Of which said Thirty Lots, 
the Owner or Owners of the said Land, shall have his or their first 
Choice for Two Lots; provided he or they make their Choice within 
Four Days after the Survey aforesaid is made; and after such 
Choice, the remaining Lots may be taken up by others: And that no 
Person shall presume to purchase more than One Lot, within the said 
Twenty Five Acres, during the first Four Months, after Laying out 
the same; and that the said Lots shall be purchased by the Inhab- 


 itants of the County aforesaid. And in Case the Inhabitants shall

Which Jury, upon their Oaths, shall enquire to whom the said Land 
belongs, and assess and return what Damages and Recompence they 
shall think fit, to be awarded to the Owners of the said Twenty Five 
Acres of Land, and to all Persons interested therein, according to 
their several and respective Interests: And what Sum of Tobacco, 
the said Jury shall adjudge the said Twenty Five Acres of Land to 
be worth, shall be paid to the Owners so found by their Verdict, and 
to all Persons they find interested therein, by such Person or Persons 
as shall take up the said Lots, proportionably to their Lot or Lots, p. 37 
which shall give the said Purchaser or Purchasers, their Heirs and 
Assigns, an absolute Estate of Fee Simple in the said Lot or Lots : 
he or they complying with the Requisites in this Act mentioned. 
And be it further Enacted, That the Surveyor of Somerset 
County, for the Time being, shall have and receive, for Surveying 
and Laying out the Town aforesaid, the Sum of Four Hundred 
Pounds of Tobacco, and no more; to be paid and allowed him in 
the County Levy: And that he return a Plat thereof to the County 
Clerk, to be by him kept amongst the County Records. And in Case 
the Taker-up of such Lot or Lots, refuse or neglect to build upon 
such Lot or Lots, within Eighteen Months, an House, with one 
Brick Chimney, that shall cover Four Hundred square Feet, that 
then it shall and may be lawful for any other Person or Persons 
whatsoever, to enter upon the said Lot or Lots, so as aforesaid not 
built upon, paying such Sum of Tobacco, as shall be first set and 
assessed upon such Lot to the Commissioners aforesaid, or such 
other Person as the said Commissioners, or the major Part of them 
shall nominate and appoint to receive the same, for the Publick Use 
and Benefit of the said Town: and to be taken up a Second Time. 
Provided always, That such Taker-up or Purchaser, build and 
finish, within Eighteen Months after such his Entry made, such 
House as in this Act is before limited and appointed to be built by the 
first Taker-up; which House, so built, shall give and settle as good 
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an Estate, to all Intents and Purposes, to such Second Taker-up 
and Builder, as aforesaid, his Heirs and Assigns, as is in and by this 
Act before limited and settled upon the first Taker-up and Builder. 
And in Case any of the said Lots shall be neglected to be taken up, in

their Proceedings; and assess reasonable Fees for the said Clerk; 
to be paid him by the several Takers-up of the said Lots: Which said 
Entries, they shall cause to be made up in a well bound Book, and 
lodged with the Clerk of Somerset County Court, for the Inspection 
of any Person. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority, Advice, and Con- 
sent aforesaid, That every Person taking up, or being in Possession 
of, any the Lots taken up in the aforesaid Town, shall be chargeable 
with, and liable to the Payment of, One Penny Current Money of 
Maryland, per Annum, for each Lot, to the Right Honourable the 
Lord Proprietary, and his Heirs for ever: And that the Clerk of the 
said Commissioners do transmit to His Lordship’s Agent, an Ac- 
count of all Lots taken up, pursuant to the Directions of this Act. 

Saving, to His most Sacred Majesty, His Heirs and Successors, 
the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary, His Heirs and Suc- 
cessors, and to all Bodies Politick and Corporate, and to all Persons 
not mentioned in this Act, their several and respective Rights; any 
thing in this Act, to the contrary thereof, in any wise, notwith- 
standing. 


An Act for the Relief of Prisoners for Debt. 


Whereas, many Persons, by Losses, and other Misfortunes, by 
the necessary Charge of a numerous Family, or by inevitable Losses 
or Misfortunes, deserving the Compassion of Mankind, and not hav- 
ing been guilty of fraudulent and deceitful Practices, become in- 
capable of paying their whole Debts; and though willing to make 
the utmost Satisfaction they can, may be detained in Prison, by their 
too rigid and and severe Creditors: And whereas, such unhappy 
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Debtors, have always been deemed the proper Objects of Publick Session 
Compassion; for the Relief, therefore, of such unhappy Debtors, '#¥s 
who shall faithfully discover upon Oath, and deliver up and assign 
all their Estates and Effects whatsoever, for the Benefit of their 
Creditors, 

Be it Enacted, by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary, by 
and with the Advice and Consent of the Upper and Lower Houses 
of Assembly, and the Authority of the same, That the several and 
respective Justices of the several County Courts of this Province, 
be, and are hereby impowered, authorized, and required, upon the 
Petition to them preferred, of such poor Prisoner for Debt or Dam- 
age, to be discharged, to call, and cause to come before them, or any 
Three of them, whereof One to be of the Quorum, such Debtor or 
Debtors, who at any Time after the End of this present Session of 
Assembly, shall be actually in Prison, or Custody of any Sheriff or 
Goaler within this Province, for any Debt or Damages, or upon any 
Attachment or Execution, or any Process issued or issuing by any 
legal Authority, for any Debt or Damages; as also the Sheriff or 
Goaler, in whose Custody such Debtors are detained, with the Cause 
of such Detainer ; before which said Justices, or any Three of them, 
as aforesaid, such Prisoner shall take the following Oath (or 
Affirmation if a Quaker :) 

I A. B. do, upon my corporal Oath, solemnly profess and declare 
before Almighty God, that I have not any Estate Real or Personal, 
in Possession, Reversion, or Remainder, of the Value of Forty Shil- 
lings in the Whole, or sufficient to pay the Debt or Damages for 
which I am imprisoned; and that I have not directly or indirectly at 
any Time since the Debt or Damage aforesaid became due, sold, 
leased, or otherwise conveyed, disposed of, or intrusted, all or any 
Part of my Estate, thereby to secure the same, to receive or expect 
any Profit or Advantage thereof, or defraud or deceive any Creditor 
or Creditors whatsoever, to whom I stand indebted. 

Then, after taking such Oath, or Affirmation, as aforesaid, the p. 30 
said Justices, as aforesaid, shall remand the Prisoner to Prison, and 
shall give a Certificate in Writing under their Hands and Seals, to 
such Prisoner, of his having taken such Oath, or Affirmation, as 
aforesaid, before them, to be served upon, or left at the usual Place 
of Abode, of such Person or Persons, or their Attorney or Agents, in 
the County or Province, if not Resident, at whose Suit such Prisoner 
standeth charged and imprisoned, thereby appointing as well the 
said Person or Persons, as the said Prisoner, to appear before the 
said Justices, at the next Court to be holden for the said County ; 
when if it shall appear upon Oath, (which Oath the Justices are 
impowered to administer) the said Certificate was so served, or 
left Forty Days or more, before the said Court; and that the said 
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Oath taken by the said Prisoner, be not disproved by good and 
sufficient Testimony ; then the said Justices being satisfied therewith, 
and that the Poverty and Inability of such Debtor, did not proceed 
from their having been guilty of fraudulent and deceitful Practices, 
shall direct their Warrant under their Hands and Seals, commanding 
the said Sheriff, Goaler, or Keeper of the Prison, to set at Liberty 
and discharge the said Prisoner, if imprisoned for the Causes afore- 
said, and no other, without paying any thing for Imprisonment Fees 
for the present; but the Sheriff or Coroner, shall be paid such Fees, 
out of what shall arise by the Servitude of such Prisoner, if sold, 
preferable to any other Creditor: Which Warrant shall be a suffi- 
cient Discharge to the same Sheriff, Goalor, or Keeper of the Prison; 
and no Action of Escape, or other Action, shall be brought against 
them, or any of them, for the same, in any wise. 

And forasmuch as some Persons being Prisoners, and petitioning 
as aforesaid to be relieved, cannot take the aforesaid Oath, or Affir- 
mation, by Reason of their having some Estate, Goods, Debts, or 
Effects, though not being sufficient to pay his or their Debts, which 
the Prisoner or Prisoners are willing to yield, surrender, and give 
up, to the Use of his or their Creditors, equally to be divided amongst 
them, Be it therefore Enacted, by the Authority, Advice, and Con- 
sent aforesaid, That any such Prisoner or Prisoners, that shall 
actually yield, surrender, and give up, to the Use of all his Creditors, 
equally to be divided amongst them accordingly, pursuant to the 
Directions of this Act, in case such Prisoner or Prisoners, shall take 
the following Oath or Affirmation to the same Effect: 

LA. B. do solemnly swear, in the Presence of Almighty God, That 
the Inventory by me delivered to the Sheriff of County, a 
Copy of which Inventory I have now delivered to the Justices of 
County Court, with my Petition to that Court, doth contain a full 
and just Account of my real and personal Estate, Debts, Credits, 
Goods, and Effects, which I am ready to deliver up, assign, and 
make over, to such Trustee or Trustees, as my Creditors shall think 
fit to make Choice of, or in case my Creditors should not meet or 
choose a Trustee, to the Sheriff of County, in Trust for the 
Use of my Creditors, is the whole Estate, whether real or personal, 
which I have, or have any Title to in the World; and that I have not 
any Estate, Debts, Credits, Goods, or Effects of any kind whatsoever 
left, either in Possession, Reversion, or Remainder, (the necessary 
wearing Apparel for my self, Wife, and Children, and the Tools or 
Instruments of my Trade or Calling, not exceeding Ten Pounds 
Current Money in Value, in the Whole, only excepted;) and that 
I have not directly or indircetly, at any Time since my becoming so 
indebted, sold, leased, or otherwise conveyed, disposed of, or in- 
trusted, all or any Part of my Estate, thereby to secure the same, to 
receive or expect any Profit or Advantage thereof. 
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After which Proceedings, and Oath, so had and made, it shall and Session 
may be lawful for any such Person or Persons as aforesaid, that L@ws 
shall be actually in Prison, for any of the Causes, and in Manner as 
aforesaid, at the next County Court after such Imprisonment, to be 
held for the County where such Debtors are in Prison, or at any 
other Court thereafter, give an Account upon Oath, to the Justices 
of the said Court, or any Three of them as aforesaid, of all his 
Estate, real and personal; and of his Readiness to surrender up, and 
assign to such Trustee or Trustees, being appointed as aforesaid, 
or for want of such Trustee or Trustees, to the Sheriff of the said 
County, according to the Oath herein before prescribed, and declare 
his Willingness to part with the same, to be equally divided amongst 
his or their Creditors, towards Satisfaction of his or their Debts; 
upon which Tender or Surrender to be made, it shall and may be 
lawful to and for the said Justices, or any Three of them, in Court 
sitting, as aforesaid, and they are hereby impowered and required, 
to cause publick Notice to be given, to all his or their Creditors, in 
Forty Days after the End of the said Court, to appear at the Court- * 
house where the Debtor is detained in Prison, before Two or Three 
Justices of the Peace of the said County, whom the Sheriff of the 
said County is hereby required to summon, on Request of such 
Prisoners, to make Choice and appoint a Trustee or Trustees; and in 
case of such Appointment not being made by such Creditors, then 
the Sheriff of such County to take and receive such Debtors Estate 
into his or their Charge; and cause the same to be inventoried, ap- 
praised, and valued: And the said Debtors are hereby ordered and 
directed to convey, assign, transfer, and make over, to the Trustee 
or Trustees, so to be appointed by the Creditors of such Debtor or 
Debtors, and for want of such Appointment, to the Sheriff of that 
County, for the Use of the said Creditors, all such their Estate, 
Interest, or Claim, after such Manner as the said Trustee or Trus- 
tees, or the Sheriff aforesaid, or his or their Council learned in the 
Law, shall reasonably devise or require, at the Cost and Charges 
of such Person or Persons as shall claim the Benefit thereof; so 
always as such Prisoners be not burthened with any Warrantys 
thereof, other than from themselves, or those that claim by, from, 
or under them; with an Account to such Trustee or Trustees, or 
Sheriff, as aforesaid, of their Debts due from such Debtors: And 
after such Apraisement, the said Trustee or Trustees, or Sheriff, 
are impowered to sell the same, by way of Auction, or otherwise, as 
to them shall seem meet; after which Assignment and Conveyance, 
it shall and may be lawful to and for the Justices, in case it 
appears to them that the Poverty and Inability of such Prisoners 
proceeded rather from the Causes mentioned in the Preamble, than 
any deceitful and fraudulent Practices, by Warrant under their 
Hands and Seals, to direct the said Sheriff to discharge such Pris- 
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oner or Prisoners; which said Sheriff shall forthwith accordingly 
discharge the same from his Custody. 

And whereas several Persons are now in Prison, for Debt, who 
before the Meeting of this present General Assembly, have con- 
tinued so for Forty Days, and upwards, who always since their 
first Imprisonment, have been, and now are, willing to yield, sur- 
render, and give up, for the Use of his or their Creditors, all their 
Estate, Goods, Debts, or Effects, pursuant to the Directions of this 
Act of Assembly, and to take the last Oath, or Affirmation, in this 
Act prescribed : 

Be it therefore Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, by and with 
the Advice and Consent aforesaid, That it shall and may be lawful 
for any such Person or Persons, who are now in Prison for Debt, 
and who before the Meeting of this present General Assembly, have 
continued so for Forty Days, and upwards, at any Time after the 
End of this present Session of Assembly, to deliver to the Sheriff of 
the County where such Prisoner is kept in Prison, an Inventory of 
his whole Estate, and to lodge with the Clerk of that County Court, 
a Copy of the said Inventory, with a Copy of the last mentioned 
Oath, in this Act mentioned, certified by One or Two of the Justices 
of the Peace of that County, to have been taken by such Prisoner, 
before him or them, and cause publick Notice to be left at the Court- 
house, Churches, Chapels, and all other publick Places within the 
said County, for all their Creditors, at any Time, not being less than 
Twenty Days after the Date of the said Publication, to appear at 
the Court-house where the Debtor is detained in Prison, before 
Two or Three Justices of the Peace of the said County, whom the 
Sheriff of the said County is hereby required to summon, on Request 
of such Prisoner or Prisoners, to make Choice and appoint a Trus- 
tee or Trustees as aforesaid; and in case of such Appointment not 
being made, as aforesaid, then the Sheriff of such County to take and 
receive such Debtors Estate into his or their Charge; and cause 
the same to be inventoried, appraised, and valued: And the said 
Debtors are hereby ordered and directed, to convey, assign, transfer, 
and make over, to the Trustee or Trustees, so to be appointed by the 
Creditors of such Debtor or Debtors, and for want of such Appoint- 
ment, to the Sheriff of that County, for the Use of the said Creditors, 
all such their Estate, Interest, or Claim, after such Manner as the 
said Trustee or Trustees, or the Sheriff aforesaid, or his or their 
Council learned in the Law, shall reasonable devise or require, at the 
Cost and Charges of such Person or Persons as shall claim the 
Benefit thereof, so always as such Prisoners be not burthened with 
any Warrantys thereof, other than from themselves, or those that 
claim by, from, or under them; with an Account, to such Trustee 
or Trustees, or Sheriff, as aforesaid, of their Debts due from such 
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Debtors: And after such Appraisement, the said Trustee or Trus- Session 
tees, or Sheriff, are impowered to sell the same, by way of Auction, or PED 
otherwise, as to them shall seem meet. After which Assignment 
and Conveyance, it shall and may be lawful, to and for the said 
Justices, in case it appears to them, that the Poverty and inability of 
such Prisoners proceeded rather from the Causes mentioned in the 
Preamble, than fraudulent and deceitful Practices, by Warrant, 
under their Hands and Seals, to direct the said Sheriff to discharge 
such Prisoner or Prisoners; which said Sheriff shall forthwith ac- 
cordingly discharge the same from his Custody. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, by and 
with the Advice and Consent aforesaid, That all and every the 
Estate, Real or Personal, of such Prisoners, or every Sum or Sums 
of Money, or Quantities of Tobacco, that shall or may be raised 
by Servitude, Sale of such Real or Personal Estate, if sold by Virtue 
of this Act, shall be distributed and paid, by the Trustees, Sheriff, p. 42 
or Coroner, to and amongst the Creditors, in Proportion to their 
Debts, after Deduction of the Fees due to the Sheriff or Coroner, for 
serving the Execution or Imprisonment Fees, which shall be paid 
in the first Place to the said Sheriff, or Coroner. 

Provided always, That this Act shall not extend to discharge any 
Person from any Debt due to, or Suit of, the Crown, or from any 
Debt or Damage due to, or claim from, the Lord Proprietary, for his 
own Use or Benefit. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority, Advice, and Con- 
sent aforesaid, That all and every Sale, or Sales, that shall be made 
by the said Trustee, or Trustees, Sheriff, or Coroner aforesaid, of 
such Debtors Estate, as aforesaid, shall be good and valid in Law; 
and bar the Debtor, and his and their Heirs, and all others claiming 
under them, to all Intents, Constructions, and Purposes whatsoever. 

And be it further Enacted, That no Prisoner shall be discharged 
out of Prison, until he shall declare upon Oath or Affirmation, as 
aforesaid, before the Justices as aforesaid, what Debts are owing to 
him, or them, to the best of his or their Remembrance, a Schedule 
whereof shall be made by the said Justices, or Clerk of the County 
Court; and the Creditors or such of them as will join, shall be, and 
are hereby impowered to sue for the same, in the Prisoner’s Name, 
saving him harmless from all Cost and Damages; and after Recovery 
of all or any such Debts, they shall be by the said Trustee, or Trus- 
tees, or Sheriff aforesaid, applied towards Satisfaction of such 
Creditors who sued, or was at the Charge of recovering the same. 

Provided nevertheless, and it is the true Intent and Meaning of 
this Act, That if any Person, or Persons, not having Wife or Chil- 
dren to maintain, being Prisoners, as aforesaid, and petitioning to 
be relieved by this Act, shall be of an handy-craft Trade, and of 
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Ability of Body to follow the same, or having no Trade, is otherwise 
of Strength and Ability of Body to labour; and that either of their 
Creditors are willing to accept of their Service, in Satisfaction of 
their Debts, or Part thereof, to be divided amongst the Creditors, 
as aforesaid; or that any other Person will accept thereof, and dis- 
charge them from the Creditors, for any Length of Time, not ex- 
ceeding Seven Years; every such Person refusing to make Satis- 
faction to their Creditors, by Servitude, in Manner aforesaid, shall 
not be allowed to reap any Advantage by this Act: But then it shall - 
and may be lawful, in every such Case, for the Justices of the respec- 
tive Counties, where the said Debtor or Debtors are actually in 
Prison, upon Application to the Justices, by any Creditor or Cred- 
itors of such Debtor, Notice being affixed at the Court-house Door 
the Court preceeding such Application, to oblige such Debtor to 
become a Servant to any Person who shall employ him, and who 
shall find and provide necessary Cloaths, Meat, Drink, Washing, 
and Lodging for such Debtor, for so long Time as may be sufficient 
to satisfy and pay the Debt or Debts by him due or owing, or such 
Part thereof as can be raised by the Servitude of such Person, so as 
no such Debtor shall be obliged to serve longer than Seven Years; 
and the Money or Tobacco arising thereby, to be applied towards 
discharging the Claim or Claims of their Creditor or Creditors so 
applying, proportionably, according to their several Demands; any 
thing herein contained to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Provided likewise, and be it Enacted by the Authority, Advice, 
and Consent aforesaid, That notwithstanding the Discharge of the 
Persons of the Prisoners aforesaid, upon taking etither of the Oaths 
aforesaid, (excepting such as shall make Satisfaction by Servitude) 
all and every Judgment now had and taken, or that shall hereafter 
be obtained, had and taken, against any of the forementioned Pris- 
oners, by any of their Creditors, for any Debt or Debts, owing and 
remaining due from any of them, to such their Creditors after such 
surrender and Distribution made as aforesaid, shall be and stand 
good and effectual in Law, to all Intents and Purposes, against the 
Lands, Tenements, and Hereditaments, Goods, and Chattles, that 
the said several Prisoners so discharged, as aforesaid, shall here- 
after acquire, and come to the Possession of, and in their own Right 
only. And it shall and may be lawful, to and for the Creditors of 
the said several Prisoners, so discharged as aforesaid, their Execu- 
tors, Administrators, or Assigns, to take out any new Execution, 
against the Lands, Tenements, Hereditaments, Goods, and Chattels 
of the Prisoner, or Prisoners, aforesaid, (his or their wearing Ap- 
parel, Bedding for his or their Family, and Tools necessary for his 


‘or their Trade or Occupation, and what may be necessary for their 


Subsistance, not exceeding the Value of Ten Pounds Current 
Money, only excepted,) for the Satisfaction of the Remainder of 
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his or their said Debt, in such Sort, Manner, and Form, as he or they Session 
might have done, if the Person or Persons of the said several Pris- L@¥S 
oners, so discharged as aforesaid, had never been taken in Exe- 
cution; any Act, Statute, or Custom to the contrary, not- 
withstanding. 

And for the better Discovery and Application of the Lands and 
Effects, which such Debtors may after their Discharge, and by Vir- 
tue of this Act, obtain and acquire, according to the true Intent and 
Meaning of this Act: 

Be it therefore Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, by and with 
the Advice and Consent aforesaid, That on Application of any 
Creditor or Creditors, of such Debtor or Debtors, to the Justices of 
any County Court in this Province, it shall and may be lawful, to and 
for such Justices, to compel such Debtor, or any other Person, if 
Resident in the County, by Summons or Attachment, to appear 
before them, and answer upon Oath, or Affirmation if a Quaker, 
to such Questions as may be asked them, which may conduce to the 
Discovery of such Lands or Effects; and the Answers to be made 
to such Questions, shall be recorded, in the Records of the County 
Court, where such Questions shall be asked; and shall be allowed 
as Evidence, in any Court of this Province, where any Suit shall 
be allowed as Evidence, in any Court of this Province, where any 
suit shall or may be commenced or prosecuted, for the Recovery of 
such Lands or Effects, for the Benefit of the Creditors. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority, Advice, and Consent 
aforesaid, that in case the Sheriff, or any other Person concerned 
in the Execution of this Act, shall be sued for any Matter or Thing 
required of them, or either of them, to be done, by Virtue of this 
Act, that then the said Sheriff, or other Person whom it may con- 
cern, may enter a common Appearance, without special Bail, to any 
such Action or Actions as shall be brought against them, or any 
of them, and plead thereto the general Issue, and give this Act, and 
the special Matter therein, in Evidence; and that in case the Plantiff p. 44 
or Plantiffs commencing or bringing such Action or Actions, as 
aforesaid, shall be nonsuited, have a Verdict pass against him, or 
discontinue his Action, the Defendant shall recover against him or 
them, double Costs of Suits; any Law, Statute, Usage, or Custom 
to the contrary, notwithstanding. 

Be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, by and with 
the Advice and Consent aforesaid, That such Prisoner who shall 
not make a full and exact Discovery, upon any of the Oaths afore- 
said, of his or her Debts, Effects, Lands, Tenements, and Heredita- 
ments, as aforesaid, shall upon legal Conviction be adjudged a Felon, 
and suffer Death, without Benefit of Clergy. 
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This Act to continue for One Year, and to the End of the next 
Session of Assembly, after the Expiration of the said One Year. 


An Act for the Relief of Anthony Parker, Patrick Ryely & Cleborn 
Lomax Languishing Prisoners in Charles County Goal 


Whereas the said Anthony Parker by his Humble Petition to this 
Generall Assembly hath set forth that In March Anno Domini One 
thousand Seven hundred & thirty he was Committed to the Custody 
of the Sherriff of Charles County on Suspition of a Rape upon 
which an Indictment Was sent to the Grand Jury & by them found 
Ignoramus but that whilst the Jury had the st Indictm* Under their 
Consideration the st Anthony Parker broke Prison & Endeavoured 
to make his Escape but was Soon Retaken by the Shirriff of Charles 
County & was tried & Convicted for breakin the said Goal & fined 
for the Same & the said Cleborn Lomax & Patrick Ryley by their 
humble Petition to this General Assembly have also set forth that 
they were Severally Convicted of felony & that They the s*? An- 
thony Parker Patrick Ryley & Cleborn Lomax have Continued 
a long time in Prison for fees that arose due to the Several Officers 
on the Prosecutions against them for the said Crimes & Still Con- 
tinue in the like Deplorable Circumstances not being Able to redeem 
Their bodies with all the Estate or Interest they have in the World 
which they would readily Surrender up & part with as well for Pay- 
ing their Several Other Creditors as the s4 fees if they Would 
Accept of the Same & Grant the s* Petitioners their Liberty which 
seems So Unlikely for them to Obtain (Unless relieved by a par- 
ticular Act to be Passed in their Favour which by their said Petitions 
they Have Humbly prayed) they must Inevitably Continue Pris- 
oners For Life & thereby their familys utterly ruined & for that the 
truth of the s¢ Petitioners Allegations is made Appear to this 
Present General Assembly by Sufficient Testimony & that The 
said Petitioners & their familys are Objects of Charity & that their 
lying in Goal can Be no benefit to their Creditors it is humbly 
prayed that the said Petitioners may be relieved According to their 
Prayer & that it may be Enacted And be it Enacted by the right 
Honourable the Lord Proprietary by & with the advice & Consent 
of the upper & Lower Houses of Assembly & the Authority of the 
Same that unless all or Any of the Creditor or Creditors of the said 
Anthony Parker Patrick Ryley & Cleborn Lomax or the Creditor or 
Creditors of Any or Either of them or the Attorney or Attorneys 
of such Creditor or Creditors aforesaid within this Province shall 
within twenty Days after the End of this Session of Assembly go 
to the Sherriff of the afores! County of Charles and Give good 
Security to pay the Imprisonment fees at the Sum of Ten pounds of 
Tobacco Per Day that shall or may become due from the said An- 
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thony Parker Patrick Riely & Cleborn Lomax after the End of the Session 
s* Twenty Days & also find the st Anthony Parker, Patrick Ryley & ws 
Cleborn Lomax or Any or Either of them Sufficient meat Drink & 
Cloathing During their Future Imprisonmt and in Case they the 
said Anthony Parker Patrick Ryley & Cleborn Lomax shall De- 
liver up & Surrender or Cause to be Delivered up & Surrendered to p. 74 
the Sherriff of the County Aforesaid in the Presence of Two Jus- 
tices of the Peace of the st County whom the s¢ Sherriff is hereby 
required to Summon On the request of the said Anthony Parker, 
Patrick Ryley & Cleborn Lomax at Some Convenient Time after the 
Receipt of this Act not Exceeding ten Days all their Real & Personal 
Estate Either in Possession Reversion or Remainder or In trust or 
in or unto which they have or any or Either of them hath Any Claim 
or Interest whatsoever & Likewise before the Day before men- 
tioned Convey Assign Transfer & make over unto the Sherriff of 
Charles County for the use of the said Creditors all such their Es- 
tate Interest or Claim as Aforesaid after such Manner as by the said 
Sherriff and the Major part of the said Creditors Or such of them 
as shall think fit to Direct therein or their Council Larned in the Law 
shall reasonably devise or Require at the Costs & Charges of such 
Persons as shall Claim the benefit thereof so as the sé Anthony 
Parker, Patrick Ryley & Cleborn Lomax be not burthened with any 
Warrantees thereby other then from them Selves or Those that Claim 
by from or under them & that the st Anthony Parker, Patrick Ryley

that I have not Directly or Indirectly Sold leased or Otherwise Con- 
veyed Disposed of or Intrusted all or Any part of my Estate thereby 
to Defraud my Creditors or to Secure the same to receive or Ex- 
cept Any Profit or Advantage Thereof So help me God It shall 
& may be Lawfull for the Sheriff of the County afores¢ After the 
End of the Said Twenty Days & the said Sherriff is hereby required 
to Discharge the s* Anthony Parker, Patrick Ryley & Cleborn 
Lomax out of his Custody & to Suffer them to go at Large And 
be it Further Enacted by the Authority afores’ that the said An-

thony Parker Patrick Ryley & Cleborn Lomax or Any of them 
(Except as before Excepted) for the Satisfaction of his or their 
Debt or Debts in Such Sort manner & form as he or they might have 
done if the st Anthony Parker Patrick Ryley & Cleborn Lomax or 
Any of them had not been Taken in Execution or Discharged by 
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Virtue of this Act And be it Enacted by the Authority Afores‘ that 
if Any Action of Escape be brought against any Sherriff or any 
Suit or Action be brought Against Any Justice or Justices for Per- 
forming their Office in Pursuance of this Act he or they may plead 
the General Issue & give this Act & the Special matter in Evidence

Perjury thereupon or of a Willfull breach or noncompliance with 
the tenor of Such Oath or Affirmation as Aforesaid that then the 
said Anthony Parker Patrick Ryley & Cleborn Lomax or Such of 
them as shall be Convicted as Aforesaid shall upon such Conviction 
Suffer Death without benefit of Clergy & the Estate or Estates of 
such Convicted Person or Persons shall Appertain to the use of the 
right Honourable the Lord Proprietary his heirs & Successors any- 
thing therein Contained to the Contrary notwithstanding. Pro- 
vided always that the Sherriff of Charles County shall be first Satis-

Share of the Prisoners Effects & if the s‘ Prisoners Effects shall 
not be Sufficient To pay & Satisfie to the Sherriff his Imprisonment 
fees that then Each respective Prisoner shall After his Releasem* 
Out of Prison be liable to Pay & Satisfie to the Sherriff the Residue 
of his Imprisonmt fees Provided that the s¢ Sherriff shall not 
Prosecute or Imprison Such Prisoners within two years after his 
releasmt any thing in this Act to the Contrary notwithstanding 
Saving to his most Sacred Majesty his heirs & Successors the right 
Honourable the Lord Proprietary his heirs & Successors & all 
bodies Politick & Corporate & all Others not mentioned in this Act 
their Severall & Respective Rights.

them unqualified, or incapable to sit for that Reason: Had the 
Gentlemen you have been pleased to expel, been guilty of, or 
charged with any Misdemeanor in their Duty as Members of Your 
House; You would have been the proper Judges how to proceed; 
and I would not pretend to interpose; but when you have proceeded 
to so great a Length, as Either to make a Vote, or Resolution of 
your own house equally valid and binding to an Act of Assembly, 
or else to form a violent & unreasonable Construction upon Laws, 
so as to make them agreeable to your Purpose; I could not without 
being wanting in my Duty to His Majesty, Hjs Lordship the Lord 
Proprietary, as well as the Discharge of the Obligation I am under 
to preserve the Rights and Liberties of His Majesty’s Subjects under 
my Government, delay exercising that Authority with which I am 
intrusted in preserving Our Constitution, and hindering One Branch 
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of Our Legislature from engrossing the same Power and Authority 
which is vested and only vested in the whole 

It has always been the Custom of Our Mother Country to keep 
up, and Support that necessary Dependance, which One Part of the 
Legislature has and ought to have upon Others, to the End that 
Publick Interest may be carried on by the united Endeavours of all 
the Parts of the Legislature: It is by observing these wise Maxims, 
that Our happy Constitution is so firmly established; and nothing 
can in all Probability tend more to weaken that Establishment, than 
the overthrowing that Dependance I have been mentioning; and It 
is evident to any Considering impartial Man, that your expelling 
your Members in the Manner you have done, is assuming a Power 
to your selves entirely independent, and indeed destructive of the 
other Parts of the Legislature; and of the Liberties and Properties 
of His Majesty’s Subjects; which, not only as a Governor but as a 
Subject to His Majesty King George, I am obliged to support and 
maintain to the Utmost of my Power; And therefore, with the 
Advice of His Lordship’s Council of State I Dissolve this present 
General Assembly, and It is accordingly dissolved.

Ata Session of Assembly, begun and held at the City of Annapolis, Session 
in Maryland, the Twentieth Day of March, 1734, the following Laws ee 
were Enacted. 


An Act to adjourn the Courts of Assize, Nisi Prius, and Goal Deliv- Chap. I 
ery, Provincial Court; and to continue the Process and Proceed- 
ings in Some of the County Courts within this Province; and to 
enlarge the Time for taking out Executions. 


Whereas several of the Justices of the Provincial and County 
Courts of this Province, as well as several of the practising Lawyers 
in the said Courts, are Members of the Lower House of Assembly, 
and obliged to attend their Duty therein, so that the Business depend- 
ing in the said Courts cannot be carried on and dispatched, without 
obstructing the Publick Affairs of the whole Province: For Remedy 
whereof, ; 

Be it Enacted, by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary, by 
and with the Advice and Consent of His Lordship’s Governour, and 
the Upper and Lower Houses of Assembly, and the Authority of the 
same, That the Assizes appointed to be held in April, in the Year 
Seventeen Hundred and Thirty Five, shall be held in the Month of 
May, in the same Year as followeth; viz. In Baltimore County 
Court-House, the First Tuesday in the same Month ; in Annapolis, 
for Anne-Arundel County, the Monday after; in Calvert County 
Court-house, the Friday after; in St. Mary’s County Court-house, 
the Wednesday after; in Charles County Court-house, the Monday 
after ; and in Prince George’s County Court-house, the F riday after: 
In Somerset County Court-house, the First Tuesday in the same 
Month; in Dorchester County Court-House, the Monday after; in 
Talbot County Court-house, the Thursday after; in Queen-Anne’s 
County Court-house, the Wednesday after, in Kent County Court- 
house, the Monday after; and in Cecil County Court-house, the 
Friday after: And that all Process, Recognizances, and Proceedings 
of every Kind, either Civil or Criminal, taken or made, or which 
ought to have been taken, or made returnable to the Assizes, ap- 
pointed by Law to be held in the Month of April aforesaid, shall be 
deemed, construed, taken, and adjudged, as if taken, or made return- 
able to the Assizes, appointed by this Act to be held in the Month of 
May, as aforesaid.

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Thirty Five, shall be adjourned to, and held on the Second Tuesday 
of July next ensuing the said Third Tuesday of May; and that all 
Writs, Process, and Proceedings whatsoever, Civil and Criminal, 
issued, made, taken, or returnable, to the Third Tuesday in May 
aforesaid, shall be held, deemed, taken, construed, and adjudged, as 
if made, issued, or taken, returnable to the said Second Tuesday in 
July aforesaid; And that Notice of Tryal, or of the Execution of 
Warrants of Re-survey, or other Proceedings, preparatory to a 
Tryal, in any Cause, being given within the Time limited by Law, 
before the holding of the Assizes or Provincial Court, according to 
the Directions of this Act, shall be as available in Law, to all Intents 
and Purposes, as if given within the limited Time before the usual 
Times of holding the said several and respective Courts. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, That all 
Judgments and other Proceedings, either Civil or Criminal, which 
shall be rendered or had at the Courts of Assizes, Nisi Prius, Oyer 
and Terminer, and Goal Delivery, to be held in the Month of May; 
and in the Provincial Court to be held in July, according to the Direc- 
tions of this Act, shall be as good, valid, and effectual, to all Intents 
and Purposes, as if the said Courts were to be held in the Months of 
April and May, according to the Laws now in Being: And that no 
Judgment or Execution, either Civil or Criminal, shall be stayed, 
arrested, or reversed, for or by reason of any Variance, or other 
Defect or Error in any Writ, Process, or Proceeding whatsoever, 
that shall be occasioned by holding the several Courts in this Act 
mentioned, according to the Directions thereof; any Law, Usage, or 
Custom to the contrary, notwithstanding. 

And be it further Enacted, That no Action or Actions now depend- 
ing in the Provincial Court be discontinued, for or by reason that 
such Action or Actions hath or have been continued longer than the 
several Acts of Assembly limiting the Continuance of Actions pre- 
scribe; and that it shall and may be lawful for the Justices of the 
Provincial Court, to continue any Action or Actions now depending 
in the said Court, and which hath or have been already depending 
longer than the Time limited for Continuance of Actions; or which 
cannot conveniently be tried within the Time now limited by Law, 
Two Courts longer than the Laws now in Being, limit and appoint; 
any Law, Usage, or Custom to the contrary notwithstanding. 

And be it further Enacted by the Authority aforesaid, That it 
shall and may be lawful for the several and respective Justices of the 
County Courts within this Province, who already have adjourned, 
or shall adjourn this present March Court to any Time before June 
Court next; and who shall be hindered from proceeding to Business, 
either by the Continuance of this Session of Assembly, or Sitting 
of the Superiour Courts of Judicature, or who shall not be able to 
finish the Business before them at the Times to which such Adjourn- 
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ments have been made or shall be made, to continue any Cause or 
Causes in their said respective Courts, until next June Court; and if 
Need be, to continue any Suit or Action now depending in any of 
their Courts, for Two Courts longer than the Number of Courts 
limited and prescribed by the Act, intituled, An Act to limit the Con- 
tinuance of Actions in several Courts within this Province; and 
ascertaining the Manner of taking the Evidence of Seafaring Men;

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority, Advice, and Consent 
aforesaid, That no Judgment which shall be recovered in any County 
Court of this Province, which hath been or shall be adjourned to any

Adjournment; or which shall be rendered or recovered next June 
Court, in any Action now actually depending and tryable in March 
Court, shall be subject or liable to be superseded by Virtue of the 
Act for Stay of Execution after the Tenth Day of May Yearly, or 
the Supplementary Act thereto, until the First Day of August next; 
any thing in the said Acts, or any other Law to the contrary, notwith- 
standing. 


An Act for the explaining and carrying into Execution, An Act, 
intituled, An Act for laying out and applying Three Thousand 
Five Hundred Pounds, Current Money of Maryland, to the Uses 
therein mention’d. 


Whereas an Act of Assembly, pass’d at a Session of Assembly, 
held at the City of Annapolis, on Tuesday the Thirteenth Day of 
March, in the Year of Our Lord, One Thousand Seven Hundred and 
Thirty Two, intituled, An Act for laying out and applying Three 
Thousand Five Hundred Pounds, Current Money of Maryland, to 
the Uses therein mentioned ; whereby the Honourable Samuel Ogle, 
Esq; was impowered and authorized to purchase convenient Ground 
for the Use of the Publick, in the City of Annapolis, for the Pur- 
poses therein mentioned : 

Be it Enacted, by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary, by 
and with the Advice and Consent of His Lordship’s Governour, and 
the Upper and Lower Houses of Assembly, and by the Authority 
of the same, That the said Samuel Ogle, may be, and is hereby im- 
powered and authorized to purchase convenient Ground for the Pur- 
poses in the said Act mentioned, within the City of Annapolis, or in 
the Lands contiguous and adjacent to said City; so that the said 
Ground so to be purchased, be within the Fence or Inclosure, or now 
esteemed and taken to be the Fence and Inclosure of the said City; 
any thing in the said recited act to the contrary, notwithstanding. 
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And whereas by the said recited act the Honourable Charles Cal- 
vert, Esq; Benjamin Tasker, Esq; and Edmund Jenings, Esq; John 
Beale, Esq; Ralph Crabb, and Philip Hammond, Gentlemen, or the 
major part of them, were authorized and impowered to apply the 
Sum of Five Hundred Pounds, for the Purposes therein mention’d; 
but Three of the said Persons are since deceas’d; so that the Com- 
missioners, or Trustees, for emitting the Bills of Credit, according to 
Act of Assembly, cannot safely pay the said Sum of Five Hundred 
Pounds to the surviving Three Persons; whereby the Intent and 
Design of the said Act is rendered Frustrate, and of no Effect ; 

Be it Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, by and with the Advice 
and Consent aforesaid, That Benjamin Tasker, Esq; and Richard 
Francis, Esq; Mr. Philip Hammond, Mr. Vachel Denton, and Capt. 
Robert Gordon, or the Majority of them, are hereby impowered and 
authorized, to apply the Sum of Five Hundred Pounds, (to be paid 
to Them in Manner herein after directed,) in and towards such 
Repairs of the Council-House, the Stadt-House, and the Parade, in 
Annapolis, as they shall think most proper: And that the Commis- 
sioners, or Trustees, for emitting the Bills of Credit, by Act of As- 
sembly, shall issue and pay the said Money, according to the Direc- 
tions of the said Benjamin Tasker, Edmund Jenings, Richard 


Francis, Philip Hammond, Vachel Denton, and Robert Gordon, or 


the major Part of them. 


An Act for relieving sundry Inhabitants in this Province, from 
the Charges of Prosecutions for not burning Tobacco, in Pur- 
suance of an Act of Assembly, intituled, An Act for Emitting 
and making Current, Ninety Thousand Pounds, Current Money 
of Maryland, in Bills of Credit. 


Forasmuch as many Persons, by the Act of Assembly, intituled, 
An Act for Emitting and making Current, Ninety Thousand Pounds, 
Current Money of Maryland, in Bills of Credit, are required to burn 
One Hundred and Fifty Pounds of Tobacco for each Taxable, by the 
Shortness of the last Crops, have not been, nor are, able so to do, but 
are willing to pay the Twenty Shillings imposed in Lieu thereof; 
and yet subject to an expensive Prosecution in the County Courts: 
For Prevention whereof, 

Be it Enacted by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary, by 
and with the Advice and Consent of his Lordship’s Governour, and 
the Upper and Lower Houses of Assembly, and the Authority of 
the same, That the Justices of the several County Courts shall 
receive all such Sums of Money, as are or shall become due by Means 
of the said Act for the not burning Tobacco, that shall be tendered to 
them ; and that all Persons that have or shall make Default in burning 
the Tobacco by the said Act required, (whereof Prosecutions are

not already begun for the same,) by the Payment or Tendering, as 
aforesaid, of the Twenty Shillings per Taxable, for every Hundred 
and Fifty Pounds of Tobacco by such Person neglected to be burnt, 
unto the Justices of the County Court where the Neglect hath or 
shall happen, or to any Person or Persons by them authorized, shall 
be freed from all Prosecutions and Charges for the not burning To- 
bacco, as aforesaid ; and that the Justices of the County Courts, when 
it shall appear, by comparing the Constables Lists with the Burners 
Lists, that any Person hath made or shall make Default in burning 
Tobacco, shall call the Party supposed to have failed in his Duty 
before them, by Summons, or otherwise; and if such Person appears 
to have made Default, to give Judgment in a Summary Way for the 
Twenty Shillings per Taxable, and award Execution thereon, if Oc- 
casion be, without any other Cost to the Party charged, than that of 
the Clerk’s and Sheriff’s Fees for Summons, Judgment, and Exe- 
cution. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority, Advice, and Consent 
aforesaid, That the Justices of the County Courts shall, by the 
Twenty Fifth Day of December next, transmit to the Commissioners 
of the Paper Currency for the Time being, at the Risque of the Prov- 
ince, all the Money that shall be by them, or their Order, received, by 
Virtue of this Act, with an Account thereof; and that the Justices, 
for their Trouble therein, shall have and receive Five Pounds per 
Cent. for what they shall receive. 

And whereas it is doubted by many, Whether the Inhabitants of 
this Province, who are by the said Law obliged to burn One Hun- 
dred and Fifty Pounds of trashy Tobacco per Taxable, should do so 
by the Lists of Taxables taken in the Year Seventeen Hundred and 
Thirty Three, or in the Year Seventeen Hundred and Thirty Four: 
To remove which Doubt, it is thought proper it should be Enacted ; 

And be it Enacted, and Declared, by the Authority, Advice, and 
Consent aforesaid, That the Burning for this present Year be, and 
ought to be, according to the Lists of Taxables last taken; any thing 
to the contrary thereof, in the said Act, notwithstanding. 


A Supplementary Act, to the Act, intituled, An Act laying an Im- 
position on Negroes, and on several Sorts of Liquors imported : 
And also on Irish Servants, to prevent the importing too great a 
Number of Irish Papists into this Province. 

Forasmuch as it appears to this General Assembly, to be a Hard- 
ship upon the Importers of Servants and Slaves into this Province, 
to pay Duty for such as shall happen to die, or be exported again 
before Sale: Be it Enacted, by the Right Honourable the Lord Pro- 
prietary by and with the Advice and Consent of His Lordship’s 
Governour, and the Upper and Lower Houses of Assembly, and the 
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Authority of the same, That no Person, or Persons whatsoever, 
hereafter, importing any Servants or Slaves, shall be chargeable with 
or liable to pay any Duty for any Servant or Slave that shall happen 
to die, or be exported out of this Province, before Sale of the said 
Servant or Slave. 

Provided always, That such Death, or Exportation, shall happen 
within Three Months after the Importation of such Servant or 
Slave; and that the said Person or Persons, who shall desire the 
Benefit of this Act, shall declare on his, her, or their corporal Oaths, 
to be administred by the Naval Officer, on the Holy Evangelists of 
Almighty God, That such Servant or Servants, Negroe or Negroes, 
exported or dead, within the said Time of Three Months, is or are 
Part of the Servants or Negroes imported or made Entry of; any 
Law, Usage, or Custom to the contrary, in any wise, notwith- 
standing. f 

And whereas divers Frauds have been committed by Sundry Per- 
sons, not Inhabitants of this Province, importing Negroes from 
Pennsylvania, Virginia, and other Provinces, who make sale of the 
said Negroes without Payment of the Duties arising on such 
Negroes: For Prevention whereof for the Future, 

Be it Enacted, by the Authority, Advice and Consent aforesaid, 
That all and every Person or Persons, in whose Custody any Negroe 
or Negroes so imported into this Province shall be found, shall be 
deemed to be the Importer or Importers, and liable to pay the Duties 
due by Law, to the Naval Officer of the District where the said Per- 
son or Persons reside, under the Penalties by former Acts of As- 
sembly in such Cases inflicted upon the Importer or Importers of any 
Negroe or Negroes, concealed, kept back, or unaccounted for, by 
him, her or them: To be recovered in the Manner, and to the Uses, 
directed by the aforesaid Acts of Assembly. 

And for the more effectual discovering what Rum, Wine, and 
Spirits, by the before-mentioned Act liable to the Payment, of Duty, 
shall be brought into this Province: 

Be it Enacted, by the Authority, Advice, and Consent aforesaid, 
That after the End of this Session of Assembly, every Naval Officer 
within this Province, before he shall make Entry of any such Rum, 
Wine, or Spirits, shall require and receive, from the Person applying 
to make the said Entry, an Invoice on Oath, of the Quantity of 
Gallons, which the Cask, by him at that Time imported, gage in Wine 
Gallons, together with the Marks and Numbers of such Cask. And 
if any such Person shall presume to land any such Rum, Wine, or 
Spirits, from on board any Ship or Vessel within this Province; or 
if it be brought over Land from Pennsylvania or Virginia, shall let 
it be Water-born in Chesapeak-Bay, or any the Branches thereof, 
before Invoice delivered, and Entry made, as aforesaid, shall forfeit 
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the same, or the Value of it: The one Moiety thereof to the Right — 


Honourable the Lord Proprietary, his Heirs and Successors, for the 
Support of Government; and the other Moiety to him or them that 
will seize or sue for the same: To be recovered in any Court of 
Record within this Province, by Action of Debt, Bill, Plaint, or In- 
formation; wherein no Essoin, Protection, or Wager of Law, shall 
be allowed. 

This Act to continue in Force, for and during the Term of Three 
Years, and to the End of the next Session of Assembly which shall 
happen after the Expiration of Three Years. 


An Act for Naturalization. 


For the easier and speedier Investing Aliens or Foreigners with 
all the Rights and Privileges of any His Majesty’s Natural free-born 
Subjects within this Province: Be it Enacted, by the Right Hon- 
ourable the Lord Proprietary, by and with the Advice and Consent of 
His Lordship’s Governour, and the Upper and Lower Houses of 
Assembly, and the Authority of the same, That it shall and may be 
lawful for the Governour, or Commander in Chief, of this Province, 
for the Time being, by a Publick Instrument, under the Broad Seal 
thereof, to declare any Alien or Aliens, Foreigner or Foreigners, 
his, her, or their Child or Children, (Negroes and other Slaves ex- 
cepted) being already settled, or Inhabitants of this Province, or 
such as shall hereafter come to settle, reside, or plant in it, and having 
taken the Oaths to the Government, appointed to be taken by Act of 
Assembly of this Province, and subscribing the Abjuration and 
Test, according to the Directions of the said Act, before the Gov- 
ernour or Commander in Chief, for the Time being, or a Justice of 
the Provincial or County Court of this Province, to be, to all Intents 
and Purposes, fully and compleatly naturalized: And that the said 
Persons so approved of, and named in the said Letters Patent, as 
aforesaid, shall, by Virtue of this Act, have and enjoy to them, and 
their Heirs, the same Immunities and Rights, of and unto the Laws 
and Privileges of this Province, as fully and amply as any of His 
Majesty’s natural-born Subjects have or enjoy within the same, 
as if they themselves had been born within any of His Majesty’s 
Realms or Dominions; any former Law, Ordinance, Usage, or Cus- 
tom to the contrary, in any-wise, notwithstanding. 

And to the Intent the said Letters Patent, or Instrument, under 
the Broad Seal of this Province, as aforesaid, may be obtained with- 
‘out any great Difficulty or Charge, Be it further Enacted, by the 
Authority aforesaid, That the Governour or Commander in Chief, 
shall have and receive for the same, the Sum of Forty Shillings 
Current Money; and the Clerk of the Council, for Writing it, Ten 
Shillings. 
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And be it Enacted, by the Authority, Advice, and Consent afore- 
said, That it shall and may be lawful for any Person or Persons, that 
shall be named in such Patent, at his, her, or their own proper Cost 
and Charge, to have such Patent recorded in the Secretary’s Office ; 
and that an Exemplification of the Record of such Patent, under the 
Seal of the said Office, shall be as effectual and available to all 
Intents and Purposes, as the original Patent; any Law, Usage, or 
Custom, to the contrary, notwithstanding. | 

Provided, That nothing in this Act contained, shall be construed, 
to enable or give Power or Privilege to any Foreigner, to do or 
execute any Matter or Thing, which by any of the Acts made in Eng- 
land, concerning His Majesty’s Plantations, he is disabled to do or 
execute. ; 

This Act to continue for Three Years, and to the End of the next 
Session of Assembly which shall happen after the Expiration of 
Three Years. 


An Act concerning Ordinaries; and for the better Regulating of 
Inn-Holders, and Ordinary-keepers, within this Province. 


Be it Enacted, by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary, by 
and with the Advice and Consent of his Lordship’s Governour, and 
the Upper and Lower Houses of Assembly, and the Authority of the 
same, That from and after the Publication hereof, the Justices of 
each County in Court sitting, be and are hereby impowered and 
authorized, from Time to Time, as often as Need shall require, to 
grant Licences to such Person or Persons as they shall think fit, being 
Persons of good Repute, to be Ordinary-keepers and Inn-holders, 
for the keeping of Ordinaries and Houses of Entertainment so long 
Time, and in such and so many Places, within their several and 
respective Counties, for the Ease and Conveniency of the Inhabitants, 
Travellers, and Strangers, as to them respectively shall seem meet; 
for which Licences, the said Persons that shall be so licensed to keep 
Ordinary, as aforesaid, shall, at the Time of his and their taking such 
Licences, enter into Recognizance to his Lordship the Lord Pro- 
prietary, for the payment of the several and respective Sums 
following; that is to say, for every Licence to keep Ordinary in 
the City of Annapolis, the Sum of Five Pounds current Money, 
to his Lordship; and at any other Place within this Province, the 
Sum of Fifty Shillings current Money, for every Year such Person 
shall keep ordinary, as aforesaid, to be paid as aforesaid; for which 
said Licence and Recognizance, every Ordinary-keeper shall pay to” 
the Clerk of each respective County Court, the Sum of Three Shil- 
lings, and no more. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, That the 
Justices of the several County Courts, be and are hereby authorized 
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and impowered, at their several County Courts, in the Month of Session 
August, Yearly, or oftener, as they shall think fit, having summoned /4ws 
each respective Ordinary-keeper, within their respective County; 
then and there to set and assess the Rates and Prices of all Liquors 
and other Accomodations whatsoever in Current Money of this Prov- 
ince, by them the said Ordinary-keepers to be vended for the Year 
ensuing, and so Yearly and every Year; which Rates and Prices of 
all Liquors, so to be set and assessed, limitted and appointed by the 
Justices aforesaid, shall be by their several and respective Clerks 
transcribed and set up at the several and respective County Courts, 
in some publick Places there, that every Person or Persons may 
peruse the same; the Copy of which Table of Prices of Liquors and 
Accomodations, every Ordinary-keeper within each County, is here- 
by obliged to keep set up in the most publick and convenient Place of 
their Houses, for the Perusal of all Persons that receive any Ordin- 
ary Accomodations, under the Penalty of Five Pounds Current 
Money, to His Lordship, His Heirs and Successors, for the Support 
of Government: To be sued for, on Non-Payment thereof, in His 
Lordship’s Name, by Bill, Plaint, or Information; or upon the Pre- 
sentments of any Grand Jury, without the Formality of any Indict- 
ment: For which Summons, and Table of Prices, every Ordinary- 
keeper shall pay to such Clerk, the Sum of Two Shillings like Money, 
and no more. And every Ordinary-keeper, or Inn-holder, that shall, 
after the setting up and assessing the Rates and Prices aforesaid, 
directly or indirectly, take, exact, demand, or receive, for the Price, 
and Pay, for any such Liquors, or other Accomodations, for which 
the Rates and Prices shall be assessed and set as aforesaid, of any 
Person or Persons whatsoever, above the Rates and Prices so set and 
Assessed as aforesaid, shall, for every such Account, sued for, taken 
or received, forfeit and pay the Sum of Fifty Shillings, Current 
Money: One Half thereof to His Lordship, His Heirs and Suc- 
cessors, to be applied for the Use aforesaid; and the other Half to 
him or them that shall inform or sue for the same; and lose every 
such Debtor’s Account, sued for, taken, or received, so unjustly, 
charged, exacted, or demanded; the said Forfeiture to be recovered 
before any Magistrate of the County, where the Offence shall be 
committed, as in Case of small Debts. And be it Enacted, by the 
Authority aforesaid, That the Party grieved, shall be deemed a 
legal Witness, (being under no Incapacity of being a Witness in 
other Cases,) to prove any Exaction or Extortion, contrary to this 
Act. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, That every 
Ordinary-keeper, or Inn-holder, so to be licensed as aforesaid, shall, 
within Six Months after granting their respective Licences, be 
hereby obliged to provide and maintain, if they keep Ordinary at the 
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Court-house in any County, Four good and substantial Beds; or at 
the City of Annapolis, aforesaid, Six good Beds; over and above 
what is for their own Families Use, with sufficient warm Covering | 
for the same; Indian Corn, Oats, Hay, Straw, and Stabling for Ten 
Horses at least: And if any Ordinary be kept at any other Place or 


Part of the County, than at the Court-house, such Ordinary-keeper 


shall, within the Time aforesaid, be provided with Two spare Beds 
with convenient Covering, and sufficient Stabling and Provinder 
for Six Horses at least; under the Penalty of Ten Pounds Current 
Money: One half thereof to His Lordship, His Heirs, and Suc- 
cessors, to be applied for the Use aforesaid; the other Half to him 
or them that shall inform or sue for the same: To be recovered by 
Bill, Plaint, or Information; wherein no Essoyn, Protection, or 
Wager of Law to be allowed. 7 

Provided always, That no Person or Persons so licens’d; or to be 
licens’d to keep Ordinary as aforesaid, shall, during the Time of such 
their keeping Ordinary, be Delegates, Justices of the Peace, At- 
torneys, Deputy-Commissaries, Clerks, Sheriffs, Deputy Sheriffs, or 
Jury-Men; or hold any other Publick Office whatsoever, within this 
Province. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, That if any 
Ordinary-keeper shall keep evil Rule in his House, upon Complaint 
made thereof to the Justices of the County Court, of such Ordinary- 
keeper’s Misbehaviour, or keeping evil Rule in his House, the said 
Justices of the County Courts, are hereby authorized and impowered, 
to suppress such Ordinary-keeper, and call in such Licence. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, That in 
case any Ordinary-keeper shall keep an irregular or disorderly 
House, or shall misbehave him, or herself, contrary to the Directions 
of this Act, that it shall and may be lawful for any Two Justices of 
the Peace of the County where such Ordinary shall be kept, (one of 
them being of the Quorum,) upon Complaint, or upon their own 
View, to suspend such Ordinary-keeper, until the next County Court; 
which County Court may hear and finally determine the Matter, 
and either suffer such Ordinary-keeper to keep Ordinary longer, or 
to suppress such Ordinary. 

And be it likewise Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, That if 
any Person so suspended, shall presume, during the Time of such 
Suspension, to keep Ordinary, that in all such Cases, he or she shall 
incur the same Penalty and Forfeiture, as Persons keeping Ordinary 
without Licence are subject to by this Act. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, That any 
Ordinary-keeper disabled, or suppress’d, as aforesaid, or any other 
Person that shall presume to keep Ordinary without Licence first 
had and obtained as aforesaid, shall, for every Month he or they shall 
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keep Ordinary, forfeit and pay Ten Pounds Current Money, and so 
proportionably for a longer or shorter Time, that any Person shall 
sell Liquors, or do contrary to this Law: One Half to His Lord- 
ship, His Heirs and Successors, for the Use aforesaid; and the other 
Half to him or them that shall sue for the same: To be recovered 
in the County Court where such Offence shall be committed, by 
Bill, Plaint, or Information; wherein no Essoyn, Protection, or 
Wager of Law, to be allowed. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, That no 
Person or Persons, inhabiting within this Province, not having law- 
ful Licence, shall sell by Retail, unless sold at the common‘and usual 
Rates of such Liquors between Merchants and others, any Cyder, 
Quince-Drink or other strong Liquors, to be drank in his, her, or 
their Houses, or about his, her, or their Plantation; upon the For- 
feiture of every Time he, she, or they, shall be legally convict thereof, 
the Sum of Five Pounds, Current Money; One Half thereof to His 
Lordship, His Heirs, and Successors, for the Use aforesaid; and 
the other Half to the Informer, or to him or them that shall sue for 
the same: To be recovered as aforesaid. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, That all 
licens’d Ordinary-keepers shall be provided with, and sell by sealed 
Measures, all Liquors, (except such as shall come into the Province 
in Bottles:) And that any Ordinary-keeper who shall neglect to pro- 
vide and always keep a Gallon, Pottle, Quart, Pint and Half-Pint, 
or any, of them, sealed Measures, shall forfeit and pay Five Pounds 
Current Money, to the Uses aforesaid ; to be recovered in the County 
Court where the Ordinary-keeper offending resides, by Action of 
Debt, Bill, Plaint, or Information; wherein no Essoyn, Protection, 
or Wager of Law shall be allowed. 

And whereas it hath been found prejudicial to the Inhabitants of 
this Province, that Ordinary-keepers, and Inn-holders, have fre- 
quently entertained divers loose, idle and disorderly Persons, a great 
Time tippling at their Houses, as well to the great Damage of many 
Persons, as their own Ruin: 

Be it therefore Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, by and with 
the Advice and Consent aforesaid, That it shall not be lawful for any 
such Ordinary-keeper or Inn-holder, to keep such Ordinary, or 
House of Entertainment, until he or she give good and sufficient 
Security, by Bond or Recognizance, to the Right Honourable the 
Lord Proprietary, His Heirs and Successors, in Forty Pounds Cur- 
rent Money, before the Justices of the County Courts where any 
Ordinary shall be kept, to keep good Rules and Orders; and not 
to suffer idle, loose, or disorderly Persons to tipple, game, or com- 
mit other Disorders, or Irregularities, in such Ordinary, contrary 
to the true Intent and Meaning of this Act. 
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And whereas daily Experience shews the great Prejudice to the 
Owners and Masters of Merchant Ships, and Vessels, trading into 
this Province, by Ordinary-keepers entertaining of Sailors and 
others, to such Ships and Vessels belonging, and trusting, and en- 
couraging them to continue tippling in their Houses to the Preju- 
dice of Trade, preventing and impeding the Dispatch of such Ships 
and Vessels; and very often when such Sailors have spent all their 
Wages in such Ordinaries, it occasions and induces them to run 
away, and desert the Ships and Vessels whereto they belong: For 
Prevention whereof, 

Be it Enacted, by the Authority, Advice, and Consent aforesaid, 
That no Ordinary-keeper whatsoever, within this Province, shall 
presume to harbour or entertain any Sailor, or Sailors, or other Per- 
sons imployed in loading of Ships and Vessels, (the Master and. 
Mate only excepted) to the Neglect of their Service to their respective 
Commanders, and Prejudice to the Dispatch of any Ship, .or Vessel 
thereby, under the Pain and Penalty of being suspended from keep- 
ing such Ordinary: And that no Ordinary-keeper whatsoever shall 
credit any such Sailor, for more than Five Shillings, during any one 
Voyage, under the Penalty of losing his Debt, and fined to His Lord- 
ship, His Heirs, and Successors, the Sum of Twenty Shillings Cur- 
rent Money; whereof One Half to be applied as aforesaid, the other 
Half to the Informer, or him, or them, that will sue for the same; 
to be recovered as aforesaid, before a single Magistrate. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, That if any 
Ordinary-keeper, within this Province, shall harbour, entertain, or 
sell any Liquors to any Servant belonging to any Person within 
this Province, without Licence from their respective Master, or Mis- 
tress, such Ordinary-keeper shall, for every such Offence, forfeit and 
pay Ten Shillings to the Master or Mistress of such Servant; to be 
recovered with Costs, upon Complaint of the said Master or Mistress, 
before a Justice of the County where the said Ordinary keeper lives. 

And whereas it is a general Complaint throughout this Province, 
That Ordinary-keepers have made it their constant Practice to en- 
tertain Tradesmen, and other Persons, having Families, and no 
other Means of supporting them but their own Labour and Industry, 
and single disorderly Persons, tippling and gaming in their Houses, 
and wasting their Time and Substance, to the Ruin of their Families, 
and themselves, and the Encouragement of Idleness, Drunkenness, 
and all other Irregularities and Disorders: For Prevention of which 
Evils for the Future, 

Be it Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, That no Person who 
shall be licensed to keep Ordinary, from and after the Publication 
of this Act, shall suffer any Tradesmen, or other Person, having a 
Family, and no visible Estate whereby to support themselves, or their 
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Families, but their own Labour and Industry, or any single Person, Session 
whether Tradesmen or otherwise, not having a visible Estate, to Laws 
tipple or game, in such Ordinary, other than such as shall be invited 
by any Traveller, and shall accompany him, only during his necessary 
Abode or Stay there, and other than Persons travelling upon their 
necessary Occasion, (so far distant from their own Habitations as 
may render it impracticable or inconvenient to repair thither,) to 
take their Diet, and other necessary Accomodations, in such Ordin- 
ary, and other, than such as may happen to be confined in such 
Ordinary, by Sickness, severity of Weather, or other Accident, on 
Pain of not being paid for any Liquor, or other Accomodations, 
which such Ordinary-keeper shall supply such Person with, or which 
shall be lost by any such Person, at any Game. 

Provided always, That no Ordinary-keeper shall be restrain’d from 
supplying any of the Persons herein before-mention’d, with Victuals 
or Liquors, in moderate and necessary Quantity, so as no Ordinary- 
keeper shall trust any such Person, for more than Five Shillings, or 
the Value thereof, in any one Year, except in such Cases, as herein 
before-mention’d; to be judged of by any Judicature, having Cogni- 
zance of any Dispute concerning such Expences. 

And be it Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, That in any Action 
in a Court of Justice, or Dispute before a single Magistrate, between 
any Ordinary-keeper and any Person in this Act described, such 
Court, and the Jury, in any Tryal by a Jury, or Single Magistrate, 
shall, by Virtue of this Act, consider and enquire, whether any Debt, 
so sued for, or claimed, before a single Magistrate, be contracted con- 
trary to the true Intent and Meaning of this Act; and if it shall ap- 
pear to such Court, Jury, or Magistrate, that such Debt was con- 
tracted contrary to this Act, that then the Plaintiff be nonsuit, and the 
Defendant recover his Cost of Suit; and that in Case any Action or 
Demand shall be brought, on any Obligation, under the Hand and 
Seal of any such Person, or upon any Note or Writing, under the 
Hand only of the Defendant or Debtor, or if any such Note shall be 
given in Evidence to support such Action or Demand, it shall and 
may be lawful for the Defendant or Debtor, in every such Action or 
Demand, to plead the General Issue, that he doth not owe, or did 
not assume to pay, such Debt or Claim; and that then, and in every 
such Case, Action, or Demand, it shall be incumbent on the Plaintiff 
to prove, for what Consideration such Obligation or Note was past; 
and if such Plaintiff does not prove the same not to have been past 
for some other. Consideration than Liquor, or other Accomodations 
sold, or lost as aforesaid, or prove, that such Liquor, or Accomoda- 
tions, was absolutely necessary, and not sold or furnished contrary to 
the true Intent and Meaning of this Act, the Plaintiff shall be non- 
suit, and the Defendant shall recover the Cost or Suit. 
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And be it further Enacted, by the Authority, Advice, and Consent 
aforesaid, That in case it shall appear to any Court or Magistrate, 
that any Part of Any Account, to be sued for or demanded, or any 
Part of the Consideration, for which any Obligation or Note shall 
be taken or past, shall be for Liquor, or Accomodations, supplied, 
or sold, or any Money, Tobacco, or Liquor, won at Gaming, contrary 
to this Act, that then, and in every such Case, the Plaintiff shall 
recover only what shall appear to be due, exclusive of any Liquor, 
or other Accomodations, supplied or provided, contrary to this Act; 
and the Defendant shall be discharged from the Residue, and recover 
the full Costs of Suit; any Law, Usage, or Custom, to the contrary, 
notwithstanding. 

And be it further Enacted, That all Mortgages, Obligations, or 
other Securities, which shall be taken in Trust for any Ordinary- 
keeper, shall be absolutely void, unless such Mortgage, Obligation, 
or other Security, shall be assigned or transferred to any other Per- 
son, being a Stranger to such Trust, for a valuable Consideration; 
and in case of such Assignment, or Transfer, that such Trustee shall 
forfeit and pay double the Principal Sum mentioned in such Mort- 
gage, Obligation, or Security ; one Half to the Lord Proprietary, for 
the Use aforesaid, and the other Half to him or them who will sue 
for the same; to be recovered, by Action of Debt, Bill, Plaint, or 
Information, wherein no Essoyn, Protection, or Wager of Law shall 
be allowed. And for the better Discovery of such Trusts, 

Be it Enacted, by the Authority, Advice, and Consent aforesaid, 
That every Trustee, or suspected Trustee, as aforesaid, shall be 
obliged, by Virtue of this Act, to answer Interrogatories upon Oath, 
or Affirmation, if a Quaker, concerning such Trust; which Examina- 
tion shall be received as Evidence in any Tryal concerning such 
Trust: And if any such Trustee, or suspected Trustee, shall refuse 
to be so examined, such Refusal shall be deemed and taken to be 
sufficient Evidence to prove the Fact; and that every Trustee, or 
suspected Trustee, submitting to be, and being so examined, and not 
answering truly to such Interrogatories, and being thereof legally 
convict, by Confession, or Verdict of a Jury, shall suffer as in Case of 
wilful and corrupt Perjury. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, by and with 
the Advice and Consent aforesaid, That the Justices of the respective 
County Courts shall give this Act in Charge to the several Grand- 
Jurors, and to their several and respective Constables, in their said 
County, to enquire into the Breach of this Act, and into all Disorders 
committed in the said Ordinaries, and present the same, if any be, to 
the several Courts to be examined, and punished, according to Law. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority, Advice, and Consent 
aforesaid, That every Ordinary-keeper shall, within Six Months 
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after the Publication of this Act, set up, and constantly keep up and 
fixed, a printed Copy of this Act, in the most convenient Part of his © 
or her House, to be read by all Persons, for their better Information, 
on pain of forfeiting Five Pounds Current Money, for the Use afore- 
said ; to be recovered in the County Court, as aforesaid. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority, Advice, and Consent 
aforesaid, That an Act of Assembly, made at a Session of Assembly, 
begun and held at the City of Annapolis, the Twenty Eighth Day of 
October, One Thousand Seven Hundred and Twelve, entituled, An 
Act, Restraining Victuallers, and Keepers of Publick Houses, from 
Entertaining of Sailors to the Prejudice of Trade and Commerce, 
be, and is hereby repealed, abrogated, and made null and void. 

This Act to continue for Three Years, and to the End of the next 
Session of Assembly, which shall happen after the Expiration of the 
said Three Years. 


An Act, impowering the Rector, Vestrymen, and Churchwardens, of 
King and Queen Parish, in St, Mary’s and Charles Counties, to 
purchase Two Acres of Land, in the said Parish, in St. Mary’s 
County, to build a Church on; and for raising a Fund, as well to 
compleat the said Purchase, and Building, as to repair Newport 
Church, in Charles County, within the said Parish. 


Whereas it is represented and made appear to this present General 
Assembly, by the Rector, Vestrymen, and Churchwardens, of King 
and Queen Parish, lying in St. Mary’s, and Charles Counties, that 
Bushwood Church, in the said Parish, is not only situate in a remote 
Corner thereof, but is so far decayed, that it cannot be repaired, 
without greater Expences to the Parishioners than the Building a 
new One; and that Newport Church, in the said Parish, stands in 
Need of very considerable Repairs, the Expences whereof cannot be 
discharged but by an Act of Assembly, for those Purposes made; 
which they have prayed may be Enacted: 

Be it therefore Enacted, by the Right Honourable the Lord Pro- 
prietary, by and with the Advice and Consent of his Lordship’s 
Governour, and the Upper and Lower Houses of Assembly, and 
the Authority of the same, That the Rector, Vestrymen, and Church- 
wardens, or the major Part of them, be and are hereby authorized 
and impowered, to agree for, and purchase, Two Acres of Land, in 
the most convenient Part of St. Mary’s County, which is in the said 
Parish ; to be determined at a Meeting at Chaptico, of the Freeholders 
living in the said Parish, at a Time to be appointed by the Rector, 
giving publick Notice in the Church, during the Time of divine 
Service, the Two Sundays next preceding the Time so to be ap- 
pointed, and to cause a new Brick Church to be built thereon; which 
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said Church, so to be built thereon, when it is finished, shall be called 
Christ-Church. 

And-be it further Enacted, by the Authority, Advice, and Consent 
aforesaid, That the Justices of St. Mary’s and Charles County 
Courts, shall and may, and they are hereby authorized and directed, 
on the Application of the Vestrymen and Churchwardens of the 
aforesaid Parish, to assess and levy on the taxable Inhabitants of 
the same Parish, the Sum of Five Hundred Pounds Current Money, 
to be paid by the Parishioners, by the Tenth Day of April, Yearly, 
to purchase Two Acres of Land, in that Part of the Parish which lies 
in St. Mary’s County, and thereon to erect and build a new Church, 
and to repair Newport Church, in the same Parish: Which said 
Assessment, so to be levied, shall be paid at Three several Collections 
to the Sheriffs of St. Mary’s, and Charles Counties, for the Time 
being, who are hereby authorized and required to collect the same; 
and shall have, for such Collection, after the Rate of Five per Cent. 
And the said Money, when so collected, shall be paid to the Vestry- 
men and Churchwardens aforesaid, who are hereby authorized and 
required to apply the same to the Uses aforesaid. 


An Act for Licensing Pedlars, and Hawkers. 


Whereas sundry Persons, called Pedlars, Hawkers, or Petty- 
Chapmen, going from Town to Town, or to other Mens Houses, 
and travelling either on Foot, or with Horse or Horses, or otherwise, 
carrying to sell or exposing to Sale, divers Goods, Wares, and Mer- 
chandices, do frequently purchase, from Servants and dissolute Per- 
sons, stolen Goods; and also do export out of this Province, great 
Quantities of Furs, Skins, and Feathers, to the great Damage of the 
Inhabitants thereof : 

Be it Enacted, by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary, by 
and with the Advice and Consent of His Lordship’s Governour, and 
the Upper and Lower Houses of Assembly, and the Authority of the 
same, That from and after the Tenth Day of June next, it shali not 
be lawful for any Pedlar, Hawker, or Petty-Chapman, to trade, vend 
or sell any Goods whatsoever within this Province, without first 
having obtained a Licence to trade in this Province, as a Pedlar, 
Hawker, or Petty-Chapman, from some Naval-Officer within this 
Province: And that the Person applying for such Licence to any 
Naval-Officer, shall enter into Bond, with Two sufficient Sureties, 
to His Lordship the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary, His 
Heirs and Successors, in the Sum of One Hundred Pounds, Cur- 
rent Money, with Condition, that such Pedlar, Hawker, or Petty- 
Chapman, be of good Behaviour for One Year ensuing the Date of 
the said Bond; and that such Pedlar, Hawker, or Petty-Chapman, 
shall not purchase any Furs, Skins, or Feathers, within this Province, 
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by himself, or any other Person, with Intention to transport the same Session 
to any other Plantation; nor that he shall, by himself, or other Per- 1*¥S 
son, transport, or cause to be transported, on any Occasion whatso- 

ever, out of this Province, (save to Great-Britain only) any Furs, 

Skins, or Feathers; and also, that such Pedlar, Hawker, or Petty- 
Chapman, shall in all Things observe, perform, and keep, what by 

this Law is enjoin’d: And that thereupon the said Naval-Officer shall 

grant the said Person a Licence to vend and dispose of Goods in this 
Province, as a Hawker, Pedlar, or Petty-Chapman, for One Year. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority, Advice, and Consent 
aforesaid, That before any Naval-Officer shall grant License to any 
such Pedlar, or Hawker, or Petty Chapman, to trade within this 
Province, such Naval-Officer shall receive and take, from such 
Pedlar, Hawker, or Petty Chapman, the Sum of Five Pounds, Cur- 
rent Money; to be paid to His Lordship, His Heirs and Successors, 
for the Support of Government; and for the granting such Licence, 
and taking Bond, as aforesaid, the Naval-Officer taking such Bond, 
and granting such Licence, shall and may take, as a Fee, the sum of 
Ten Shillings, Current Money of Maryland, and no more. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, by and with 
the Advice and Consent aforesaid, That any Person or Persons, 
trading as a Pedlar, Hawker, or Petty Chapman, shall and is hereby 
obliged, on Demand of any Justice of the Peace, Constable, or other 
Officer of the Peace, within this Province, to produce and shew to 
such Justice of the Peace, Constable, or other Officer of the Peace, 
his Licence to trade, and permit the same to be read; and that in case 
such Pedlar, Hawker, or Petty Chapman, shall refuse or delay to 
do the same, then such Pedlar, Hawker, or Petty Chapman, shall 
forfeit and pay the Sum of Five Pounds for every such Offence; 
the one Moiety thereof to His Lordship, for the Support of Gov- 
ernment, the other Moiety to him or them that will sue for the 
same: To be recovered in any County Court within this Province, 
by action of Debt, Bill, Plaint, or Information; wherein no Essoyn, 
Protection, or Wager of Law shall be allowed. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority, Advice, and Consent’ 
aforesaid, That if any such Hawker, Pedlar, or Petty Chapman, from 
and after the Tenth Day of June, next ensuing, be found trading, 
as aforesaid, without, or contrary to such Licence, such Person shall, 
for each and every such Offence, forfeit the Sum of Fifty Pounds; 
the one Moiety to the Informer, and the other Moiety to His Lord- 
ship, for the Support of Government: To be recovered in any County 
Court within this Province, by Action of Debt, Bill, Plaint, or Infor- 
mation; wherein no Essoyn, Protection, or Wager of Law shall be 
allowed. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority, Advice, and Consent p, 18 
aforesaid, That in case any Person or Persons shall presume to forge 
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any such Licence, he shall be punish’d by a Fine of Fifty Pounds 
Current Money of Maryland; the one Moiety thereof to His Lord- 
ship, for the Support of Government, the other Moiety to him or them 
that shall give Information thereof; to be recovered in any County 
Court as aforesaid: and further, That he be adjudged to be whipped 
and pillor’d, according to the Direction of such Court before whom 
his Conviction shall be. 

Provided always, and it is hereby further Enacted, That nothing 
herein contained shall extend, or be construed to extend, to hinder 
any Person or Persons, from selling, or exposing to Sale, any Goods 
or Merchandizes in any publick Market or Fair within this Province ; 
but that such Person or Persons may do therein as they lawfully 
might have done before the making this Act; any thing herein con- 
tain’d to the contrary, notwithstanding. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, by and with 
the Advice and Consent aforesaid, That it shall not be lawful for any 
Person or Persons whatsoever, to transport out of this Province, 
either by Land or by Water (save to Great-Britain,) any Furs, 
Skins, or Feathers, on any Pretence whatsoever; under the Penalty 
of forfeiting the Sum of Two Shillings Current Money, for every 
Pound Weight so transported; the one Moiety thereof to His Lord- 
ship, for the Support of Government, the other Moiety to him or 
them that shall sue for the same: To be recovered in any County 
Court within this Province, by Action of Debt, Bill, Plaint, or In- 
formation; wherein no Essoyn, Protection, or Wager of Law shall 
be allowed. 

This Act to continue for Three Years, and to the End of the next 
Session of Assembly that shall happen after the said Three Years. 


An Act for raising Three Pence per Hogshead on all Tobacco to be 
exported, for purchasing Arms, and Ammunition, for the Defence 
of this Province. 


Be it Enacted, by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary, by 
and with the Advice and Consent of His Lordship’s Governour, 
and the Upper and Lower Houses of Assembly, and the Authority of 
the same, That there shall be levied, collected and raised, a Duty or 
Impost of Three Pence Sterling for every Hogshead of Tobacco 
which shall be laden on board any Ship, or other Vessel, to be 
exported out of this Province, and not cleared at some Naval-Office, 
til after the first Day of May next, to be collected and received by the 
several and respective Naval-Officers, in the same Manner as other 
Duties on Tobacco now due and payable are collected and received; 


which said Duty shall be disposed of, for the purchasing Arms, and 


Ammunition for the maintaining a Magazine, for the better Defence 
of this Province, and for the due Preservation thereof; and paid 
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_ to the Treasurer or Treasurers of this Province, for the Time being, 
to be disposed of to the Uses aforesaid, as the Governour and Coun- 
cil, for the Time being, shall direct: For the Collection whereof, the 
Naval-Officers shall be allowed the Sallary of Eight per Cent, and no 
more. 

This Act to continue for Three Years, and to the End of the next 
Session of Assembly which shall happen after the Expiration of the 
said Three Years. 


An Act, Repealing an Act, intituled, An Act against Ingrossers 
and Regrators. 


Be it Enacted, by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary, by 
and with the Advice and Consent of His Lordship’s Governour, and 
the Upper and Lower Houses of Assembly, and the Authority of the 
same, That an Act of Assembly, intituled, An Act against Ingrossers 
and Regrators, made at a Session of Assembly, begun and held at 
the City of Annapolis, in the County of Anne-Arundel, on the Tenth 
Day of July, Anno Domini, One Thousand Seven Hundred and 
Twenty Nine, be and is hereby repealed, made void, and of none 
Effect. 


An Act, Reviving and Continuing the Acts therein mentioned. 


Be it Enacted, by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary, by 
and with the Advice and Consent of His Lordship’s Governour, and 
the Upper and Lower Houses of Assembly, and the Authority of the 
same, That an Act of Assembly, intituled, An Act to encourage the 
making of Linnen Cloth within this Province, or Flax, or Hemp, 
of the Growth thereof, made at a Session of Assembly, begun and 
held at the City of Annapolis, the Thirteenth Day of July, Anno 
Domini One Thousand Seven Hundred and Thirty One: Also, A 
supplementary Act to the same, made at a Session of Assembly held 
at the same City, on the Eleventh Day of July, Anno Domini One 
Thousand Seven Hundred and Thirty Two, be and are hereby 
revived and continued in full force from and after the End of this 
present Session of Assembly, for and during the Term of Three 
Years, and to the End of the next Session of Assembly, that shall 
happen after the said Three Years. 


An Act, Reviving an Act of Assembly, intituled, An Act for the 
Relief of Prisoners for Debt. 

Be it Enacted, by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary, by 
and with the Advice and Consent of His Lordship’s Governour, and 
the Upper and Lower Houses of Assembly, and the Authority of the 
same, That the above-mention’d Act, intituled, An Act for the Relief 
of Prisoners for Debt, made at a Session of Assembly, begun and 
held at the City of Annapolis, the Thirteenth Day of March, Anno 
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Domini Seventeen Hundred and Thirty Two, be and is hereby 
revived, and shall be in Force, from and after the End of this Session 
of Assembly, for Six Months. 


An Act to prevent the injuring Harbours within this Province; and 
for repealing the Act therein mentioned. 


Whereas, notwithstanding the Laws heretofore made for the 
Preservation of Harbours and Landing-Places, within this Province, 
Masters of Ships and Vessels, and others, having the Charge or Com- 
mand of Ships and Vessels, have caused or suffered great Quanti- 
ties of Ballast, from on board their Ships and Vessels, to be thrown 
into the Rivers and Harbours within this Province; whereby many 
safe and very good Harbours are already spoiled, or rendered dan- 
gerous; which Practice, if not timely prevented, will be very hurtful 
to the Trade and Navigation of Great-Britain, and entirely destruc- 
tive to the Trade and Navigation of this Province. And whereas the 
said pernicious Practices have been continued and carried on, because, 
by the Laws heretofore made, Masters of Ships and Vessels, or other 
Persons who have had the Charge and Command of Ships and Ves- 
sels, and who therefore might and ought to have prevented the said 
mischievous Custom, have not been subject to any Penalty for ne- 
glecting their Duty therein: Wherefore it is prayed that it may be 
Enacted : 

And be it Enacted, by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of his Lordship’s Governour, 
and the Upper and Lower Houses of Assembly, and the Authority of 
the same, That from and after the Publication of this Act, if any 
Ballast shall be taken, unladen, or cast out of any Ship, or other 
Vessel, on any pretence whatsoever, within the Limits hereafter 
mentioned, but in the Day Time, That is to say, between the Rising 
and Setting of the Sun; or if any Ballast shall be unladen, or taken 
out of any Ship or Vessel in the Bay of Chesapeak, above Cedar- 
Point, below the Mouth of Patuxent River, or in any River, Creek, 
or Harbour, within this Province, and cast into the Bay above Cedar- 
Point aforesaid; or into any River, Creek, or Harbour, below High- 
Water Mark, that the Master, or other Person, having the Charge 
or Command of such ship or Vessel, shall forfeit and pay the Sum of 
Fifty Pounds Current Money ; One Half thereof to the Lord Proprie- 
tary, for the Support of Government, the other Half to him or them 
that will sue for the same: To be recovered in any Court of Record 
within this Province, by action of Debt, Bill, Plaint, or Information; 
wherein no Essoyn, Protection, or Wager of Law to be allowed. 

And be it Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, That no Person 
whatsoever, shall presume to build any Ware, or Hedge, cross any 
River, Creek, or Branch, below any publick Landing-Place, so as to 
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prejudice or dam up the Channel, or to obstruct the Passage of Boats, 
on Pain of forfeiting Ten Pounds Current Money of Maryland: 
To be recovered in the County Court, by Action of Debt, Bill, Plaint, 
or Information; wherein no Essoyn, Protection, or Wager of Law, 
shall be allowed. 

And to the End that all Masters, and other Persons, having the 
Charge or Command of Ships or Vessels, may have due Notice of 
this Act, and not pretend Ignorance, Be it Enacted, by the Authority 
aforesaid, That every Naval-Officer within this Province, shall set 
up and keep fixed in some publick Place in his Office, a Copy of this 
Act; (for which Copy the said Naval-Officers, shall be allowed Ten 
Shillings in the publick Levy,) on Pain of forfeiting Ten Pounds 
Current Money of Maryland, to be recovered as aforesaid, to the 
Uses aforesaid.

An Act to supply some Defects in an Act, intituled, An Additional 
and Supplementary Act to the several Acts for the Administra- 
tion of Justice in Testamentary Affairs. 


Whereas, by the above mentioned Supplementary Act, the several 
County Courts in this Province are impowered, on the Neglect or 
Refusal of Principals, in the Bonds of Executors, Administrators, 
or Guardians, to counter-secure. their Sureties in those Bonds, to 
order the Estate, for the Administration or Payment whereof the 
said Sureties shall be bound, or such Part thereof as shall be left in 
the Hands of the said Executors, Administrators, or Guardians, to 
be delivered into the Hands of their Sureties, or their Representa- 
tives, who are impowered, by Process of Attachment and Distress, to 
take and possess themselves of the same, which Possession is made a 
Discharge to the Executor, Administrator, or Guardian, therefrom; 
and yet the said Sureties, or their Representatives, are not required 
to give any Security for the due Payment or Delivery of the same, 
according to Law, whereby the Loss of the Estates of Infants, Per- 
sons absent, and others, may be greatly indangered: For Remedy 
whereof, 

Be it Enacted, by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary of 
this Province, by and with the Advice and Consent of His Lordship’s 
Governour, and the Upper and Lower Houses of Assembly, and the 
Authority of the same, That no Order of a County Court for the 
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Delivery of an Estate into the Hands of any Surety or Sureties, or 
any of their Representatives, by Virtue of the said Act, shall in any 
Manner be pursued, obeyed, or executed, or any Process thereon 
be issued, before the said Surety or Sureties, or their Representa- 
tives, obtaining such Order, have entered into a Bond or Recogni- 
zance, to the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary of this Prov- 
ince, before that Court, with Two sufficient Sureties, in such Sum 
as the same Court shall judge necessary, under Condition to be void, 
on the said Sureties, or their Representatives, their Delivery or Pay- 
ment of all Goods and Chattels which shall come to their Possessions 
by Virtue of or under such Order, or the Value of them, as the Laws 
of this Province do require, to any Person or Persons who have 
Right to demand the same, when they shall be thereunto lawfully 
required. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, by and with 
the Advice and Consent aforesaid, That every such Surety and Sure- 
ties, and every of their Representatives, that have at any Time here- 
tofore, by Order of any of the County Courts of this Province, taken 
and possessed themselves of all or any Part of the said Estate, for the 
Administration or Payment whereof the said Sureties have been 
bound, and not given any Security for the due Payment or Delivery 
of the same, according to Law, shall be compelled by the Justices of 
the respective County Courts, by Summons, Attachment, and Dis- 
tress, to enter into Bond or Recognizance, to the Right Honourable 
the Lord Proprietary, with Two sufficient Sureties, in such Sum as 
the same Justices shall judge necessary, under Condition to be void, 
on the said Sureties, or their Representatives, their Delivery or Pay- 
ment of all Goods and Chattels which have come to their Possessions 
by Virtue of or under any such Order, or the full Value of them, as 
the Laws of this Province do require, to any Person or Persons who 
have a right to demand the same, when they shail be thereunto law- 
fully required: Which Recognizances or Bonds shall be filed or 
lodged in the Court wherein they are made, and shall be assignable 
to, and may be sued by any Person or Persons who shall be injured 
by the Non Performance of their several Conditions, in such Manner 
as Testamentary or Administration Bonds now are assigned and 
sued; any Law, Usage, or Custom, to the contrary, notwithstanding. 


An Act for Reviving an Act of Assembly, intituled, An Act for the 
Advancement of Justice: As also, An Act of Assembly, intituled, 
A Supplementary Act to the Act for Advancement of Justice. — 
Be it Enacted, by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary, 

by and with the Advice and Consent of His Lordship’s Governour, 

and the Upper and Lower Houses of Assembly, and the Authority 
of the Same, That the above mentioned Act of Assembly, intituled, 

An Act for the Advancement of Justice, made at a Session of As-

An Act for Limitation of the Time of Shipping Tobacco. 


Whereas Tobacco, the only Staple of this Province, and the prin- 
cipal Dependance and Support of its Inhabitants, hath been generally 
for many Years past, shipped very late in the Summer, to their great 
Damage, and the Detriment of the Navigation of Great-Britain: 

For prevention whereof for the future, Be it Enacted, by the Right 
Honourable the Lord Proprietary, by and with the Advice and Con- 
sent of His Lordship’s Governour, and the Upper and Lower Houses 
of Assembly, and the Authority of the same, That all Persons making 
or shipping Tobacco, within this Province, after the Twenty Fifth 
Day of December next, during the Continuance of this Act, that 
shall ship any Tobacco between the last Day of August, and the 
Twenty Fifth Day of November then next, in any Year, shall for- 
feit such Tobacco, or the full Value thereof; One Moiety to His 
Lordship, His Heirs and Successors, and the other Moiety to him, 
her, or them, that will sue for the same: To be recovered in the 
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proper County Court, by action of Debt, Bill, Plaint, or Intormation ; 
wherein no Essoyn, Protection, or Wager of Law shall be allowed. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority, Advice, and Consent 
aforesaid, That if any Master of a Ship, or other Sea Vessel, within 
this Province, or any other Person, between the said last Day of 
August, and the Twenty Fifth Day of November, in any Year, 
during the Continuance of this Act, shall receive, take, and put on 
board such Ship or Sea Vessel, any Hogshead or Hogsheads of 
Tobacco, every such Master shall incur the Forfeiture and Penalty 
of Fifty Shillings Current Money, for every Hogshead of To- 
bacco which shall be received, taken, or put on board by the said 
Master, or any other Person; One Moiety of the said Penalty to the 
said Lord Proprietary, His Heirs and Successors, the other Half to 
the Informer, or him, her, or them, that will sue for the same: To be 
recovered before a single Magistrate, as in Case of small Debts, 
where the Sum does not exceed fifty Shillings: And where the Fine 
exceeds Fifty Shillings, to be recovered in the proper County Court, 
by Action of Debt, Bill, Plaint, or Information; wherein no Essoyn, 
Protection, or Wager of Law shall be allowed. 

This Act to continue for Three years, and to the End of the next 
Session of Assembly, which shall happen after the Expiration of the 
said Three Years. 


An Act for applying the Duty of Three Pence per Hogshead, raised 
by the Act herein mentioned. 

Whereas by an Act of Assembly, made at a Session of Assembly, 
held at the City of Annapolis, the Eleventh Day of July, Anno 
Domini One Thousand Seven Hundred and Thirty Two, intituled, 
An Act for laying an Imposition of Three Pence per Hogshead, on 


_ all Tobacco to be Exported out of this Province, for the Time therein 


mentioned, it was Enacted, That for all Tobacco that, should be Ex- 
ported out of this Province, from the Twenty Ninth Day of Septem- 
ber then next following, until the Twenty Ninth Day of September, 
which should be in the Year of our Lord Seventeen Hundred and 
Thirty Three, there should be raised, collected, and paid, to the sev- 
eral Naval-Officers within this Province, Three Pence Sterling, in 
Specie, or good Bills of Exchange, for every Hogshead of Tobacco; 
and Three Pence Sterling, for every Six Hundred Pounds of To- 
bacco in any other Package than Hogsheads, and in Proportion for 
any other Quantity; which Duty was by the said Act to be applied 
and disposed of in such Manner as should be directed and appointed 
by the Governour, or President for the Time being, and the Upper 
and Lower Houses of Assembly, and not otherwise; which Money so 
raised, now remaining in the several Treasurers Hands, and this 
General Assembly taking into their Consideration the Necessity of 
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supplying the Province with such a Quantity of Arms and Ammuni- Session 
tion the said Moneys will purchase: ca 
Be it therefore Enacted, by the Right Honourable the Lord Pro- 
prietary, by and with the Advice and Consent of His Lordship’s Gov- 
ernour, and the Upper and Lower Houses of Assembly, and the 
Authority of the same, That the several Treasurers of this Province 
do, and they are hereby directed and required to pay, or cause to be 
paid, to His Excellency Samuel Ogle, Esq; our present Governour, 
all such Moneys as have been raised by the said Duties ; which Money, 
so paid, shall be laid out and applied as soon as conveniently may 
be, in the purchase of such Arms and Ammunition, as his said Ex- 
cellency shall think necessary and wanting for the Defence of this 
Province.

An Act to enable the Secretary of this Province, for the Time being, Chap. 
to Record and Enter up the Proceedings of the Provincial Court, ut 
which were omitted to be done during the Continuance of Vachel 
Denton in the Office of Clerk of the said Court. 


Whereas it appears to this present General Assembly, on Inspec- 
tion into the Records and Proceedings of the Provincial Court Office, 
that there are sundry Judgments, and other Matters, the Proceedings 
of the same Court, for a considerable Space of Time, whilst Vachel 
Denton was Clerk of the said Court, which have been omitted to be 
entered up among the Records of the same Court. 

And whereas the said Vachel Denton has been for some Time P- 25 
removed from the said Office, whereby it is become doubtful, whether 
the same Judgments, and other Proceedings, omitted to be entered 
up, may be now done without an Act to be passed for that purpose: 
For removing which Doubts, and to aid all Defects by such Omission, 
it is prayed that it may be Enacted; 

And be it Enacted, by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of His Lordship’s Governour, 
and the Upper and Lower Houses of Assembly, and the Authority of 
the same, That the Secretary of this Province, for the Time being, 
shall be and is hereby authorized and impowered, with all convenient 
Speed, to employ any Person or Persons, for entering up and finish- 
ing, or causing to be entered up and finished, at the proper Cost and 
Charges of the said Vachel Denton, all the Judgments, Orders of 
Court, and other Proceedings of the said Provincial Court, which 
were omitted to be entered up and recorded, during the said Vachel 
Denton his Continuance in the Office of Clerk of the same Court. 
And the aforesaid Secretary, His Executors or Administrators, in 
Default of the said Vachel Denton, his Executors or Administrators, 
making unto the said Secretary, his Executors or Administrators, 
a reasonable Satisfaction, in Current Money of this Province, for the 
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Services aforesaid to be done and performed, in and about the Prem- 
ises, shall and may, by Virtue of this Act, sue for, and recover the 
same, with Costs of Suit, by an Action of Trespass upon the Case; to 
be prosecuted in the proper Court against the said Vachel Denton, his 
Executors or Administrators, declaring therein against him, her, or 
them, for Services done and performed for the said Vachel Denton, 
without setting forth the Special Matter. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority, Advice, and Consent 
aforesaid, That before any Person or Persons, who shall be em- 
ployed by the said Secretary, for the Purposes aforesaid, do enter 
upon the Duty aforesaid, he or they shall take the following Oath; 
to be administred by any Magistrate of the Provincial Court, who 
shall certify the same to the Clerk of the said Court, who is hereby 
obliged to enter the same on Record, viz.

And be it likewise Enacted, by the Authority, Advice, and Consent 
aforesaid, That after the same Entries and Records shall be made 
up and compleated, or any of them, they, and each of them, shall be as 
good and available in Law, to all Intents, Constructions, and Pur- 
poses whatsoever, as if the same had been entered up and recorded 
by the same Vachel Denton, during his Continuance in the Office of 
Clerk of the Provincial Court aforesaid; and all and every Person 
or Persons whatsoever, entitled to any Benefit by them, shall have 
and receive the same Advantage and Remedy, and Transcripts of the 
same, under Seal of the same Court, shall be as good Evidence and 
available in Law, as if the same had been entred up and recorded on 
the said Provincial Records, during the Continuance of the said 
Vachel Denton in the said Office; any Law, Usage, or Custom, to 
the contrary, notwithstanding. 


An Act for taking out of the Office of the Commissioners or Trus- 
tees, for Emitting the Bills of Credit, the Several Sums herein 
mentioned ; and for Repaying the same into the said Office, by the 
several Treasurers of this Province. 


Whereas the Arrears due from the Publick, are, by the Non- 
payment thereof, for these Three Assemblies past, so greatly in- 
creased, that a Tax for the Payment of the same, would be very 
inconvenient, and too burthensome to the People; wherefore it is 
necessary to take out of the Office of the Commissioners or Trustees, 
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for Emitting the Bills of Credit, so much Money as will be sufficient Session 
for the Paying the whole Demand now due from the Publick : eae 

Be it Enacted, by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of His Lordship’s Governour, 
and the Upper and Lower Houses of Assembly, and the Authority of 
the same, That the said Commissioners or Trustees do, and the said 
Commissioners or Trustees are hereby required and authorized, 
immediately to pay to the several Persons, who have at present any 
Demands upon the Publick, the several Sums of Money due to such 
Persons, as they shall appear to be stated and ascertained by a Report 
of a Committee of both Houses of this present Assembly, and As- 
sented to by both Houses. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, That within 
Six Months from the End of this present Session of Assembly, the 
said Commissioners or Trustees shall send or deliver to the several 
Treasurers of this Province, the total and just Sum of such Moneys 
as they do and are hereby required to pay, by Virtue of this Act;

the Moneys which shall be paid or received by them, by Virtue of 
this Act; and so pro rato, for any lesser Sum. 


An Act for Defraying the Publick Charge of this Province. p27 


Forasmuch as it is thought convenient by this General Assembly 
That the Publick Charges of this Province now due, which amount 
in the whole to Five Thousand One Hundred and Fifty Seven 
Pounds Fifteen Shillings and Eight Pence, should be paid in Current 
Money: 

Be it Enacted by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of His Lordship’s Governour, 
and the Upper and Lower Houses of Assembly, and the Authority of 
the same, That it shall and may be lawful for the several Treasurers 
of this Province, the Honourable Benjamin Tasker, Esq; and the

We His Majestys most dutiful and loyal Subjects the Members 
of the Upper and Lower houses in Assembly convened have the 
greatest Reason to rely on your Lordships most favourable Ac- 
ceptance of this Our Application to your Lordship in a Matter which 
so nearly concerns the Welfare of this Province as the Preservation 
of Peace, the Protection of your Lordships rights and of the Lib-

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erties and Properties of his Majestys subjects inhabiting in the 


Neighbourhood of the Province of Pensilvania. 

When artful Encroachments under the Authority and Counte- 
nance of that Government into Your Ldps Province became so fre- 
quent, that it was necessary for your L*?s Governor to take some 
Notice of them; then Open force and Violence were applyed to sup- 
port those who had gained possessions by a silent Intrusion, and to 
encourage Others not only in illegally dispossessing, but even in 
imprisoning many Persons who held their Estates under Your Lord- 
ships Grants, with a Design of intimidating such who might oppose 
any of their unwarrantable Attempts of wresting from Your Lord- 
ship what was granted by the Royal Charter 

Repeated Instances were made to the Government of Pensilvania 
by your Lordps Governor in Order to put a Stop to such Measures, 
which might have been very well foreseen were likely to be attended 
with some of such fatal Consequences as happened to the Life of One 
of his Majestys Subjects, who, accompanyed by several Others under 
the Countenance of the Pensilvania Magistrates and Officers of Jus- 
tice, in the middle of the night most outragiously with Pistols and 
other Arms beset and broke into the house of another of his Majestys 
Subjects, a constant reputed Inhabitant of this Province, and whose 
Possessions then were and still are under the Grant and Protection of

As these pacifick Overtures to prevent further disturbances on 
Our Borders had so little Effect; Your Lordship most justly pre- 
sented your Petition to His most sacred Majesty for royal Inter- 
position in what affected the undoubted bounds of your Lordships 
Province: With Pleasure We received the Account of his Majestys 
Commands thereon, and we then could not doubt but that during the 
Times of Reference of your L*? Petition by his Majestys Orders, 
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and the Cognizance of the High Court of Chancery of that Matter 
at the Desire of the Proprietaries of Pensilvania, Every occasion of 
Disturbance or Umbrage of Complaint would have been most care- 
fully avoided: Instead of that, fresh Provocation have been given, 
Our Borders again attacked, Our Inhabitants forced from their 
Possessions into Confinement, and these Outrages done under the 
avowed Protection and Authority of the Government of Pensilvania 

There is no Need to aggravate the severities and hardships which 
some of his Majestys Subjects Inhabitants of this Province have 
been exposed to by the Orders of the Pensilvania Govern' nor shall 
we presume to trouble your Lordship with more than two or three 
Instances which have happened since your Lordships Petition was 
laid before His Majesty 

Mr’ William Rumsey an Inhabitant of Cecil County in this Province 
was taken up by Colour of a Warrant said to be signed by the Goy- 
ernor of Pensilvania for having procured your Lordships Grant 
of a Peice of Land to the Southward of several Settlements within 
this Province, and for having commenced an Action at Law in Cecil 
County Court against a Person who trespassed on the Land 

William Cannon a Man of great Poverty & a large family was ap- 
prehended by Officers and Persons residing and pretending to act 
under the Authority of the Government of Pensilvania on the high 
way in Baltimore County in this Province, was carried bound as 
One of the Greatest Malefactors, and thrown into a Goal in the 
Province of Pensilvania, where he lay five weeks without being

discharged, or Judgments be rendered against them, by which they 
might know the End of their trouble, and seek Redress from his 
most sacred Majesty, but even these Desires of the plainest and 
strictest Justice have hitherto been denyed them 


Way: 
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Under these Circumstances Our Duty and Care for the Welbeing 
of this Province call on us to lay these Matters before your Lordship 
in hopes that such Measures will be taken as in your Lordships 
Wisdom will seem most proper to prevent any of the like Accidents 
for the future; for We have great Reason to dread the Consequences 
which may arise to his Majestys Subjects from a long Continuance

Your Committee having Taken the Best Information we Could 
Concerning the present Prison of Annapolis and the State it is in 
we find that it was at first a very Inconvenient Building there being 
but two Rooms in it Viz, One on the Ground Floor, and the Other 
above, so that when men and Women are Confined as it Often 
Happens, Either for Debts or Crimes There are no Separate Ap- 

p. 624 partments for them: and such Debtors as have The Misfortune to 
be in Prison then and who are Kept Generally in the Upper Room 
are almost Perished with Could in the Winter and in Danger of 

~ being Destroyed by the Stench which in the Summer time Comes 
from the Lower Room where the Criminals are Confined. 

Your Committee have likewise been Informed that Several Un- 
fortunate persons who have been Confined for Debt in the said 
Prison have Actually Died Some in The Prison, and Others Soon 
After their Enbargement, and that many who have Escaped with 
their lives have Contracted such Distempers dureing their Con- 
finement as have greatly Impaired their Constitutions and rendred 
their lives very miserable So that it may be Truly said that the Goal 
of Annapolis, besides being a place of Restraint and Confinement 
has also been a place of Death and Torments to Many Unfortunate 
People.

Sheriff of Ann. Arundell County for the time being and so shall 
remain and Continue in the Custody and Possession of such Sheriff 
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and his Successors Provided always That it shall and may be lawfuli Lib. B. L.C 
for the Provincial Court to committ any Prisoners for Debt or for 

any other Cause whatsoever to the Custody of the said Sheriff of 

Ann Arundell County to be by him in the said Prison Detained ac- 

cording to such Committment or to be remanded to any other Prison 

as the Law or Nature of the case may require. 

Provided always That this Act, or any herein Contained shall not 
be Construed to give the said Provincial Court any Power or Juris- 
diction Contrary to the true intent and meaning of An Act Entituled, 
an Act for taking Special Bail in the severall Counties of this Prov- 
ince upon Actions or Suites depending in his Majestys Provincial 
Court and in the several County Courts of this Province against 
which Sheriff or Sheriffs Actions or Prosecutions for the escape of 
such Prisoners may be brought or Commenced as in any other 
Case of Commitment and Escape according to Law. 

And be it further Eracted That besides the Sum of five hundred 
Pounds Current Money already appointed to be Expended for 
Building a Prison for Ann Arundell County in and by the Act En- 
titled, An Act for Emitting and making Current Ninety Thousand 
Pounds Current Money of Maryland in Bills of Creditt a further

An Act relateing to the Planeing and Building a Prison in Chap. VII 
Somerset County. P. 147 


Whereas by an Act of Assembly Entituled an Act for Emitting 
and making Current Ninety Thousand Pounds Current money of 
Maryland in Bills of Credit amongst other things it was Enacted that 
five hundred Pounds shall be laid out in Each respective County 
within this Province for Building Goals near and Convenient to the 
severall Court houses And Whereas it is made appear to this Generall 
Assembly that Princess Ann Town in Somerset County will be a 
much more Convenient Place for a Goal in the said County than at 
the Present Court house of the said County Be it Enacted by the 
Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary by and with the Advice 
and Consent of his Lordships Governour and the Upper and Lower 
houses of Assembly and the Authority of the same that the Goal 
to be erected or built in Somerset County shall be erected or built 
at Princes Ann Town in the said County as the Members of the 
Lower house of Assembly for that County for the time being or the 
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Major part of them shall direct any thing in the before mentioned 
Act to the Contrary in any Wise notwithstanding And be it fur- 
ther Enacted by the Authority Advice and Consent aforesaid that

Whereas as well for the supporting and Maintaining the Publick 
faith and Credit by the Just and Equal Payment of all Duties laid 
upon Tobacco Exported out of this Province as also for the Encour- 
agement of Trade by the fair and honest Performance of all Con- 
tracts Concerning the freight of Tobacco which is usually Exported 
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in Hogsheads it is absolutely necessary that the Gauge of Tobacco Lib. B. I..C 
Hogsheads should be ascertained 

Be it Enacted by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary 
by and with the Advice and Consent of his Lordships Governour 
and the Upper and Lower Houses of Assembly and the Authority 
of the same that from and after the first day of October next ensueing 
no Hogshead or Hogsheads wherein any Tobacco shall be packed 
shall Exceed forty Eight Inches in the Stave and thirty two Inches 
in the Diameter of the head within the Croze or thirty seven Inches 
in the Diameter of the Bulge And for deterring all Persons whatso- 
ever from the Committing any fraud in the Gauge of their Tobacco 
Hogsheads Contrary to the true intent and meaning of this Act Be 
it further Enacted by the Authority aforesaid that it shall and 
may be Lawfull for any Person or Persons suspecting or knowing of 
any Hogshead or Hogsheads that shall Exceed the Gauge aforesaid 
to Call to his Assistance any Justice of Peace Sheriff Coroner or Con- 
stable living or residing within the County where such Tobacco 
Hogsheads shall be suspected or known and to Enter into any house 
Warehouse Ship Boat or other Vessell and there in the Presence of 
such Justice or other Officer aforesaid who are hereby required to 
be Aiding and Assisting to such informer therein to seize and Mark 
with the Broad Arrow Every such Hogshead or Hogsheads of To- 
bacco as such informer shall request such Justice or other Officer to 
veiw on Suspicion of Exceeding the Gauge aforesaid And also that 
such Justice or other Officer shall on request of such Informer and 
is hereby required to proceed in such Manner as he shall think most 
proper to Examine the Gauge thereof so as no Hogshead or Hogs-

for Speedy Recovery of small Debts out of Court before a Single 
Justice And to be taken out of the whole Value of any Hogshead 
of Tobacco which shall be Condemned as aforesaid and where there 
shall not be any Condemnation to be paid by the Informer and 
recovered as aforesaid And Be it-further Enacted that in Case any 
of the Justices of the County Courts any Sheriff Coroner or Con- 
stable who upon Application made by any Informer shall without 
Lawfull Excuse or impediment refuse or delay to perform what 
is required of them by this Act the Justices or other officer so 
refusing shall forfeit and pay the sum of five Pounds Current money

Cut or suffer any Hogshead or Hogsheads of Tobacco to be Cutt 
Cropped or lessened in their length or Breadth or by any other ways 
or means abused defaced or impaired to be proved by the Oath of 
any Sufficient Person to whom the Tobacco is Consigned in Great 
Britain or other sufficient Witness taken before any Magistrate

And be it further Enacted by the Authority Advice and Consent 
aforesaid that any Person who Shall Ship any Tobacco on board 
any Ship or Vessell upon freight and shall suspect that such To- 
bacco to be Cut Cropped or defaced Contrary to the true intent and 
meaning of this Act may repair or board any such Ship or Vessell 
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and to take with him or her one or two reputable Persons and go 
under the Deck or into the Hold of such Ship or Vessell and View 
his or her Tobacco Provided always that no Tobacco that is 
stowed away out of View shall be unstowed to be so Examined 
or Viewed as aforesaid And be it further Enacted that any Master 
or other Person having the Charge or Command of any Ship or 
Vessell who shall presume to hinder any such freightor and other 
Person or Persons from going between the Decks or into the hold 
for the Purposes aforesaid shall forfeit and pay fifty Pounds Current 
Money One Moyety thereof to the Lord Proprietary the other

Hogshead or Hogsheads of Tobacco as aforesaid and prosecuted 
in any Court of Record within this Province that Can hold Plea 
thereof and that Every Naval Officer within this Province shall on 
Pain of five Pounds Current money to the uses aforesaid to be re- 
covered as aforesaid Certifie under his hand and Seal a true Copy of 
the Impost Bond of any Master of a Ship in Order to be put in suit. 
against such Master or his Surety or Suretys And that such Copy

ceive for the said Copy ten Shillings Current money to be allowed 
them in the County Levy And be it further Enacted that every Per- 
son or Persons paying or tendering to pay any packed Hogshead 
of Tobacco whereon the full weight of the Empty Hogshead within 
five Pounds is not Cut or marked upon the bulge of such Hogshead 
and be thereof Convict in manner aforesaid he and they so Convict 
as aforesaid shall forfeit for Every such Hogshead or Hogsheads 
not having the Weight set thereon as aforesaid the sum of forty 
Shillings Current money the One half thereof to the Right Hon-

Whereas Isaac Nicolls of Dorchester County by his humble Pe- 
tition to this Generall Assembly has set forth and shewn that he hath 
for a Valuable Consideration paid him by a Certain Henry Hooper 
of the said County Gentleman Conveyed and made over by a Deed of 
bargain and Sale unto the said Henry Hooper a Certain Tract of 
Land lying in the said County Called Andertons Point Containing 
One hundred and Eight acres Which said Tract of Land by the Last

Whereas it appears to this Assembly that in the Month of August 
in the year One thousand Seven hundred and Twenty nine Two 
hundred and Ninety Hogsheads of Tobacco belonging to the said 
Andrew Ramsey Henry Maccaul and William Gordon of Glasgow 
in the Kingdom of Great Britain Merchants were Shipt and put on 
board the Ship Speedwell then lying in the District of Pocomoke for 
the Maryland Duties whereof amounting to fifty Pounds fifteen 
Shillings Bills of Exchange were drawn on the said Andrew Ram- 
sey Henry Maccaul and William Gordon and were by them paid to or 
for the use of his Lordship the Lord Proprietary And Whereas it 
also appears that the said Ship some Short time after her departure 
from this Province foundered at Sea and the whole Cargo therein 
was lost whereby the said Andrew Ramsey Henry Maccaul and 
William Gordon would have been Entituled by the Law then in

have therefore Prayed that an Act may pass to Empower them to 
raise and Levey the said Twenty thousand pounds of Tob® on the 
Taxable Inhabitants of the said Parish. Be it therefore Enacted 
by the Right Honourable the Lord Prop” by and with the Advice 
and Consent of his Lordships Governour and the Upper and Lower 
Houses of Assembly and the Authority of the same that the Justices 
of Charles County Court shall and may and they are hereby Author- 
ized and Directed on the Application of the Vestrymen and Church

Whereas the Rector Vestrymen and Church Wardens of the 

Parish aforesaid have by their Petition to this General Assembly sett 
- forth that the five hundred pounds which they were the Last Session 
of Assembly by an Act of Assembly Entituled An Act Empowering 
the Rector Vestrymen and Church Wardens of King and Queen 
Parish in Saint Marys and Charles Countys to purchase Two Acres

the said money so Collected shall be paid yearly to the Vestrymen 
and Church Wardens who are hereby Authorized and required to 
apply the same to the purchasing of two acres of Land and building

Anne Town in Prince Georges County more Easy and Effectual. > 154 
Whereas Richard Snowden on behalf of himself and his other 

Partners Concerned in the Iron Works on Patuxent River hath by 

his Humble Petition to this Generall Assembly set forth that Patux- 

ent River from Queen Anns Town in Prince Georges County is 
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Lately made Navigable for Boats for above Twenty five miles up 
the said River by the Petitioners which will Certainly prove very 
Advantageous and Convenient to every Inhabitant and other Person 
who may have Occasion to Convey any Tobacco or other Goods 
to any Part of Patuxent River or to the Countys Bordering on the 
said River And Whereas the Navigation Drawn to Queen Anns 
Town is very practicable yet for want of the banks of the said River 
being Cleared in some parts thereof so as to make a road or Passage 
for horse or men to Dragg the Boats up Either over the Shoals or 
where the Stream is most Rapid the Return of the said boats up is 
so very Difficult and Tedious that very few of the Inhabitants will 
be able to make use of the navigation of the said River as it now is

tend plantations and that to Screen themselves from Clearing or 
Repairing the Roads Contiguous to Iron Works enter into the 
Service of the Undertakers of such Iron Works for some short Space 
of Time whereby there are not a Sufficient Number of Inhabitants 
Left to Clear the said Roads for Remedy whereof for the future it is 
prayed it be Enacted 

And Be it Enacted by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary 
by and with the Advice and Consent of his Lordships Governour and 
the Upper and Lower Houses of Assembly, and the Authority of the 
Same that none of the Inhabitants of this Province their Servants or 
Slaves who are not in actual Service or shall not be Constantly Em- 
ployed in Carrying on Iron Works shall be Exempt from Clearing 
and repairing the said Roads. 
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An Act for the Relief of Isaac Tunney a Languishing Prisoner Lib. B. L.C. 
in Talbot County Goal, William Pratt in the same Goal Richard XVI

Whereas the said Isaac Tunney Prisoner in Talbot County Goal, 
William Pratt in the same Goal, and Richard Standforth in Charles 
County Goal, and Samuel Steel in Queen Anns County By their 
Humble petitions to this Present General Assembly, have set forth 
that they have Continued Prisoners for Debt in the Custody of the 
Sherriffs of Talbot County Queen Anns Charles Countys, and still 
Continue in the Like Deplorable Circumstances not being Able to 
Redeem their Bodys with all the Estate or Interest they have in the 
world which they would readily Deliver up and part with, to their 
Several and Respective Creditors if they would Accept of the same 
and grant the said Petitioners their Liberty which seems so unlikely

said Isaac Tunney William Pratt Richard Standforth & Samuel 
Steel be not burthened with any Warranties thereby other than from 
themselves or those that Claim by from or under them, And that the

Whereas the Inhabitants of Cecill County have by their Petition 
to this Generall Assembly set forth the many Benefits that may Arise 
to themselves and others by having a Town Erected and Laid out on 
the North side of Sasafras River in the said County known by the 
name of Pennington Point and on the Tracts of Land Called Bunt- 
ington and happy Harbour 

Be it therefore Enacted by the Right Honourable the Lord Prop’ 
by and with the Advice and Consent of his Lordships Governour and 
the Upper and Lower Houses of Assembly and the Authority of the 
same that Collonell John Ward, Master Joshua George, Master 
John Baldwin Master Peregrine Frisby and Master Alphonso Cos- 
den or any three of them shall be and are hereby appointed Commis- 
sioners for Cecill County aforesaid and are hereby Authorized and 
Empowered as well to agree for the buying & purchasing thirty 
Acres of Land out of the Tracts aforesaid and such part not Exceed- 
ing thirty acres as Lyes most Convenient to the said River as for 
Surveying.and Laying the same out in the most Convenient manner 
into Sixty Equal Lotts to be erected into a Town And Be it fur- 
ther Enacted that the Commissioners aforesaid herein before nom- 
inated and Appointed or the Major part of them are hereby empow- 
ered sometime before the Last day of December which shall be in the 
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year of our Lord God One thousand Seven hundred and thirty six to 
meet together on the tracts of Land aforesaid or some other Conve- 
nient Place there to Adjacent and shall then and there treat and agree 
with the Owner or Owners or Persons Interested in the said Thirty 
Acres of Land for the same and after purchase thereof shall Cause the 
Same to be Surveyed Laid out and Divided as near as may be into 
Sixty Equal Lotts allowing such Sufficient Space or Quantity thereof 
for Streets Lanes and Alleyes as to them shall seem meet with Posts 
or Stakes towards every Street Lane or Alley the said Lotts to be 
numbred one Two Three & so on to Sixty for the better and more 
sure distinguishing each Lott from the other of which Sixty Lotts 
the Owner or Owners of the said Land shall have his her or their 
first Choice for two Lotts and after such Choice the remaining Lots 
may be taken up by others And that no Person shall Presume to

Note down all alterations, where the Tenants here charged, hold 
not in their own Rights.

Additional Instruction to Samuel Ogle Esq'® Lieutenant Governor

As to the Dissolution of the last Assembly I cannot but approve 
of it, & think you was under an unavoidable Necessity of Acting as 
you did; but as I would Avoid all Occasions of unnecessary Uneasi- 
ness, so I would not have you take any farther notice of what hap- 
pen’d in that matter, & I wou’d not have places bestow’d on any 
persons (if it can in prudence be avoided) during the sitting of an 
Assembly, so as to give a Handle to the same Complaints; but if 
such a Necessity should happen, as that any place must be given toa 
Person after his Election or During the Sitting of the Assembly ; 
& the Lower House shou’d again insist on the Supposed Authority of 
Expelling such Members, I Enjoyn you to Act with the same Reso- 
lution you did before in Dissolving them. 

I approve of the Grant for 500 Acres & 200 Acres to Cressap the
